But 
Hamed and his family are in dire straits: 
though he has stayed out of prison on ap- 
peal, he was fired from his job and his 
books were banned, leaving him with no 
means of support. 

“I think one of the things about living in a 
free society . . . is that you don’t have to ex- 
amine the idea of freedom too much, be- 
cause it’s simply there,” Rushdie recently 
told the Boston Phoenix (“Salman Speaks,” 
News and Features, May 7). “I guess what 
happened in my case is that somebody tried 
to turn off the tap. Somebody tried to de- 
prive me of those basic freedoms and, as a 
result, drew my attention to the importance 
of them — not just the importance, but the 
importance of articulating the case for these 
fundamental freedoms.”

After the election, the

Dorothy Kelly Gay’s ascension to the Somerville mayor’s 
office in Tuesday’s special election means good things for the 





city. For the first time, a woman will be mayor — a woman 
who pledges to make City Hall an open place for immigrants, 
gays and lesbians, and everyone else in the Somerville. 

Kelly Gay and her supporters say she will do something else 
her predecessors didn’t: heal the political divides that have 
marked Somerville for a long time. “This campaign and 
mayorship are about bringing Somerville together, and we will 
do it,” said the former nurse Tuesday night, hours after her 
victory over Alderman John Buonomo was sealed.

FORECASTING 
Shell’s game 


Parents, friends, and spouses can be helpful, of 
course, but most of us agree that the best judges of 
character are actually multinational oil corporations, who 
really know what's good for people. In this spirit, the 
folks at the Shell Oil Company have launched the Shell 
Poll, a semi-regular temperature-taking of the American 
populace designed to figure out what oil-burning plebes 
like us are thinking. Conducted by a Washington, DC, 
research firm, the Shell Polls have yielded some 
intriguing results — that is, if you don’t mind swallowing 
your factoids from a company with a past tainted by 
everything from bribery scandals to pollution problems 
to accusations that it backed Nigerian despots. 

Last year, for example, Shell weighed in with an 
interesting poll titled The Millennium, which revealed 
that 49 percent of Americans believe the Bible can 
accurately predict the future. (It also found that two 
percent of Americans believe that a plastic Magic 
Eight Ball is able to do the same.) And this month, 
Shell unveiled its Morals and Values poll, which 
supplies some of the reasons why, according to a 
majority of Americans, the nation is going down the 
tubes. 

The latest poll does find some usual suspects — the 
decline of religion, for example, and TV and movie 
violence — culpable for America’s moral disintegration. 
But Shell's pollsters also targeted some red herrings. 
For example, 83 percent of Americans polled attributed 
our moral decay to what the pollsters defined as “the 
rise in drug abuse” — despite the fact that the nation’s 
drug-abuse rate is less than half what it was 20 years 
ago. Similarly, while 34 percent of those polled viewed 
Monicagate as the “most powerful symbol of America’s 
declining values,” a startling 19 percent chose the 
poll’s ludicrous hippie-bashing catchall, “Woodstock 
and the acceptance of free love and drugs.” 

Are the polls a way for the beleaguered company to 
boost its image? No, says Shell spokesman Sixtus 
Oechele, who maintains that the polls are just one way 
the on-the-mend company is building a dialogue with its 
consumer public. But to critics like the Sierra Club’s 
Stephen Mills, Shell’s polls on morals and values 
smack of something else. “Sounds hypocritical, doesn’t 
it?” says Mills. 


Consider it the gm 
beginning of the end 
for the Internet’s 
Wild West. 

When Web site 
Deja News unveiled a 
redesign last Mon- 
day, May 11, it 
quietly lopped the 
“news” off its name 
and replaced it with 
“com.” Like that 
name change, the 
site’s redesign was 
subtle, predict-able, and trendy. It 
also has the potential to change 
the nature of one the more 
interesting parts of the Internet. 

That’s because Deja.com is the

the Internet frontier. More than 
four million people use the site to 
access Usenet’s 45,000-plus 
newsgroups — highly specialized 
conversations about everything 
from Babylon 5 to baby clothes. 
Totally user-regulated, Usenet 
is known for its spam and flame 
wars as well as for its serious 












exchanges; it represents many-to- 
many communication at its best, 
and also at its worst. “In its 
simplest form, Usenet represents 
democracy,” wrote Columbia 
instructor Michael Hauben in his 
book Netizens: On the History and 
Impact of Usenet and the Internet 
(IEEE Computer Society). 

And starting in 1995, Deja 
News made it all available to 
anyone with a Web browser. By 
making Usenet easier to access, 
the company built a Web site that 
draws six million page-views a 
day. Deja’s redesign is an attempt 
to profit from all that traffic — 
not necessarily an easy job. After

all, messy democratic debates are, 
as new CEO Tom Phillips put it in 
the New York Times, “not killer” 
in terms of making money. 

“Advertisers have a hard time 
with discussions and chats,” says 
Debbie Newman, Deja.com’s 
vice-president of marketing, 
“because the behavior itself is so 
engaging that people aren’t 
interested in ads.” 

Deja.com’s solution is simple: 
get more consumer-oriented. The 
redesigned site now focuses on 
“Deja ratings,” a system of Web- 
based polls where users rate 
consumer goods and then talk 
about them. And it’s that change 
that may have repercussions 
beyond the Web site. 

It’s hard to put a number on 
Usenet’s population, but Deja’s 
users clearly represent a healthy 
chunk of it. And the growing 
consumerism of that gateway 
may well begin working changes 
on Usenet itself. It might 
become more useful, but 
“useful” still threatens the 
libertarian spirit of Usenet. It’s 
not hard to see this as another 
petit mort in the Net’s ongoing 
union with commerce.

Sky driving

And so this is good old Boston, the land of the bean and the crane... . 


OSTON: CRANE CAPITAL of the US! 
Well, we’re getting there. More than 
130 cranes are working the Central Artery 
Project, nodding over the skyline like herds 
of large, skeletal dinosaurs. The dominant 
crane — the king of the cranes — looms 13 
stories above the nascent Charles River 
cablestay suspension bridge, right behind 
the FleetCenter. Known as a Tower Gantry, 
it's the biggest crane on the Big Dig, the 
largest freestanding crane in the country, 
and the object of what its operator calls 
“crane envy.” 

It takes a big man to operate a monster like 
this (not to mention hauling yourself up seven 
20-foot ladders to do so), and Peter 
Bernazzani fits the bill. Substantial in voice 
and in build, with graying hair and a ruddy 
complexion, Bernazzani is the picture of hard- 
hatted health. And part of his job is to stay that 
way. “It can be very dangerous,” he says. “I do 
sometimes dream of accidents.” 

From his perch 135 feet above the ground 
(soon to be raised another 60 feet), 
Bernazzani controls 200 tons of roaring 
machinery, shifting up to 75 tons of cement at 
a go. In the crane’s cockpit, he sits before an 
elaborate control panel: an array of gauges 
and dials that would do your average aircraft 
proud. Behind him a giant spool noisily reels 
and releases a chunky cable; before him a 
190-foot arm, or boom, swivels back and forth 
300 feet above a farrago of steel, cement, and 
scurrying workers. 

“It takes a special type of person to do this,” 
Bernazzani says. “You have to have a lot of 
knowledge. You have to be level-headed.” 

Bernazzani, 41, has been operating cranes 
for 18 years. “I’ve been on some real 
clunkers,” he says. “It's a pleasure to be on a 
crane like this.” Indeed, sitting atop the Tower 
Gantry is a much-coveted job among crane 
operators. “We're the highest, we’re the 
biggest,” says Bemazzani. “There is definitely 
crane envy in the business.” 

The big man doesn’t scoff as | clamber, 
quivering with fear and exertion, up the final

“Pete! Make it stop!’ ” He chuckles at the 
memory. “Sometimes | look up and / don’t 
want to do it,” he says. “I know | didn’t want to 
come up here this moming.” 

But he did come up here this moming, and 
has done so six days a week for the past 
seven months. “Oh, | love it. | get a thrill every 
day up here.” Gesturing at the matchbox 
machinery and pinpoint hard-hats below, the 
rambling skyline all around, Bernazzani says 
he can spend hours watching the boats 
cruising the Charles, the planes descending 
into Logan, and the cars getting into fender- 
benders on Route 93. “We've seen at least a 
dozen accidents from people watching us,” 
Bemazzani says. 

Yeah, um, but what about you watching 
them watching you? When you’re hauling 
these kinds of loads at this kind of height, you 
have to stay on your toes: tipping over is a tiny 
— but otherwise very large — possibility. “It 


laughs. “They don’t want 
to know about the technical stuff, they want to 
know where we go.” So here it is: there are no 
facilities up here. “We try to go before we 
come up. Or we go down.” 

But this isn’t Bernazzani’s most pressing 
concem. For one thing, he and his 25-year-old 
apprentice, Chris Diminico, share an area the 
size of a Twister sheet for up to 12 hours a day 
(“I see him more than | do my wife,” says 
Bemazzani) — not to mention that they also 
share this space with 600 gallons of flammable 
diesei fuel. There’s the “bone-chilling cold” in 
the winter, the dust and pollution in the 
summer, the wind, the rain, the constant 
clatter. There’s the biweekly prospect of 
edging your way along the length of the boom 
to oil the pulleys — and other high-flying, 
death-defying feats. And, of course, there are 
those ladders. 

But it’s not all slog, insists Bernazzani, who 
says that he looks forward to driving his two 
kids over the cablestay bridge one day and 
saying, “Daddy did that.” Being 135 feet above 
the ground might tend to invite this sort of 
contemplation. 

“Sometimes,” he says, “when things aren't 
go-go-go, we do have some time to reflect on 
things.” 

Like what?

Stern’s protective 
layer of hypocrisy 


The contemptible Howard 
Stern got plenty of attention 
a couple of weeks ago when 
he wondered, on air, why the 
Columbine High School 
killers didn’t try to have sex 
with any of their female 
classmates.

The March 2 New York Post reported that Stern, whose 
morning show is syndicated in more than 30 cities, had 
told his listeners that Doug “The Greaseman” Tracht 
should not have been fired for making a vicious racist 
remark after playing a record by hip-hop star Lauryn Hill. 
(“No wonder people drag them behind trucks,” Tracht 
said.) WARW, in Washington, DC, canned Tracht, even 
though — or maybe because — he had survived making a 
crack earlier in his career about the assassination of 
Martin Luther King Jr. 

“Why should he be fired over something he feels?” the 
Post quoted Stern as saying of Tracht. “And he apologized, 
after all. They fired him because they couldn’t take the 
heat. The station has no backbone.” 

And then this: “If he had some ratings like I do, he’d be 
able to get away with it.” 

Bull’s-eye. 

In fact, both WARW and Stern’s home station, New 
York’s WXRK, are owned by CBS — as is WBCN 
(104.1 FM), the local station that airs Stern’s program. In 
addition, Stern’s employer is Infinity Broadcasting, which 
is an almost wholly owned subsidiary of CBS. 

Just weeks after Tracht’s firing, following the Colorado 
shootings, Stern was leeringly asking listeners, “Did those 
kids try to have sex with any of the good-looking girls? 
They didn’t even do that. At least if you’re going to kill 
yourself and kill all the kids, why wouldn’t you have some 
sex?” And CBS did nothing. Stern’s remarks barely 
caused a stir outside of Colorado. A May 1 column by the 
Boston Globe’s John Ellis, calling for Stern’s firing, was 
one of the rare exceptions. 

You don’t have to ask CBS whether it has two sets of 
standards, one for expendable employees such as Tracht 
and another for cash machines such as Stern. The 
network’s most valuable property has already provided a 
disturbingly accurate answer. Ker-ching!

Alice K. gets some peace and quiet 


Last writhes

LICE K. (NOT her real initial) lies in bed, 
writhing with anticipation. 
Alice K., you see, has heard a nasty little 


rumor. Someone (she won’t say who) has told her that 
Caroline Knapp is about to give up her column in the 
Boston Phoenix, which means that Alice K.’s life is 
about to come to a grinding halt. No more descriptions 
of the intimate details of her inner life. No more humili- 
ating revelations about love or sex or friendship. No 
more late-night writhing in public. At long last, it’s over. 

Alice K. stares at the ceiling, not sure of what she 

feels. Is this good, relieving news or bad, annihilating 
news? She is mixed. Eight years of her life have been 
chronicled and dissected in these pages — Alice K. 
breaks up with a boyfriend, Caroline K. writes about it; 
Alice K. meets someone new, Caroline K. blabs about it 
— and she’s become rather accustomed to this degree 
of public scrutiny. Alice K. may lie awake most nights 
writhing with anxiety and confusion, but at least Ms. 
Knapp is following the arc of her little existence. At 
times this knowledge has given Alice K. an odd feeling 
of security — someone out there is keeping tabs on her. 

On the other hand — and this has always baffled 
Alice K., even enraged her at times —- she has never 
even met Caroline Knapp, which means that for eight 
years, the most intimate details of her personal life have 
been monitored and interpreted and analyzed by a total 
stranger. A total stranger! Documenting every failed 
relationship! Commenting upon her sexual behavior! 
Even listening in on her therapy sessions with Dr. Y.! 

How did this happen? How did Ms. Knapp — this 
omniscient and quite possi- 
bly sadistic stranger — gain 
access to so much informa- 
tion? 

Alice K. stares at the ceil- 
ing and thinks back. For a 
while — say, the first year 
or two — Alice K. figured 
Ms. Knapp for a garden- 
variety stalker: she probably 
hung around in the coffee 
shop where Alice K. and 
Ruth E. met to dish about 
men; while there, she no 
doubt picked up tidbits 
about Alice K.’s schedule 
and whereabouts so she 
could track her moves. 

Alice K. suspects that this is 

how Ms. Knapp found out = 

about her early relationship ~~ 

with Elliot M., and about 

her ambivalence about him, 

and about her ill-fated dal-

she followed her around 

and listened to her vent to her friends. Why Ms. Knapp 
chose to spend her time this way has never been clear to 
Alice K. (did she have nothing better to do?), but she 
gradually became inured to the fact that every time 
something important happened to her — cheating on 
Elliot M., or finally escaping the clutches of Mr. Cruel, 
or starting to see Dr. Y. — the event would be duly 
recorded in the papers. 

Of course, Alice K. found this extremely upsetting 
(which explains, among other things, why she’s spent so 
many nights staring at the ceiling and writhing with 
anxiety), but it wasn’t nearly as disconcerting as anoth- 
er sensation that began to creep in after the first year or 
so: gradually, Alice K. developed the odd feeling that 
Ms. Knapp was not just documenting the events of her 
life but was somehow dictating them, as if she were a 
puppeteer with a perverse sense of humor. How else to 
explain some of the situations that befell Alice K. over 
the years? The degree of trauma and turmoil? 

Alice K. closes her eyes and shudders at the thought. 
Pre-Knapp, Alice K. had led a relatively quiet and unas- 
suming life: a little Sturm here, a little Drang there, but 
nothing intolerable or out of the ordinary. Post-Knapp, 
Alice K.’s life has come to resemble a string of bad sea- 
sons on Melrose Place. She’s gone from Mr. Danger to 
Mr. Cruel to Mr. Fun to Mr. Real. She’s had regular 
therapy with Dr. Y. and sex therapy with Dr. O. She’s 
had a near-lesbian relationship with the beautiful 
Elena Z., and a fateful relationship with her very own 
evil twin — the mysterious and ultimately treacherous 
Isabel J., who assumed Alice K.’s identity, then lured 


her boyfriend to a hotel on Cape Cod and slept with 
him. She has lost her best friend to the arrogant and 
odious Jean-Paul €., who turned out to be a controlling, 
coke-addicted wife-beater. She has been, in a word, a 
wreck. 

Alice K. contemplates all this — the stormy relation- 
ships, the chaos, the interminable writhing, night after 
night — and her eyes fill with tears. “Why me?” she 
wonders. “Why did she have to pick on me?” 

Of course, Alice K. has her theories about Ms. 
Knapp’s motives. A couple of years ago, at a local book- 
store, Alice K. was stunned to find a memoir by the 
author, which she of course scooped up and read cover 
to cover. Turns out Ms. Knapp had a few problems of 
her own — she was, among other things, a drunk, a 
depressive, and a wacko with a love life that made 
Alice K.’s problems with men look like a walk in the 
park — and Alice K. suspects she’d been practicing a 
perverse form of revenge therapy on Alice K. all these 
years, as though by making another woman’s life even 
more chaotic and twisted than her own, she’d find a 
way to feel better about her own sorry self. She shakes 
her head. How sick is that? 

And yet . . . despite everything, despite all the cruel 
twists of fate Ms. Knapp has thrown Alice K.’s way, 
despite the explosive relationships and the relentless 
introspection and the endless agonizing over life and 
love, Alice K. lies in bed and realizes that, in an odd 
way, she’s going to miss Ms. Knapp. Alice K. may not 
have changed a whole lot on the outside — she’s still 
self-involved and fearful and vaguely neurotic — but

she has learned some important lessons these past eight 
years. She has weathered the fears that accompany new 
relationships and survived the devastation when those 
relationships end. She has risen to the challenges of liv- 
ing alone, proved herself able to tolerate loneliness and 
self-doubt, even learned (on occasion) to enjoy her own 
company. She has faced deeply complicated questions 
about longing and desire, emptiness and fulfillment; she 
has seen how easy it can be to attach one’s hopes for 
satisfaction on externals (Mr. Danger, Mr. Fun) and 
how much harder it is to explore the dark corridors of 
one’s own soul. 

Alice K. stares at the ceiling and sighs. Granted, Ms. 
Knapp is a bit loony, but Alice K. feels a bit sad at the 
prospect of losing her. She also feels grateful for the 
amiable nature of the goodbye — after all, Ms. Knapp 
could have finished her off far less graciously; she could 
have thrown Alice K. down an elevator shaft or had her 
run over by a bus or banished her to some impoverished 
Third World country. This feels like a more genuine 
goodbye, a parting of the ways of two beings who’ve 
never met in the flesh but nonetheless have touched 
each other deeply. 

A tear trickles down Alice K.’s cheek. She whispers 
the word aloud: “Goodbye.” And with that, quietly 
and almost contentedly, she writhes in bed one last 
time. =

I was a little disappointed by your recommendation to use 
so many chlorine products in your column on toilet plumes 
[April 16]. Chlorine is an extremely toxic chemical and is list- 
ed in the 1990 Clean Air Act as a hazardous air pollutant. 
Chlorine bleach contains sodium hypochlorite, a chemical pre- 
cursor to chlorine. Any use of it will create pure chlorine in the 
environment. In addition to its direct toxic effects on living 
organisms, chlorine also reacts with organic materials in the 
environment to create other hazardous and carcinogenic tox- 
ins, including chloroform and other trihalomethanes (THMs) 
and organochlorines, an extremely dangerous class of com- 
pounds that cause reproductive, endocrine, and immune- 
system disorders. Chlorine and chlorinated compounds are 
also a prime cause of atmospheric ozone loss. How about the 


straight dope on chlorine?

Life is full of trade-offs. Sure, excessive chlorine use may 
destroy the planet. But at least you’ll have really clean kitchen 
counters. For some environmental groups, the choice is just 
that simple. Greenpeace, for one, has adopted the slogan 
“Chlorine kills.” But the more reasonable view is that chlorine 
offers both dangers and benefits, and we’d better make sure 
we don’t halt the thinning of the ozone layer just so we can all 
die of cholera. 

The campaign against chlorine began when environmen- 
talists noticed that chemicals such as DDT, PCBs (poly- 
chlorinated biphenyls), CFCs (chlorofluorocarbons), and 
dioxin have two things in common: they’re environmental 
hazards and they contain chlorine. Ergo, chlorine is bad. 
Okay, there’s also chlorine in table salt, but this argument 
isn’t as silly as it sounds. Chlorine is a highly reactive 
chemical that’s poisonous in its pure state. Many of its 
compounds persist in the environment and accumulate in 
body fat. Of the 15,000 commercially available organochlo- 
rines (a term meaning merely that a substance contains 
both chlorine and carbon), the World Health Organization 
has classified 59 as carcinogenic and another 58 as suspect. 
Greenpeace et al. argue that this number would surely rise 
substantially if all were thoroughly tested. Since that’s not 
practical given the numbers — hey, ban ’em. Most scien- 
tists and officials don’t go that far, but there’s a growing 
consensus that chlorine use should be scrutinized and, if 
possible, reduced. 

That won’t be easy. For example, recent studies suggest that 
byproducts in chlorinated water can lead to an increase in cer- 
tain cancers. Chlorine opponents urge a switch to other water 
treatments, but the alternatives aren’t necessarily safer. 
Ozonation, one commonly cited method, can also produce car- 
cinogens in some circumstances. 

That brings us to household disinfectants. Use of chlorine 
cleansers and bleach in the modest amounts I suggested is not 
going to add significantly to environmental chlorine. If you’re 
concerned, though, you can substitute a quaternary ammoni- 
um-based cleanser. The ones I’ve seen also contain chlorine, 
but generally much less than you find in bleach. “Quats” 
aren’t as effective against some viruses, but they work fine, 
provided you follow the directions, against the enteric bacteria 
that are a more serious problem. (Usually after applying the 
stuff you have to let it sit for a while, which isn’t necessary 
with chlorine bleach.) 

Whatever you do, don’t get the idea that keeping the germ 
count down is silly or that exposure to bacteria “builds up 
your resistance.” Potentially life-threatening bacterial infec- 
tions are rising rapidly in North America for a variety of rea- 
sons: industrialized animal husbandry crams thousands of 
animals into small spaces, promoting the spread of disease; 
food imports from countries with less stringent sanitary stan- 
dards are increasing; and the vulnerable population is grow- 
ing, particularly the elderly. Some strains of bacteria are 
becoming resistant to antibiotics, which adds to the danger. 
Don’t go overboard, but just because no one in your family 
has been hospitalized for salmonella doesn’t mean you’re 
completely safe. &

The Internet will kill cable TV as we know it — 
and that can’t happen a moment too soon

OR THE PAST few weeks, the 
cable industry has seemed as ex- 


citing as a WWF steel-cage 
match. Comcast offers $53 billion for 
MediaOne! AT&T counters with 
$58 billion! And — just like when 


Stone Cold Steve Austin puts the ham- 


mer on The Rock — it turns out that 

the fix was in all along: AT&T won by 

paying off Comcast to go away. 

Back to you, Vince! 

All this made for pretty dramatic 
headlines in the business press. But 
none of it does a thing to alter a deep, 
inescapable truth: cable sucks. 

Certainly cable TV has done a good 
job of accomplishing its basic mission, 
which is to drain $30 to $100 from 
you every month for something that 
used to be free. Yes, | would rather 
have CNN, VH1, New England Cable 
News (NECN), and Nickelodeon than 
not have them. But the diversity and 
intelligence that we were all promised 
when we got 50 to 100 channels in- 
stead of just five or 10? Please. 

Take one typical customer, a/k/a 
me: a fortysomething news junkie who 
lives in the suburbs and whose cable 
company, Cablevision, refuses to carry 
either MSNBC or the Fox News Chan- 
nel. Other than look into some ridicu- 
lously expensive satellite system, there’s 
not a damn thing I can do about it. 

Or consider the plight of Court TV, 
the law-and-justice channel with a tiny 
following that — if the thick, testimo- 
nial-filled notebook compiled by the 
channel’s public-relations consultants 
is any indication — is nevertheless ad- 
mirably loyal. 

Last year MediaOne dumped Court 
TV from more than a million homes, 
citing its minuscule audience. Court 
TV was replaced with TV Land, a nox- 
ious new channel dedicated to drag- 

ging Petticoat Junction across that 
bridge to the 21st century. Since then, 
Court TV has boosted its audience 
four- or five-fold, says affiliate-rela- 
tions director Geoff Figgis, mainly by 
dumbing down (my phrase, not his): 
Homicide reruns have replaced prime- 
time legal analysis, and several snappy 
half-hour shows have been added. (In 
what surely must count as good news, 
Johnnie Cochran’s face-time has been 
cut back as well.) Even with this slight 
lowering of Court TV’s on-air IQ, it’s 
still more substantive than 90 percent 
of what’s out there. But will MediaOne 
restore Court TV? Stay tuned. 

Such channel wars can reach the 
depths of absurdity. Brock Meeks, 
chief Washington correspondent for 
MSNBC.com, notes that TCI, the ca- 
ble behemoth that serves Redmond, 
Washington, where Microsoft’s head- 
quarters are located, does not carry 
MSNBC. “Bill Gates can’t even watch 
his own cable network unless he has a 
special hook-up,” Meeks observes. In 
New York City, Mayor Rudy Giuliani 
had to issue public threats to get Time 
Warner’s cable system to carry the 
Fox News Channel. You see, Time 
Warner bigfoot Ted Turner, who 
founded CNN, loathes Fox mogul 
Rupert Murdoch. 

Indeed, CNN still has a huge lead in 
the number of households that are 
connected: 76 million, compared to 
49 million for MSNBC and 39 million 
for Fox News. It’s one thing if people 
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DIE, CABLE TV, DIE! They promised diversity. Where is it?

don’t watch; it’s quite another when 
they have no choice. 

There are technological limitations 
to current cable systems, and industry 
executives make a reasonable case that 
they’re doing the best they can. 

For instance, when I asked Cablevi- 
sion spokesman John Urban about my 
limited choices, he responded that the 
company is currently pouring 
$300 million in improvements into its 
Massachusetts systems. The result will 
be about 20 new channels. 

At MediaOne, spokesman Rick Jenk- 
inson took time out from trying to learn 
whose corporate butt he’ll soon be pro- 
tecting in order to defend the decision 
to dump Court TV. His basic point — 
that there are a lot more people who 
would watch Leave It to Beaver and I 
Dream of Jeannie than there are Court 
TV addicts — is probably indisputable. 
I mean, look who gets elected. 

But deciding which channels live and 
which die would be utterly unnecessary 
if the 500-channel universe we were 
promised a few years ago had come 
into being. Which is why I'll be dubi- 
ous about the various technosolutions 
that are talked about now until I actu- 
ally see them. 

Yes, it’s nice that RCN is providing 
competition in Somerville, and is mov- 
ing into several other communities as 
well. But that only means you've got 
two companies chasing the lowest com- 
mon denominator rather than just one. 

The US House recently passed a bill 
allowing satellite broadcasters to carry 
local channels, which — if it becomes 
law — will eliminate a huge disadvan- 
tage in their battle with cable. That’s 
fine, but I don’t want to deal with a 
satellite company any more than | want 
to deal with my cable company. 

The cable industry talks about a 
coming digital era in which several 
hundred channels will be available; but 
in its next breath, it talks about using 

those channels for new services such as 
telephony and video-on-demand. In 
other words, your local cable provider 
will still be in control. | 

Ironically, the cable industry's 
monopoly on programming may ulti- 
mately be broken not by competition, 
but rather by the industry’s latest ob- 
session: the Internet. AT&T's acquisi- 
tion of MediaOne and Cablevision’s 
upgrade have little to do with television 
programming and everything to do 
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with broadband, the industry’s favorite 
buzzword for wicked-fast Internet con- 
nections. Move enough data through 
the pipes at a fast enough rate, and it 
becomes possible to transmit good- 
quality video over the Web. In five or 
10 years, many of us may be sitting 
down in front of hybrid PC-TVs, re- 
ceiving programming from an infinite 
number of channels, navigated via a 
cable box running Windows CE (Mi- 
crosoft, you see, invested $5 billion in 
AT&T last week). 

Free Speech TV, a politically pro- 
gressive programming service in Den- 
ver, Colorado, is an instructive exam- 
ple. Several years ago, TCI more or 
less dumped FSTV'’s cable outlet, the 
90’s Channel, from seven cable sys- 
tems in Colorado. Today the organiza- 
tion, which survives on foundation 
money, gets its programming out to 
seven million households by sending 
tapes to community-access channels, 
including seven in Massachusetts: 
Cambridge, Malden, Fitchburg, South 
Yarmouth, Shrewsbury, Northampton, 
and Amherst. 

FSTV’s future, though, is on the 
Web. Already it offers vast amounts of 
lefty programming on its Web site 
(www.freespeech.org). All you need to 
watch and listen is a reasonably quick 
Internet connection — even a 56K 
modem will do — and free RealPlayer 
software. 

Though Jon Stout, Free Speech 
TV’s programming director, is natural- 
ly hoping his company can find room 
among the hundreds of new digital 
channels, he concedes that the Web of- 
fers a particularly attractive model be- 
cause it is “unmediated.” That is, it 
completely removes the cable-company 
middleman and allows broadcasters to 
reach viewers directly. Starting a televi- 
sion station will be only slightly more 

difficult than setting up a Web site. 

“It’s happening a lot faster than I 
would have predicted just 12 months 
ago,” says MSNBC.com’s Brock 
Meeks. “And I think that’s going to give 
the cable monopolies all kinds of fits.” 

The Internet will guarantee the di- 
versity that the cable companies 
promised but failed to deliver. The fix 
won't be in any longer. And — with 
luck — it won’t suck. ca

Millennium Partners’ controversial Back Bay tower will be a boon to Boston. 
What should be disturbing is the ongoing vulgarization of Copley Square. It's 
not height or density that matters, but design. 


Whitehill’s Law

EWS FROM THE Back Bay. Bad news. It’s time to 
tell the powers that be in Boston’s most prestigious 
quarter that they haven’t got a clue. 

They're all up in arms against the building Millennium 
Partners has proposed for Mass Ave at Boylston Street, a pro- 
ject designed to renew and transform that ugliest of 
cityscapes. Even if it only half succeeds, it cannot help but im- 
prove in-town Boston’s closest equivalent to East Berlin. 
Meanwhile, nobody seems to be minding the store in Copley 
Square, that most beautiful of streetscapes, a place celebrated 
everywhere for its architecture, yet soon to be badly trashed. 

Why is everybody looking the wrong way? 

It is the size of the Millennium complex, known as Boy]- 
ston Square, that’s scaring them. The fear is that, first, the 
new center’s density will generate too much congestion. 
Another worry is that the skyscraper at the project’s heart is 
too big at 59 stories — tall for Boston. 

Both fears seem to me not only irrational but dangerous. 
They bode ill not just for the Back Bay but for Boston in 
general. 

Now, I’m well aware that these fears speak to some legit- 
imate issues: street-level access, parking, infrastructure 
strain, and so on — issues space does not permit full dis- 
cussion of in this column. But these issues need to be ad- 
dressed more positively. 

How many stop to consider that whatever the total ca- 
pacity of all of Boylston Square’s planned movie theaters, it 
is unlikely that it will even equal the number of seats lost 
just in my lifetime to uptown Boston, which used to have a 
galaxy of theaters, often running films in tandem with the 
downtown theaters? Remember the Loew’s State, the Fen- 
way, the Fine Arts, the Exeter, the Capri, the Esquire, the 
Strand, and the Uptown? I suspect there are more filmgo- 
ers living in the Back Bay and the South End today (who 
would walk to and from the movies) than there were in the 
60s and ’70s. 

It was just such a fear of congestion, you'll recall, that 
lost us I.M. Pei’s magnificent glass pyramid, now a land- 
mark of a greatly revitalized Paris, where it stands in the 
Great Court of the Louvre. 

It should, of course, be glittering along the banks of the 
Charles as the centerpiece of the Kennedy Library, for 
which it was designed. Before, that is, our Brattle Street 
betters ran that institution out of Cambridge and into 
Dorchester for fear of the hordes — which, by the way, 
have never materialized. 

Having signaled my own opinion up front, let me call 
some witnesses. 

For the traffic question in cities generally, I’ll call the 
Globe’s Robert Campbell, a long-time observer of change 
and growth in Boston. I don’t know what Campbell’s views 
on the Millennium project are, but in his Cityscapes of Bos- 
ton, he has cited our very unhappy experience of “pedestri- 
anized” streets (the malling of the city, I call it), protesting 
that “removing the colorful moving cars from American 
streets was like stripping the bright rotating toys from a 
baby’s crib.” The problem, writes Campbell, is that when 
cars were banished, “sensory deprivation ensued. Planners 
had forgotten that congestion is a virtue, not a vice, of cities, 
and that most American downtowns have too little of it, not 
too much.” 

The emphasis is mine. I find myself thinking of Newbury 
Street on a Friday evening. Does anyone think fewer cars 
would enhance that lively urban scene? And how about all 
those traffic snarls (complete with mounted police to make 
them worse — but, surely, more exciting too) at gala open- 
ing nights in the Theater District or at Symphony Hall? I’d 
sooner loose the Klieg lights than the traffic congestion. 

On the corollary issue of urban planning, I'll call George 
Thrush, head of the architecture program at Northeastern 
University. “A radical leap forward in reconnecting our 
city” is the way he sees the Millennium project, which he 
feels would “repair the street corridors between Newbury 
and Boylston Streets along Massachusetts Avenue and . . . 
re-attach strands of our ‘walking city’ at a point where the 
Turnpike and railroad sliced them apart.” 

Notice the similarity, as Thrush sees it, to what we’re try- 
ing to do in the Big Dig, which aims to re-attach the North 
End and the waterfront downtown. 

The most interesting aspect for me of Thrush’s view,

however, is that he also sees the aesthetic 
aspect so many miss. The skyscraper at 
the heart of Boylston Square, writes 
Thrush, will 


offer an excellent terminal view look- 

ing west on Boylston and mark a grand entry to the city. 
This kind of judicious use of slender towers as markers 
for different districts in Boston could serve as a model 
for future development in other parts of town. 


I could not agree more. 

Awesomely poised and elegantly proportioned, the Mil- 
lennium tower, designed by Blake Middleton of Gary Ed- 
ward Handel and Partners of New York, is the best sort of 
urbanism, just as it is the best sort of architecture. As 
Rodolfo Machado might say, it is contextualism cast in the

language not of historicism but of 
modernism. 

The design brings to mind the 
teachings of a third witness, Boston’s 
pre-eminent historian and preserva- 
tionist in this century, Walter Muir 
Whitehill. 

If you have the sense every time 
someone starts on the “ghastly” Mil- 
lennium tower that you’ve heard it 
all before, you have — about the 
Hancock Tower. The naysayers were 
wrong then, and they’re wrong now. 

Listen to Whitehill, and when you 
do, remember that this was the man 
who in the 1960s saved the Back Bay 
for us all. It was Whitehill who ar- 
ranged for the exhibition “The City 
as a Work of Art” at the Museum of 
Fine Arts, and who made possible 
the publication by Harvard Universi- 
ty Press of Bainbridge Bunting’s 
seminal book on the area’s Victorian 
townhouses. It was Whitehill, too, 
who instigated the creation of the 
original Back Bay Historic District. 
And what the father of preservation 
in the Back Bay had to say about the 
Hancock Tower is just my point 
about Boylston Square. 

Faced then with the prospect of 
“the tallest building in New England 
rising beside Trinity Church,” a far 
more sensitive site than the Millenni- 
um proposal’s today, Whitehill 
pointed to the Hancock’s architec- 
ture: I.M. Pei and Henry Cobb, he 
wrote in the second edition of Bos- 

ton: A Topographical History, showed 
“great imagination” in that design. And 
as for the tower’s height — “To me,” 
wrote Whitehill, “at least one slender 60- 
story tower clutters the skyline less than 
three 20-story buildings or four of 15.” 

Whitehill’s Law, I’m willing to call it. 
It’s not height nor density that matters, 
but design. It’s so obvious. But how lit- 
tle we heed it. And nowhere are the dis- 
astrous results more readily seen than 

in Copley Square itself. 

The Hancock’s design, Whitehill felt, would “enhance 
the local scene, rather than detract from and dominate it,” 
and so it does. But notice what does not enhance Copley 
Square — what, in fact, detracts from it badly. 

There’s that revolting black-and-gold office building on 
the corner of Boylston and Clarendon; its equally tacky red- 
brick neighbor; the hideous green-and-white Hayden Build- 
ing on the corner of Boylston and Dartmouth; and, even 
more repulsive, 1 Exeter Place, a block further up at Boyl- 
ston and Exeter. This last is so loathsome a structure it has 
yoan seine. aptly been nicknamed the Darth Vader building. 

Copley Square has indeed been marred. But 
by its smallest and lowest buildings, not by its 
biggest and tallest. 

Even the Hancock’s not without flaw, of 
course; it has its faults just as surely as the Mil- 
lennium tower will. Though perhaps it’s worth 
recalling that in the case of the Hancock its 
flaws are, as the French say, the weaknesses of 
its strengths. There is the wind; there are the 
shadows; but oh, the glory of it. 

Copley Square seems not just to survive the 
hordes it generates, but to be a more lively ur- 
ban scene because of them. 

Trinity Church, too, profits from the Han- 
cock. The architectural splendors of church and 
tower play off each other so well that it’s hard to 
find a Boston guide or tourist map — or a his- 
tory of American architecture — that doesn’t 
celebrate the fact. 
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It’s the Boston Public Library that is about to get a hor- 
rific neighbor: the soon-to-be-erected Trinity Place tower 
on Blagdon Street, beside the library, While so many are 
fixated on Boylston Square, it is this building that will do 
the real damage. 

If you want to see what’s going to happen, walk up Boyl- 
ston Street to Fairfield, where stand two pertinent buildings. 
One (actually inspired by the Copley Square library) is the 
Hynes Convention Center, one of Boston’s grandest mod- 
ernist public buildings; the other, the Prudential Center 
mall, one of Boston’s more conspicuous essays in postmod- 
ernism, is all gush and glitz, very much in the manner of the 
projected Trinity Place. It’s quite a case study. Worth the 
valk. And a brief meditation on postmodern architecture 
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lhe measure of postmodernism (the worst of it, which is 
O say nearly all of it) has been best taken, to my mind, by 
\lan Tempko, the architecture critic of the San Francisco 
Chronicle, whose view is the more refreshing for its free- 
wheeling West Coast perspective. 

Tempko has railed against the stage-set “fakery,” the 
“vulgar flash of the detailing,” the typically “hot palette” of 
strident colors, the frequently “conflicting lines and clam- 
orous details,” and, most pointedly of all, “the reactionary 
sentimentality” of what he calls, unequivocally, “the archi- 
tectural counterpart of Reaganism in politics.” 

Prepare yourself. Trinity Place, I predict, is going to be a 
stellar example, whether or not it will boast the synthetic 
materials, stagy faux finishes, and general decorative excess 
30 characteristic of this type of work. You can depend upon 
it, for so it discloses itself in the published drawings: Trinity 
Place is stridently massed and crassly detailed, and is as 
vulgar as the Boston Public Library is refined 

Schlock architecture? Wait until you see Trinity Place’s 
companion piece at 111 Huntington Avenue, which will af- 
fect I.M. Pei and Araldo Cossutta’s magnificent Christian 
Science Center in ways that make me cringe. Even on pa- 
per, the design of this 36-story tower yields that hollow 
feeling you get when you've looked too long at — nothing. 

The real question is why Boston, after nearly two cen- 
turies at the head of American architecture, is still so wel- 
coming of such stuff. 

Boston’s elite design firms.will have nothing to do with it. 
You won't, for example, find it on offer by Schwartz/Silver 
(the designers of the new addition to the New England 
\quarium) or Lears Weinzapfel (Dewey Square’s MBTA 
operation center). Yet the market for PoMo survives here, 
I’m told, as it does nowhere else but Kuwait City. With that 
possible exception — and Las Vegas, of course — [| won- 
der whether upper Huntington Avenue is rapidly turning 
into the nation’s capital of architectural schlock. 

Yes, the developers (in the case of Trinity Place and 111 
Huntington Avenue the Raymond Property Company and 
media mogul Mortimer Zuckerman’s Boston Properties, 
respectively) deserve their share of the blame. Ditto Bos- 
ton’s design review board. 

But whatever was the story with Trinity Place and 111 
Huntington, the name each building wears is unequivocally 
that of CBT/Childs Bertman Tseckares. 

It is an architectural firm that, before it began to do in- 
creasingly problematic large-scale commercial work in the 
early 1990s, had distinguished itself over the years, espe- 
cially for superb adaptive reuse of historic structures. The 
architects’ credits in the Back Bay alone include the Ames- 
Webster House; the former Exeter Street Theater; and 
Louis, Boston. Even now they are restoring the long- 
missed tower to Harvard’s Memorial Hall. 

CBT has also done some fine new small-scale work, rang- 
ing from the Charles River Park Synagogue to the recent 
Nike store on Newbury at Exeter, a handsome building that 
manages to be sensitive to its site without cloning any of its

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neighbors in the usual approved fashion hereabouts. 

Furthermore, one of the principals, Richard Bertman, is 
among the nicest men you'd ever want to know. Did I for- 
get to say that his partner Tseckares is the current presi- 
dent of the Boston Society of Architects? 

You get the picture, I’m sure. But none of it, though it 
adds to irony, holds out any hope at all for Copley Square

The most virulent branch of the Ku Klux Klan 
has come to New England. So what now? 


Hate thy neighbor

doesn’t have much in common with 

Washington, New Hampshire. The first 
is a former industrial city of 100,000 with a 
mix of backgrounds and ethnicities within its 
borders. The other is a quiet rural town in a 
part of south-central New Hampshire where 
road signs are as likely to warn drivers about 
cattle as about pedestrians. 

But in recent weeks, they’ve shared similar 
brushes with racial hate. In the first few 
months of 1999, both Lowell and Washing- 
ton were plastered with crudely typed fliers 
declaring that blacks will take your job and 
that Jews control the government. (A third 
city, in eastern Massachusetts, has also been 
postered.) Some of the fliers found in New 
Hampshire list a Lowell post-office box 
alongside phone numbers in New Hampshire 
and Indiana. 

Experts on hate-group activity say the 
message is clear: the American Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, a recently formed and aggres- 
sive branch of the notorious hate group, have 
arrived in New England. And they’re recruit- 
ing new members. 

No public demonstrations or meetings 
have been reported so far, and there’s little to 
suggest that the group has a strong member- 
ship in the area. The Lowell Police Depart- 
ment has downplayed the leafleting; police 
there say that of the three people they found 
placing fliers around the city, two were from 
out of state (police wouldn’t divulge where) 
and the third was from Massachusetts, but 
not from Lowell. 

But hate-group experts say that doesn’t 
mean there’s no cause for concern. “If it’s 
the same fliers from the same group and they 
are showing up in cities in a region, that 
means someone is organizing,” says Chip 
Berlet, senior analyst with Somerville-based 
Political Research Associates, which tracks 
activities on the far right. 

Watchdogs say a branch of the KKK al- 
ready exists on Cape Cod, but that it’s nearly 
dormant, and that the Klan wing of which it’s 
part isn’t as militant as the American 
Knights. At a time when membership in hate 
groups is rising nationally, according to the 
Southern Poverty Law Center (SPLC), the 
Indiana-based American Knights are grow- 
ing especially fast. “They came from nothing 
three years ago,” says Mark Potok, editor of 
the quarterly Intelligence Report, the SPLC 
publication that covers the radical right. 
“This group has really exploded onto the 
American scene and is showing up in some 
quite surprising places.” 


L OWELL, MASSACHUSETTS, 


HE KKK may be the most infamous of 

American hate groups, but it is no longer 
the organization of choice for bigots seeking 
company. At its peak in the 1920s, the Klan 
boasted millions of members and mainstream 
status in some communities. But today, of an 
estimated 100,000 people nationwide who 
belong to some type of organized hate group 
— neo-Nazis, racist skinheads, other Aryan- 
pride sects — only an estimated 6000 are 
members of the Klan. 

And today, the face of the KKK is often 
just that: a face. For many of the dozens of 
Klan sects, suits have replaced robes and 
hoods as members try to make hate more 
palatable. Think David Duke, the former 
Klansman who recently lost a bid for 
Congress in Louisiana. “A lot of the Klan 
over the last 10 or 15 years has tried to take 
a step back,” says the SPLC’s Joe Roy. 
“They are not racist, they are ‘racialist.’ They 
are not segregationists, they are ‘separatists.’ 


They don’t hate anybody — they just ‘love 
white folks.’” The “new” Klan has engaged 
in some curious PR efforts. It has fought to 
join adopt-a-highway programs in several 
states. In Missouri, a wing of the Klan lost a 
court battle in its bid to underwrite local Na- 
tional Public Radio broadcasts. 

The American Knights, on the other hand, 
are strictly old school. One member, asked 
by phone for an interview with the Phoenix, 
replied that it’s rare for anyone other than 
the “Imperial Wizard” to give interviews. 
And if one is granted, he said, “The proper 
security procedure will be followed. You will 
not see our identity. We will be robed and 
hooded.” 

(Calls to the New Hampshire number 
printed on the fliers and to the American 
Knights’ national office 
were not returned.) 

The American Knights 
don’t temper their message 
any more than they soften 
their image. On Martin 
Luther King weekend in 
1998, on the 30th anniver- 
sary of King’s death, they 
marched on Memphis, 

Tennessee, where King 
was shot. They’re known 
for shouting racial epithets 
at counter-demonstrators. 
They march in hoods and 
robes. “This is not the 
kinder, gentler Klan,” says 
Potok. “They make no pre- 
tense of being some sort of 
good-guy philanthropic or- 
ganization for white peo- 
ple.” The Southern Poverty 
Law Center calls them and 
their leader, Imperial Wiz- 
ard Jeffrey Berry, “thugs.” 

They’re also the fastest- 
growing Klan sect nation- 
wide. Founded only four 
years ago, the American 
Knights have grown from 
18 chapters in 1997 to 27 
in 1998, according to the 
SPLC. And though the 
Klan is most often associ- 
ated with the South, the American Knights 
have grown largely in Rust Belt states. 

“There’s a constituency out there for 
whom [Berry] just appears the ballsy Klans- 
man who tells it like it is,” says Potok. 

The group’s undiluted bigotry comes 
through in the New England fliers, which 
appeared in Washington in mid-April and in 
Lowell in late winter and again this spring. 
One leaflet found in both states declares 
that the “nigger race war is already starting. 
Just turn on your Jew tubes and watch the 
news, and you will see what color 90 per- 
cent of the criminals are.” Another recruit- 
ing flier found in New Hampshire begins 
with the words “Hello neighbor” and pro- 
ceeds to inform readers that the writer is 
merely a hard-working, church-going man 
who takes his children to ball games. “We 
are people just like yourself, except for one 
minor detail,” reads the flier, which con- 
cludes with the phrase “white power.” “We 
are not afraid to speak the truth about 
things we believe in.” 


RAVELING NEW Hampshire’s green 

and winding Route 31, it’s easy for out- 
siders — or “flatlanders” — to pass right 
through downtown Washington without 
even knowing it. The downtown consists of 


a general store, the town hall, the police sta- 
tion, a church, and a gazebo set upon a 
small patch of grass. 

It looked a little different on the morning 
of April 19, when dozens of the Klan fliers 
were taped to public buildings, signposts, 
and the general store. Washington police 
chief Anthony Guthrie believes they were 
posted at about 11 the night before. “See 
right here, that’s a remnant,” he says, point- 
ing to the corner of a white piece of paper 
still taped to the station’s door on Sunday 
afternoon. 

For Guthrie and other townspeople, the 
fliers were unwelcome not just for their 
message but also for the publicity they 
brought. Television crews swarmed into 
town, which didn’t thrill residents. “It 


Littleton, Colorado — but it’s not hard to 
see the connection. 

“It was more of a ‘This is a cultural-diver- 
sity, family-type town,’ ” says Guthrie. “It 
was [about wanting] to express ourselves, 
because they [the Klan] have had the chance 
to express themselves, to say “This is us, this 
is what we believe in.’ ” 

If there’s some reluctance in Washington 
to talk about the situation, town officials are 
positively open about it compared to those in 
Lowell, where the two incidents of postering 
have not been widely publicized and the po- 
lice are loath to discuss the issue at all. 

“These guys are not getting a lot of play 
here, and that is exactly the way I would like 
to keep it,” says Lowell police superintendent 
Edward Davis. “I think we should keep a 
very close eye on the situation, but I don’t 
want to lend credibility to people acting like 
this.” Adds department spokesman Patrick 
Cook: “We don’t want to validate them.” 

Fair enough. No doubt the American 
Knights thrive on the attention generated 
when they attract angry counter-demonstra- 
tors at rallies — or when Jeffrey Berry, who’s 
been convicted of theft, assaults, and other 
crimes, appears on The Jerry Springer Show, 
as he did in 1996. Yet the Lowell Police De- 
partment’s hush-hush approach has critics 
among hate-group experts. Although posting 
the fliers is not a crime and is protected 
speech, says Chip Berlet, civic leaders should 
address it immediately and head-on. 

“To me, it’s a warning sign that says some 
social, political, and religious leaders in the 
area need to get together and realize that 
what may not be appropriate for the police to

made it look like they [Klan members] 
were here in town with robes and burning 
crosses,” says a man who works in the 
general store. 

“We want to get back to being Mayberry, 
if you will,” Guthrie said Sunday, sitting in 
the small office he shares with the rest of 
the force — i.e., part-time officer Brian 
Moser. (“You’re talking to half the depart- 
ment right now,” Guthrie said in an earlier 
interview. “Not only am I the chief, but I 
also catch dogs.”) Guthrie guesses that 
maybe three or four town residents are re- 
sponsible for the postings. 

“I’m not aware of anyone in the area who 
would do something like that or feel that 
way,” says Richard Cilley, another Washing- 
ton resident. “Once people found out about 
the fliers, the reaction was, ‘We really don’t 
need that type of thing here.’ ” 

The town’s response was to hold a free 
“family concert” on May 8 at Town Hall, 
billed as “Love Thy Neighbor.” Washing- 
ton officials say it wasn’t a direct reaction 
to the fliers — the elementary-school prin- 
cipal says it was aimed at hatred and intol- 
erance in general, especially in Kosovo and 


to,” says Berlet. “You need to inoculate the 
community against this type of recruiting, 
and that means public leadership and public 
denunciation of this racist and anti-Semitic 
organizing — because the recruitment is of- 
ten aimed at young men, and unless there is a 
public display of denunciation, there is no les- 
son learned other than that this is another ap- 
propriate political tendency.” 

Berlet has seen the effects firsthand. In 
the Marquette Park section of Chicago, 
where he once lived, the Klan and other 
hate groups organized in the mid 1980s. 
Local officials, who felt they shouldn’t dig- 
nify the groups with a reaction, did nothing. 
Within several years, the damage had been 
done — the Klan staged a rally cheered on 
by hundreds of local youth, and the orga- 
nizing spurred racial violence. “This is just 
how it started,” Berlet says. “A handful of 
fliers, people dismissed as just jerks. 

“If someone drops a cigarette on the 
couch,” he adds, “you do not wait to see if 
the couch catches fire.” ®

Disorderly conduct

ORA CITY that once gave rise to a 

revolution, Boston has become a rather 

tepid place for political agitation. Radi- 
calism, for the most part, is dead. A typical 
political protest these days rarely involves 
more than a frizzly bullhorn and a few 
hundred picket signs. If the rally makes 
the 11 o’clock news, it’s considered a 
rousing success. 

So if you were in the vicinity of Copley 
Square last Saturday afternoon, you might 
have done a double-take and dropped 
your double Frappuccino if you’d noticed 
the sandwich board outside the Commun:- 
ty Church of Boston, on Boylston Street, 
advertising the first-ever New England 
Anarchist Book Fair. Anarchists congre- 
gating in Boston? It sounded too radical 
to be true. 


UT IT was true. For eight-plus hours, 

several hundred real-live anarchists, 
near-anarchists, and anarchist wanna-bes 
gathered inside the church’s cramped sec- 
ond-floor space, where they bought and sold 
radical manifestos ranging from the collect- 
ed works of Emma Goldman and Howard 
Zinn to lesser-known trea- 
tises such as Alfred Bonan- 
no’s trenchant Critique of 
Syndicalist Methods. Here, 
one could drop the state’s 
coin on anything from a 
“McMurder” bumper stick- 
er to tape recordings of 
Noam Chomsky’s latest 
homilies to a T-shirt reading 
FIRE YOUR BOSS. 

Between sips of free cof- 
fee (no cream; soy), it was 
possible to listen to a hand- 
ful of speakers, including 
Montreal-based anarchist 
Patrick Borden, who deliv- 
ered a lecture titled (no joke 
intended) “Anarchist Orga- 
nizing.” You could have 
signed your Peter Kropotkin 
to any number of petitions 
condemning the likes of 
NATO, Home Depot, and 
FleetBoston (rechristened 
“FleeceBoston”); you could 
have made donations to 
anarchy-friendly groups 
such as Food Not Bombs, 
which distributes food to the 
homeless; you could have 
registered for the mailing 
lists of radical organs such 
as the Anarcho-Punk Federation, Queer Re- 
volt, and the Long Island—based Atlantic An- 
archist Circle. 

If the most radical thing you’d done re- 
cently was to order curly fries with a caesar 
salad, this was an opportunity to take a bold 
step. 

“This is a place for people to network, to 
come together face-to-face and find out 
what’s going on,” said Frank Richards, a 
cabinet-maker from Long Island who serves 
as an editor of the Atlantic Anarchist Circle’s 
newsletter. “It’s a way to take the tempera- 
ture of the anarchist movement.” 

After lingering for more than a century on 
America’s political fringe, anarchy is appar- 
ently enjoying a bit of a youth movement. 
Richards, who is 44, said he and his graying 
anarchist colleagues on Long Island now 
find themselves outflanked by young punk 
rockers and various alterna-hipsters, and 
this development was very much in evidence 





at the book fair. Most of the people in atten- 
dance were in their teens and 20s; many of 
them were decked in de rigueur punkish 
outfits of black boots, patched jeans, and 
hooded sweatshirts. Tattoos and piercings 
abounded, as did Converse high-tops, bike- 
messenger bags, and buttons touting local 
and regional hardcore bands. 

“Anarchy is pretty much the only revolu- 
tionary movement left,” said Angel, a nose- 
ringed anarchist from Baltimore who heads 
the East Coast group the Anarcho-Punk 
Federation, which places information tables 
at various punk shows. “All of the other so- 
cialism movements have pretty much been 
failures.” 

It would be easy to dismiss youthful anar- 
chism as fashion, a kind of shock-value po- 
litical philosophy good for putting a scare 
into your peers and parents. But there’s 
bona fide passion here, not to mention a 
genuine, budding mistrust of the establish-

ment. Consider the cases of Ethan Wolf and 
Heather LaCapria. Both 20 years old, they 
were on hand at the book fair representing a 
group called Coalition to Abolish the Fur 
Trade, or CAFT. Even by animal-rights-ac- 
tivism standards, CAFT is so bold that it 
makes organizations such as People for the 
Ethical Treatment of Animals (PETA), 
which is routinely blasted for being too ag- 
gressive, look like the United Way. 

Three weeks ago, Wolf and LaCapria 
spent part of their Sunday afternoon being 
buzz-sawed out of the entrance to Macy’s in 
Downtown Crossing, where they had used 
metal rods to lash themselves to the doors in 
order to protest fur sales. It took police sev- 
eral minutes to cut through the rods, where- 
upon Wolf and LaCapria were arrested and 
charged with disorderly conduct. Both were 
sentenced to five hours of community ser- 
vice, and were forced to sweep floors at a 
city courthouse. 

It’s hardly what you’d call faddish behav- 
ior. “We tried to get them to make us clean 
up the MSPCA, or Food Not Bombs,” La- 
Capria said. “But they said it would be a 
conflict of interest.” 


O THOSE whose idea of questioning 

authority is wearing sneakers to work 
on Thursdays, anarchy can sound pretty 
menacing. But the anarchists at Satur- 
day’s book fair were more of the smar- 
tass, merry-prankster kind than the let’s- 
lob-a-homemade-bomb-into-the-state- 
capitol type. That’s not to say that, if 
pressed, you couldn’t have found some- 
one to show you how to mix a rather ef- 
fective Molotov cocktail. But the general 
attitude seemed to be: smash the state, or 
at least have fun trying. 

To some, in fact, the lure of anarchism is 
as much social as it is political. Blaine 
Atkins, a 45-year-old software engineer 
from Lynn, recalled his days in the Boston 
Anarchist Drinking Brigade, a now-defunct 
group known for its sudsy sessions at local 
watering holes like the Green Street Grill in 
Cambridge. Atlins once attended an anar- 


chist clambake. “Probably between 50 and 
60 people showed up,” he said. “It was a 
good time.” 

Of course, among its partisans, there is no 
absolute agreement on what anarchism is. 
Atkins loosely defined it as a “lack of a state, 
and the lack of a hierarchical structure.” Au- 
thor Lorenzo Komboa Ervin, in his book 
Anarchism and the Black Revolution, defines 
anarchists as “social revolutionaries who 
seek a stateless, classless, voluntary, cooper- 
ative federation of decentralized communi- 
ties based upon social ownership, individual 
liberty and autonomous self-management of 
social and economic life.” 

Unattainable utopia? Perhaps. Whatever 
the case, it’s fair to say that many anarchists 
feel dicked around by the establishment, be 
it cops, corporations, or bureaucrats. Some 
are square pegs who've never felt comfort- 
able in any mainstream po- 
litical persuasion. Some 
devotees start out as your 
basic left-leaning progres- 
sives, but turn to anar- 
chism after growing frus- 
trated with the pecking or- 
ders and power grabs 
found in mainstream politi- 
cal movements. “They get 
turned off,” Atkins said. 

If there’s one thing that 
many of today’s anarchists

can agree on, however, it’s 
the inability of other politi- 
cal reformers to seize the 
day. In their minds, today’s 
crusaders don’t know the 
first thing about shocking 
the system. One of the 
book fair’s main organiz- 
ers, Mark Laskey, said he 
was disillusioned by the 
scene he encountered at a 
recent rally in Philadelphia 
for death-row convict Mu- 
mia Abu-Jamal, where the 
fare was straight out of the 
antiwar-era playbook of 
speeches, songs, and marches. 

“People need to get more creative,” 
said Laskey, who edits We Dare Be Free, a 
local anarchist newspaper, and volunteers 
at the Lucy Parsons Center, the radical 
bookstore that recently resettled from 
Cambridge to the South End. “People 
don’t care about numbers [of protesters] 
anymore.” 

On this very day, in fact, some of the 
book-fair attendees stood outside the com- 
munity church’s front door and watched an 
anti- NATO protest unwinding on Copley 
Square. The cause (stopping the war in 
Kosovo) was something that the anarchists 
could endorse; the methods, not so much. 
The event was fairly formulaic: lots of picket 
signs (IF YOU CAN’T SPELL IT, DON’T BOMB 
IT), a bullhorn or two, and a few tired, albeit 
impassioned, chants. 

“See that boring demonstration out 
there? We don’t want that kind of demon- 
stration, ever,” Patrick Borden, the Mon- 
treal anarchist, told the crowd sitting 
down to hear his “Anarchist Organizing” 
lecture. 

“It’s boring for the people who partici- 
pate, as anyone who’s ever held a sign on 
a cold day can attest,” said Borden, a thin 
raconteur with long brown hair who has 
been thrown in the clink on more than one 
occasion. Rather, he focuses on finding 
original approaches; he often tries to con- 
vert typical rallies into Brazilian-style car- 
nivales, telling marchers to spend a few 
bucks on party favors before arriving. 

Recently, Borden and his colleagues in 
Montreal made waves when they interrupted 
a hotel buffet luncheon for city leaders by 
removing the buffet table and taking it out- 
side to feed local homeless people. The 
move showed some panache, he said, and 
local anarchists received some unexpectedly 
positive media coverage. 

Call it anarchism’s warm, fuzzy side. The 
youthful anarchists seated around Borden 
nodded their pierced heads in approval. 

“Today, when the [Montreal] media use 
the word anarchist, they use it the way we 
mean it,” Borden said. “It’s because we have 
created a beautiful thing.” &

The untold story behind February’s Yucatan summit 
redefines the enemy in the war on drugs

F THE FACTS of the story were made 
of cocaine powder, the entire White 
House press corps would have sneezed; 
the news was right under their noses. 
Any one of them could have written: 


MERIDA, MEXICO, FEBRUARY 15, 
1999: US president William Clinton met 
today with Mexican president Ernesto 
Zedillo to negotiate better cooperation 
between their nations in the fight against 
drugs. Incredibly, the anti-narcotics 
summit was hosted by powerful Mexican 
banker Roberto Hernandez Ramirez, 

a man publicly accused of trafficking 
cocaine and laundering illicit drug 


money 


But that story wasn’t reported in the 
States, despite a controversy over Hernan- 
dez’s alleged involvement in the drug trade 
that’s raged on the Yucatan peninsula for 
two years. 


HE HEART-SHAPED box appeared on 

Air Force One. It was Valentine’s Day 
1999, and the Comeback Kid was getting out 
of Dodge. Bill Clinton had, just two days pri- 
or, escaped vanquishment by the US Senate 
in Washington, DC. The presidential jet 
roared out of the February chill toward the 
tropical city of Mérida. 

Clinton, in a video image broadcast across 
the globe that evening, stepped into the press 
cabin of the plane wielding a big pink heart- 
shaped box and doled out valentine choco- 
lates to the reporters and photographers cov- 
ering this trip. And to underscore with levity 
that the subject would now be changed — 
from impeachment and Monica to “drugs” 
— the White House press handlers regaled 
the journalists with bottles of hemp beer. The 
marijuana in the brew’s recipe was reportedly 
non-intoxicating. Still, they were high, on 
laughter if not impunity, on Air Force One. 

Awaiting the presidential entourage in 
Mérida was the US ambassador to Mexico, 
Jeffrey Davidow. In the weeks before, while 
most of the White House staff was busy 
steering the president through domestic po- 
litical crisis, Davidow had been in Mexico, 
laying the groundwork for the presidential 
visit. Davidow is no novice. He cut his diplo- 
matic teeth at the US embassy in Santiago, 
Chile, from 1971 to’’73, the period when the 
US and General Augusto Pinochet were 
plotting to destabilize the elected government 
of president Salvador Allende. By the time 
Air Force One landed in Mérida, everything 
on the ground was under control. 

The city’s central streets were deserted. 
Nine square blocks had been sealed by Mexi- 
can state and federal police. Hundreds of US 
Secret Service agents had blanketed the re- 
gion days in advance. They peered through 
their sunglasses from rooftops. Their net- 
work of cell phones fell like a web over the 
ancient Mayan capital. The city’s annual 
Carnaval — with its wild nightly parades, 
when seemingly every one of Mérida’s 
750,000 residents emerges onto the streets 
and dances in plumed costumes to 
Caribbean rhythms — had been disappeared 
for the evening. The Dry Law was imposed. 

Mérida on a normal day or night is an un- 
usually tranquil city. Not even the police are 
armed. The response of the citizenry to the 
evening’s invasion;of-state was to ignore, the

presidential summit almost completely. In 
the previous night’s parades, throughout the 
city not a single banner was hung; nothing to 
welcome or to protest the arrival of Clinton 
and Zedillo. About 300 people did show up 
in City Square to cheer the gringos’ arrival. 
They were supporters of Mexico’s ruling po- 
litical party who had received tickets to pass 
through the police lines, or they were folk 
dancers hired to provide a festive view from 
the second-floor dining hall where the digni- 
taries would nosh. 

Davidow was in the first mini-bus to arrive 
at Mérida’s City Square from the airport. Be- 
hind him came the presidents and their 
wives, cabinet members, congressional sup- 
porters, and the international working press. 
A few pool photographers and reporters

would be escorted inside a historic building 
to snap some photos of the dignitaries and 
scribble reports over dinner. The rest of the 
journalists were herded by bus to five-star 
hotels to enjoy an early exemption from the 
Dry Law. The luxury-hotel district, too, was 
sealed off by police and the; Secret Service. 


Upstairs in the Hotel Fiesta Americana, 
the suites were equipped with phone and 
computer jacks for the visiting press. Pool re- 
ports of the diplomatic dinner and schedules 
of tomorrow’s itinerary were ready and wait- 
ing. The two presidents would be flown by 
helicopter the next morning, February 15, a 
short distance to the Temozon Sur planta- 
tion — the luxurious refurbished ranch 
owned by Roberto Hernandez Ramirez, 
president-owner of BANAMEX (the National 
Bank of Mexico before Hernandez bought it 
from the government a decade ago). Forbes 
magazine lists Hernandez as number 289 
among the wealthiest men on earth. 

President Zedillo had been staying at the 
Hernandez estate since February 12, though 
Hernandez himself was not present at the 

summit meeting. That two presi- 
dents would enjoy the hospitality of 
a powerful businessman would not, 
by itself, raise many eyebrows. 
But had just one of the White 
House correspondents holed up in 
the Fiesta Americana, the Hyatt, or 
the Holiday Inn wandered down- 
town or even downstairs to a 
newsstand, the official history of 
the summit might have been very 
different. Even a reporter who did 
not read Spanish might have com- 
prehended the banner headline in 
the Mérida daily Por Esto!: 
ROBERTO HERNANDEZ RAMIREZ: 
NARCOTRAFICANTE. 
That same Valentine’s Day, Por 
Esto! published the first installment 
of a three-part series about the 
banker, his rise to wealth and pow- 
er, his political clout, and his alleged involve- 
ment with drugs and drug money. The series 
— including 350 column-inches of text doc- 
umented by 45. photographs (31 in color), 
plus three maps tracing the route of Colom- 
bian cocaine through the banker’s properties 
— ran over three consecutive days. 

According to the newspaper and its 
sources, coastal marshlands purchased by 
Hernandez in the late 80s and early 90s 
were the port of entry for massive volumes of 
cocaine delivered in small Colombian. speed-.- 


boats. From there, tons of the drug were 
loaded onto small planes and flown north 
from Herndndez’s private airfield. Hernan- 
dez, the newspaper charged, was hiding be- 
hind empty “eco-tourism” resorts to wash 
drug profits. 

The series was a journalistic tour de force, 
the culmination of a 26-month investigation 
into the 43 kilometers of beachfront property 
owned by. Hernandez — a region known by 
the locals as the “Coca Triangle.” 

The newspaper went even further: it filed 
federal criminal complaints against Hernan- 
dez for drug trafficking, for the robbery of 
national archeological treasures (his proper- 
ties include the ancient Mayan ruins of Chac 
Mool and others), and for the environmental 
destruction caused by the cocaine-trafficking 
operations to the Sian Ka’an nature preserve. 

Not a word about this controversy would 
appear in the US news media before or after 
the Clinton-Zedillo summit. One could 
search the Internet, Lexis-Nexis, the major 
dailies, the wire services, the entire English- 
speaking world; the story was neither pub- 
lished, promoted, criticized, nor rebutted. 

And yet the story has raged in Yucatan and 
the eastern Yucatan coastal state of Quintana 
Roo, where the property in question is 
located, since December 16, 1996, when a 
fishermen’s cooperative blew the whistle on 
Hernandez’s cocaine port and airfield to Por 
Esto! and pointed the newspaper to the evi- 
dence. Por Esto! published the fishermen’s 
accounts of threats and harassment by 
Hernandez, who, they said, wanted to drive 
them off their lands to eliminate witnesses to 
his drug-smuggling operation. Hernandez 
returned fire in 1997, filing charges of tres- 
passing and defamation against reporter 
Renan Castro Madera, regional editor San- 
tos Gabriel Us Aké, and editor and publisher 
Mario Menéndez Rodriguez. Public opinion 
has not favored Hernandez’s complaints. 
Since 1996, more than 100 town councils, 
unions, and civic organizations throughout 
the Yucatan Peninsula have passed resolu- 
tions supporting the newspaper in its fight to 
expose the man they call a narco-banker. 

The story got new legs on March 28, when 
the powerful governor of Quintana Roo, 
Mario Villanueva Madrid, disappeared dur- 
ing his last week of office, fleeing from drug- 
trafficking charges. An often crude but al- 
ways media-savvy politician, Villanueva has 
issued videotaped communiqués and even 
bought newspaper ads from his hidden loca- 
tions claiming that the prosecution against 
him is an act of political vengeance. The now 
ex-governor of the Caribbean state that’s 
home to the world-class Canciin tourist re- 
sorts is not going down quietly. He may drag 
others down with him, including Clinton’s 
pal Roberto Hernandez Ramirez. 

“I have a lot of information,” Villanueva 
told the Mexican national daily Reforma on 
March 23, a few days before his disappear- 
ance. “A lot. It can involve more people. In 
the event that this is not resolved I will make 
it known.” 

The story is migrating north, and there’s 
not a border patrol that can stop it. 

Until now, international media accounts 
of rampant drug-war corruption on Mexi- 
co’s Yucatan Peninsula have for the most 
part been managed and controlled by offi- 
cial US and Mexican sources. The investi- 
gation and prosecution of Villanueva — a 
joint venture of the US and Mexican gov- 
ernments and, now, the 176 nations of the 
international police agency Interpol that 
have joined the manhunt — was supposed 
to reinforce the party line that narco-cor- 
ruption at the highest levels will no longer 
be tolerated. 

But the takedown of Villanueva — surely 
a crook, deeply involved in protecting the 
illicit drug trade and in other criminal and 
anti-democratic ventures — merely diverts 
attention from the wheel of institutionalized 
corruption in which he was a cog. By prof- 
iting from drug traffic, Villanueva was sim- 
ply enjoying the fruits that all governors of 
the ruling party have been granted for 
decades. The same institutions that chase 
him today protected him for almost six 
years in office. Villanueva’s mysterious es- 
cape, and his promise to spill the secrets of 
the Mexican narco-state, have already be- 
gun to shake the comfy worlds of powerful 
people — among them BANAMEX owner 
Hernandez and his presidential house- 
guests. | eee 
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ERNANDEZ BLAMED Villanueva, at 

the time Quintana Roo’s governor, for 
Por Esto!’s 1996 reports about his alleged 
drug crimes. The banker addressed the prob- 
lem the way most public-relations disasters 
are managed in Mexico. “Hernandez com- 
plained to President Zedillo,” reported the 

Mexico City daily El Universal on April 5, 

“who at his turn had spoken with Villanueva, 
but the attacks did not cease.” 

This was the first time E/ Universal or any 
national newspaper had mentioned Hernan- 
dez in connection with narco-news. And 
even then, it was included almost as an aside 
in a colorful profile, by writer Mario Lara 
Klahr, on governor-turned-fugitive Villanue- 
va. The spin of the profile was that the gover- 
nor and Hernandez were at war because Vil- 
lanueva was “interested” in the bank owner’s 
coastal properties. 

That same day, El Universal, one of Mexi- 
co’s two major establishment broadsheets, 
published an almost full-page interview with 
Hernandez about the banking industry — a 
puff piece complete with flattering photo 
portraits. The daily did not ask Hernandez 
about the drug charges or, even generically, 
about the Mexican banking industry’s cur- 
rent drug-money-laundering crisis — even 
though, just five days before, three major 
Mexican banks (including BANAMEX’s top 

competitor, Bancomer) had pled guilty in US 
federal court to hiding hundreds of millions 
of dollars for the giant cocaine cartels. 

Lara’s piece, meanwhile, also included the 
unsubstantiated supposition that Villanueva 
was an owner of Por Esto! In fact, Villanue- 
va’s government had harassed and threat- 
ened Por Esto! repeatedly — withholding 
payment for government advertising, failing 
to provide police response to a payroll rob- 
bery at the newspaper’s Cancun offices, and 
excluding the paper’s reporters and photog- 
raphers from official functions. 

Por Esto! is published by Mario Menéndez 
Rodriguez, a well-known and combative vet- 
eran journalist whose political activism dates 
back to Mexico City’s 1968 student move- 
ment. Menéndez publishes dailies in both 
Mérida and Canctin and has been impris- 
oned several times for his anti-government 
reports. 

“The governor of Quintana Roo is not an 
owner of Por Esto! That’s ridiculous,” says 
Menéndez. “Look at the printing machinery 
we use. It’s always breaking. The people of 
this region know how I live and how this 
newspaper works. If El Universal has some 
documentation or proof that he has anything . 








to do with this newspaper, I challenge them 
to show it. Of course, I am preparing a re- 
sponse.” 

(A week after the El Universal story, the 
national magazine Proceso reported that 
Hernandez himself had orchestrated the leak 
of documents upon which Mexico’s national 
press had based the report.) 

On April 12, Por Esto! resumed publishing 
the results of its investigations into Hernan- 
dez’s affairs, vowing: “Loyal to the truth, Por 
Esto! will not fold in the fight. . . . The feder- 
al executive branch is the major accomplice 
of the drug barons in Mexico.” 

The accompanying story linked a 
BANAMEX legal-department director — 
the Republic’s former first assistant attorney 
general, who was fired, according to Por 
Esto!, for his illegal activities related to drug 
trafficking — to three known drug traffick- 
ers, One a witness under the protection of US 
anti-drug prosecutors, and charged that the 
US government has “wide and deep knowI- 
edge” of Hernandez’s drug-trafficking activi- 

ties. The newspaper also identified the state 
delegate of the Mexican federal prosecutor's 
office as a former BANAMEX employee and 
reported that the Mexican armed forces re- 
sponsible for drug enforcement on the penin- 
sula have received orders not to enter 
Hernandez’s coastal properties, which, ac- 
cording to Por Esto!, are still being used as a 
major cocaine-trafficking port. 

That Menéndez continues with the investi- 
gation is no surprise. What is new is that, for 
the first time, other journalists are taking on 
the story. 


ARLOS RAMIREZ, editor of the feisty 
national political magazine La Crisis, 
publishes a daily column in both El Universal 
and Por Esto! In an April 6 column analyz- 

ing the Villanueva case, he blamed the ex- 
governor’s fall from grace on his antagonism 
with Hernandez, “the all-powerful owner of 
BANAMEX,” over tourist-development sites 
in and around Cancun. 

“Villanueva lost due to the weight of the 
power relations of BANAMEX,” Ramirez 
wrote, going on to describe a strong personal 
and social relationship between BANAMEX’s 
Hernandez and Mexican president Ernesto 
Zedillo, who, Ramirez reported, has vaca- 
tioned at the banker’s Canctin haciendas and 
at a Hernandez-owned Caribbean island 
that’s been linked to the late Colombian 
narco-trafficker Pablo Escobar Gaviria. 

The April 11 edition of Proceso, the most 
respected newsweekly in- Mexico, ended the. 
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Mexican national media’s long reluctance to 
repeat Por Esto!’s drug-trafficking charges 
against Hernandez. Under the headline 
WITH THE FLIGHT OF VILLANUEVA, ROBERTO 
HERNANDEZ ESCAPES AN ENEMY, Proceso re- 
counted a private September 1998 meeting 
between then-governor Villanueva and jour- 
nalists during which Villanueva confided, 
“Behind this smear campaign that has been 
unleashed against me I see the hand of 
Roberto Hernandez.” The piece went on to 
describe Por Esto!’s campaign to portray 
Hernandez as a drug trafficker, relaying the 
paper’s reports that almost 30 percent of 
the nearly 30 tons of cocaine intercepted by 
the Mexican prosecutor general’s agents 
had been seized on property owned by the 
BANAMEX chief. It noted Hernandez’s 
1997 suits against the paper and reported

that, the previous week, Quintana Roo 
judge Marco Antonio Traconis Varguez had 
issued arrest warrants against three of the 
paper’s journalists. 

The gamble taken by the White House and 
the US Embassy in Mexico — that the drug 
story on Clinton’s host would never get out 
— has already been lost. 


ORGE MADRAZO Cuéllar, Prosecutor 
General of the Republic — Mexico’s 
equivalent of the attorney general — is un- 
derstandably nervous about Villanueva’s es- 
cape and its mounting consequences for his 

own job. Opposition leaders have already 
called Madrazo before the federal House of 
Deputies to answer charges that he inten- 
tionally let Villanueva slip away. (At that 
meeting, Madrazo divulged that many of his 
former prosecutors and officers have gone-to 
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work as cocaine traffickers — an admission 
by the chief federal prosecutor that his office 
has functioned as a narco-school.) 

The defendant ex-governor remains at 


large — and looms large — buying full-page 
ads in national dailies and issuing video com- 
muniqués that may soon begin to implicate 
his nemesis Hernandez directly in the narco- 
trade. 

And so in a bizarre act of prosecution-by- 
publicity, the prosecutor general is defending 
his behavior by taking out ads of his own. 

The opening advertisement for the prose- 
cution, published on April 9 in all of Mexi- 
co’s major national newspapers, enumerated 
five major denials that were surreal in their 
capacity to suggest the opposite of their in- 
tent. The ad stated: 

e that the drug charges against Villanueva 
were not politically motivated; 

@ that no United States agency had pres- 
sured Mexican prosecutors to jail Villanueva; 

@ that the Villanueva prosecution was un- 
related to the fifth anniversary of the homi- 
cide of 1994 presidential candidate Luis 
Donaldo Colosio and was not an attempt to 
divert public attention from that case; 

e that the Villanueva prosecution was not 
motivated by “personal obsession by the 
Prosecutor General of the Republic”; 

e that the Villanueva investigation had 
nothing to do with Roberto Hernandez 
Ramirez’s legal action against Por Esto! 

All of the above are plausible in their in- 
verse; the case could be motivated by a con- 
fluence of political factors. If we heed the 
journalistic principle “follow the money,” the 
weightiest of them — reaching to the White 
House in Washington — involves presiden- 
tial pal Hernandez and his vast power as the 
BANAMEX owner. 

Por Esto! reported the story, and the re- 
sult was that three of its journalists are today 
being persecuted with live arrest warrants. 
But the escape of Governor Villanueva has 
forced Mexico’s national press to accept that 
there is indeed a story here. Whether US 
media organizations that cover Mexico will 
do their job remains to be seen. But when 
Bill Clinton agreed to hold his anti-drug 
summit with the Mexican president on 
Hernandez’s plantation, he inadvertently in- 
vited their scrutiny.

Berlin will remain Berlin by Jeffrey Gantz Gothic/Romanesque behemoth whose spire rose nearly 


400 feet. Allied bombers destroyed most of the church in 
November 1943, leaving just 225 feet of the main tower, a 
broken tooth that jabbed at the sky. Yet when in the ‘50s 
the West Berlin government proposed tearing down that 
tower, the people rose in protest. 

Today the truncated spire is flanked by a new fluores- 
cent-blue chapel and bell tower, and it’s hard to imagine 
either without the other. One part is old, the other is new. 
One part is stone, the other is concrete and glass. One part 
is all curves, the other is all straight lines. One part is all 
detail, the other has no detail. Between them they write the 
history of architecture. And between them they offer a key 
to the identity of Berlin. 

These days, the identity of Germany’s once-and-future 
capital is no small matter. On the 23rd of this month, the 
country’s governing bodies will move from Bonn to Berlin. 
With money pouring in from everywhere, and still with plenty 
of room to rebuild, Berlin is poised to become not just the de 
facto capital of Europe, but the City of the New Millennium. 
The linden trees will be blooming along Unter den Linden, 
the thoroughfare that Frederick the Great laid out in the 18th

century — and, as the beloved old song has it, so long as 
Berlin has its linden trees, it will still be Berlin. At this moment 
in history, for the first time in its existence, Berlin can be 
whatever it wants. But what does it want to be? That's the 
question on everybody's mind as May 23 approaches. 

In this century, Berlin has been just about everything. 
Boom Town at the turn of the century, the new kid on the 
block, muscling its way up alongside Paris and Vienna. 
Kaiser City, with rulers who styled themselves the heirs of 
Julius Caesar. Bust City after World War |, with warp-speed 
inflation; then Sin City (and the world’s cocaine capital) in 
the Devil’s Playground of the Weimar Republic that pro- 
duced the Devil’s Spawn: Hitler and National 
Socialism. Rubble and Rape City after World 
War Il, Near-Starvation City during the airlift of 
1948-’49, Divided City in the ’50s, and then 
City on the Edge of Nowhere after the Wall 
went up in 1961. And, eternally, Berlin has 
been the City on the Edge of Tomorrow, 
attracting the brightest scientists (Max Planck 
and Albert Einstein), the most outrageous 
entertainers (Josephine Baker and Marlene 
Dietrich), the most avant-garde directors (Fritz 
Lang and Bertolt Brecht), the most radical 
architects (Walter Gropius and Ludwig Mies 
van der Rohe), the most intransigent presi- 
dents (John Kennedy and Ronald Reagan), 
the hippest musicians (David- Bowie and U2). 

They all wanted to be where it was at, and in 
this century, that’s been Berlin. 

Now, almost 10 years after the sudden col- 
lapse of the Wall, Berlin is Millennium City. 
Some Germans fear that it will once more be a 
Nazi city, or at least a Prussian military city. 
Others wonder whether this spontaneous, 
charismatic, least German of German cities 
will rub off on the rest of the country. 

Berlin has always had an inferiority complex, 
which it’s hidden by swaggering, throwing its 
weight around, trying to hide its dodgy pedigree. 

Despite having just celebrated its 750th birthday, 
the city is painfully aware that next to London, 
Rome, Paris, Vienna, and even medieval 
German towns like Cologne and Nurnberg, it’s a 
parvenu with almost nothing to show for its first 
500 years. Pushy Imperial Berlin is summed up 
by the photo of Kaiser Wilhelm II wearing a hel- 
met topped not with the usual spike but with a 
garishly oversized Prussian eagle. From the 
beginning, Berlin has been Rapacious Eagle 
City. Yet from the beginning it’s also been Teddy 
Bear City. Which means that, even before the 
Wall, Berlin was a Divided City whose yin-yang 
oppositions sparked its creative tension and its 
extraordinary energy, a city whose double view 
of the world was the source of its unique per- 
sonality. To understand why, we have to go back 
to that beginning. 


Berlin/Berlin 

Like many cities, Berlin grew up on both 
sides of a river. In the first centuries of this 
millennium, the not particularly inviting sand, 
swamp, and pine scrub of the Mark 
Brandenburg was occupied, and fought over, 
by Slavic and Germanic tribes. Albrecht the 
Bear (also called Albert — yes, two names) 
had two strongholds: Spandau in the west and Képenick 
in the east. In between there emerged a settlement on 
either side of the river Spree: Cdlin on the south bank, 
Berlin on the north. It appears that Céiln took its name 
from a German word (“hill”) and Berlin its name from a 
Slavic one (“marsh”) — from the start it was not Teutonic 
City but Ethnically Diverse City. Berlin had the 
Nikolaikirche, Cdlln the Petrikirche; Berlin got the 
Franciscans, Célln the Dominicans. Each settlement had 
its own rathaus, or town hall; when in 1307 they officially 
merged, as Berlin, they built a new rathaus on the bridge 
that connected the two settlements. 

Of course, popular (i.e., don’t try to tell your Berliner friends 
otherwise) etymology holds that “Berlin” derives from “bar” 
(yes, “bear’). Certainly no city is more identified with its wap- 
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pentier, or coat-of-arms animal, than Berlin is — bears are 
everywhere. Yet the earliest coat-of-arms, from 1253, shows 
an eagle, the symbol of the margraves of Brandenburg (the 
rulers appointed by the Holy Roman Emperor) and later of the 
Hohenzollerns from Nurmberg, who ruled Berlin from 1411 to 
1918. For centuries the two creatures, one aggressive, one 
cuddly, have fought it out on the coat-of-arms. Berlin will 
always be Bear City, but as the capital of the German Republic 
it's obliged to be Eagle City as well. Two symbols, two natures. 

Berliners live on ambivalence. Any great city can have its 
succession of Friedrich and Friedrich Wilhelm rulers — but 
only in Berlin would you have two Friedrich I's, or a

Friedrich Wilhelm and a Friedrich Wilhelm |. The city’s mod- 
ern history begins with the “Great Elector,” Friedrich 
Wilhelm, who ruled from 1640 to 1688. His successor, 
Friedrich Ill, maneuvered to have himself crowned “king in 
Prussia” (he couldn't be “king of Prussia” since he didn't 
reign over all of Prussia) and thereafter styled himself 
Friedrich |, even though Berlin had already had a Friedrich | 
(1415-1440). The second Friedrich I's son became Friedrich 
Wilhelm | (1713-1740), since the first Friedrich Wilhelm was 
only a Great Elector and not a king. 

When the Hohenzollerns extended their rule east, Berlin 
became the capital of Prussia — and a major European city 
— even though it wasn’t actually in Prussia. (Quickie course 
on the difference between Prussians and Berliners: 
Prussians parade; Berliners bummel — a kind of pleasant 
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saunter about town punctuated by frequent liquid-refresh- 
ment stops.) Since Friedrich Wilhelm’s reign, Berlin has been 
Garrison City; Friedrich II (Frederick the Great), who ruled 
from 1741 to 1786, kept a standing army of 150,000 and 
maintained a wall to deter his men from deserting (East 
Berlin was not the first Captive City). To the Hohenzollerns 
Berlin was always Irreverence City, home of the celebrated 
Berliner Unwille, or “resistance to authority” — yet though 
Berliners are the world’s champion grumblers, they have tol- 
erated much more (including Hitler) than they have resisted. 
The first mention of Jews in Berlin, way back in 1295 
(Tolerance City?), is also the first mention of discrimination 
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StadtschloB (left) be rebuilt as the Berliner Dom (right) 


against Jews in Berlin (Intolerance City). Berlin has always 
been Melting Pot City: Friedrich Wilhelm brought in hard- 
working Dutch settlers; he also welcomed 50 Jewish families 
after they had been expelled from Vienna in 1671 and 6000 
Huguenot refugees (into a city of 20,000) from France. In this 
century Berlin became Jewish City, not just in the size of its 
Jewish population but in its temperament; then it became 
Anti-Semitic City. Millennium Berlin maintains an uneasy rela- 
tionship with its swelling Turkish population; the city invites 
ethnic diversification and at the same time resists it. 

Nothing sums up Berlin’s brand of ambivalence like the 
myth about the Quadriga — the statue of the goddess 
Victory and her four-horse chariot that sits atop the 
Brandenburger Tor. The first Brandenburg Gate was erect-

ed in 1734; in 1791, it was rebuilt and the 
Quadriga was added, Victory driving back 
into the city after a successful campaign. 
Legend (supported by many guidebooks) 
has it that at one point the Quadriga was 
turned around so that Victory faced west 

— either after its return from Paris in 1814 
(Napoleon had carted it off to Paris, thus 
earning for himself the nickname “Horse 
Thief of Berlin”) or under Communist rule 
In fact, drawings and photographs prove 
that Victory has always faced east, as she 
does today; but the need for a Victory who 
looks outward as well as inward persists. 
(One popular guidebook refuses to give 
up, claiming that, as of 1995, the Quadriga 

10w looks westwards once again.” It's 
facing Poland; get out a map and draw 
your Own conciusions. ) 

That's why Divided Berlin was also 
Mirror Berlin. Before there was 
Communism, there were two Berlins, each 
centered on a large, ostentatious church 


and this in a city with little history of reli- 


gious controversy and no pronounced reli- 
gious sensibility. The older, eastern part of 
town had the neo-Baroque Berliner Dom 
(the Protestant cathedral that Kaiser 
Wilheim |I had built at the turn of the cen- 
tury); the newer, more suburban west had 
the Gedachtniskirche. The east had the 
Hohenzollern StadtschloB, the rulers’ city 
palace; the west had the Reichstag, where 
the German parliament met. The east had 
Unter den Linden; the west had 
Kurfurstendamm, Berlin’s combination of 
Broadway and Fifth Avenue. After World 
War II, East Berlin created a Tierpark to 
counter the zoo in West Berlin’s 
Tiergarten. West Berlin had the Funkturm 
(radio tower), East Berlin the Fernsehturm 
(TV tower). West Berlin had the Deutsche 
Oper as its answer to the East's old 
Linden Oper. Now that the city is unified, 
Berliners are reluctant to give up these 
defining oppositions. 


Wounded buildings, 
wounded hearts 

In Berlin, old buildings are old friends. 
After the war, West Berlin held an architec- 
tural competition to deal with the remaining 
fragment of the Gedachtniskirche. Egon 
Eiermann’s winning entry showed a new flu- 
orescent-biue chapel and bell tower replac- 
ing the old bombed-out church. When that 
front-page headline hit the newspapers 
(GEDACHTNISKIRCHE WIRD ABGERISSEN! — 
“Memorial Church To Be Torn Down!”), 
Berliners hit their typewriters: one newspa- 
per got 47,000 letters. Eiermann’s revised 
winning entry showed a new fluorescent- 
blue chapel and bell tower flanking the old 
bombed-out church. Over in East Berlin, 
meanwhile, the Communist regime decided, 
despite opposition, to detonate the shell of 
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the Hohenzollern StadtschloB and put up a 
modern “people’s palace,” the concrete-and- 
amber-glass Palast der Republik. Today the 
people’s palace sits in asbestos limbo while 
an elaborate 1:200 model of the rulers’ 
palace sits in state and fuels a campaign for 
rebuilding the StadtschloB from scratch. 
Like the Gedachtniskirche and the Berliner 
Dom, the Palast and the StadtschloB have 
been candidates for “Ugliest Building in 
Berlin” (Berliners love to kvetch); yet when 
the Gedachtniskirche and the Dom and the 
StadtschioB were wounded by Allied bombs, 
Berliners took them into their hearts. And 
when the Gedachtniskirche and the Palast 
were threatened with death by demolition 
squad, Berliners rose to their defense — 
perhaps realizing that you can’t kvetch 
about something if it's no longer there. 

That goes double for the Reichstags- 
gebaude (usually called just the Reichstag, 
after the German parliament that met 
there): an instant “UBB” contender on com- 
pletion in 1894, it became “dufte” (“swell” in 
“Balinisch,” the Berlin dialect) after myste- 
riously catching fire in 1933 (the Nazis 
blamed the Communists) and getting 
bombed during the war. When master 
wrapper Christo turned his attention to the 
Reichstag in 1971, a full-scale parliamen- 
tary debate ensued; only after 23 years did 
he get permission. The result, visible for 
two weeks in June and July of 1995, was a 
ghostly apparition in silver foil, all surface 
and no substance, that looked sublime and 
perhaps made a statement about parlia- 
mentary bodies. Aesthetically, it was a 
huge hit that galvanized and united the city. 

Now Officially called the Deutscher 
Bundestag-Plenarbereich Reichstags- 
gebaude (there are pedigreed dogs with 
shorter names), the building has a new 
crystal dome — perhaps in memory of the 
city’s infamous Kristallnacht. A nickname 
will doubtless follow. You don’t have to 
guess at Berliners’ favorite structures — 
they’re the ones with nicknames. This is, 
after all, the city that gave us the band 
Einstirzende Neubauten (“New Buildings 
That Fall Down’). And it’s no accident that 
the first volume of the French comic 
Astérix to be translated into Balinisch is 
the one about a dodgy housing develop- 
ment, the “Mansion of the Gods.” 

So the 450-foot-high Funkturm is popu- 
larly known as the Beanpole, or Langer 
Lulatsch (“Tall Paul from Hicktown”). Over 
in the east, the 1200-foot-high 
Fernsehturm has been dubbed both 
Telespargel (“tele-asparagus,” from the 
bulb toward the top) and the Pope’s 
Revenge (from the way the sun forms a 
cross on that bulb). The Palast der 
Republik soon became the Ballast der 
Republik. Alexanderplatz may have been 
named after Tsar Alexander |, who visited 
in 1805, but to its friends, it’s just plain 
Alex. The Gedachtniskirche was initially

tooth” next to Eiermann’s “compact and lipstick.” The neigh- 
boring Weltkugelbrunnen is the Wasserklops (“water 
dumpling”). The angel atop the Siegessaule, or Victory 
Column, familiar to devotees of the Wim Wenders film Der 
Himmel Uber Berlin (Wings of Desire), has been christened 
Gold Else. The nearby KongreBhalle, with its sweeping 
cantilevered roof, is the Pregnant Oyster; Hans Scharoun’s 
novel concept for the Berlin Philharmonic, with a 360- 
degree audience, became the Circus Karajani (after the 
orchestra's dictatorial music director, Herbert von Karajan). 
Christo’s wrapped Reichstag got not only its own nickname 
— “Die Reichs-Kohlroulade” — but its own postcard show- 
ing the venerable edifice as one big cabbage roll while slyly 
alluding to then-chancellor Helmut Kohli, whose surname 
means “cabbage.” 

There’s a lesson here: it's easier for Berliners to acknowl- 
edge feelings for their buildings, their trees, even their zoo 
animals, than for one another. It’s no accident that in the 
song “Berlin bleibt doch Berlin,” the key to the city’s survival 
is not its persevering citizens but its persevering lindens. If 
a referendum were held to determine this century's “Most 
Popular Berliner’ (“Least Popular Berliner’ would deluge the 
ballot), | suspect Knautschke, the zoo’s beloved hippo, who 
survived the Battle of Berlin by going underwater and get- 
ting fed by his many fans and admirers, would win in a 
walk. Berliners may talk tough (see “Berliner Luft,” facing 
page), but it’s all bark. 


Big mouths, big hearts 
The ultimate Berlin dichotomy is “Herz und Schnauze” 
— “big mouth, big heart.” Berliners like everything big, 
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which is why the overgrown triumphal arch (two and a half 
times as high as the Arc de Triomphe) and domed meeting 
hail (with a volume 16 times that of St. Peter's) envisioned 
by Hitler and Albert Speer were in the right spirit (their 
taste is another matter). The outrageous has never been 
out of bounds here. Berlin’s architectural set pieces are 
gauche, brash beasties whose motto is that there are no 
bad buildings, only boring ones; they may be short on style 
and class, but they have personality. And Berliners secretly 
cherish them, because, like the people themselves, these 
buildings yearn to be big-time. Jean Nouvel’s Galeries 
Lafayette shopping mail in FriedrichstraBe, with its 


immense curving glass fagade; the Hackesche Héfe artists’ 


complex in Prenzlauer Berg; Georg Bumiller’s snakelike 
federal-employee apartment complex in Moabit along the 
Spree; the cylindrical blue towers of the Ministry of the 
Interior nearby; the new glass Lehrter rail station; the new 
headquarters of the Christian Democrats (looks like a ship 
in a bottle) and that of the Social Democrats (a modest 
slice of sachertorte); Daniel Libeskind’s serpentine Jewish 
Museum, with its zigzag zinc panels and slashes of win- 
dow — these are buildings that call attention to them- 
selves. They give Berlin the identity, the importance, it’s so 
desperate for. 

And when it comes to architecture, as with everything 
else, Berliners like to see double — they know that good 
things come in pairs. The KongreBhalle (American-built, in 
1957) and the Reichstag, at opposite ends of the Platz der 
Republik, eye each other sympathetically, one all oyster 
curves, the other all Prussian straight lines; together they 
form an architectural concept that’s echt (“genuine”) Berlin. 
The Berliner Dom can see its ornate detail reflected in the 
spartan glass of the Palast der Republik. Hans Scharoun’s 
existentialist Philharmonie and Kammermusiksaal (cham- — 
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ber-music hall) are complemented by Ludwig Mies van der 
Rohe’s Thomistic Nationalgalerie, which in turn reflects the 
Italian Romanesque-style Matthauskirche. These pairings 
are a reminder that harmony can (and in Berlin most typi- 
cally does) arise from the juxtaposition of opposites. 

The new Potsdamer Platz complex (see “Please Pass 
the Potsdamer,” above) is inbred and sterile by comparison. 
If you could put the long, tall Debis Haus, with its bright 
green cube on top, next to the 14th-century Marienkirche, 
or the new Sony Forum circus tent next to Karl Friedrich 
Schinkel’s neo-medieval Friedrichswerdersche Kirche, 
you'd have a postcard waiting to happen — and a pair of 
echt Berliners. 


Berlin past, Berlin future 

It’s twilight and I’m back in front of the Kaiser Wilhelm 
Gedachtniskirche, admiring the two towers and trying to 
catch what they’re whispering to each other. When offered 
a choice between an old Gedachtniskirche and a new one, 
Berliners characteristically demanded both. Many would 
like to see the Hohenzollern StadtschloB rebuilt, but few 
are ready to tear down the Palast der Republik — what 
they want to see is the two palaces, Berlin past and future, 
side by side. That’s why the image of the Quadriga silhou- 
etted against the Reichstag’s new dome is so popular 
these days: it’s the past rushing into the future. And that’s 
why the Gedachtniskirche has come to epitomize the city: 
it embraces not just Berlin past and Berlin future, but 
Berlin's divided consciousness, its double soul. Built on the 
rubble of history, built from that rubble, the memorial 
church is a reminder to Berlin 2000 that a city with no past 
has no future. &

Talking ‘Headz 


| n his 1998 documentary Modulations, director Jon Klein attempted a broad survey of 
electronic-music culture by lightly essaying a multitude of genres, from musique 
concréte to'minimalist house — the result seemed a frustrating parade of soundbites. 
Klein wisely chose a different tactic in his new film, Metalheadz: The Documentary (just 
released on video through Manga/Palm Pictures), a focused exploration of one label 
within a specific genre, drum ’n’ bass. From his Central Park—bound taxi, Klein explains 
why he decided to home in on the Metalheadz label: “For the last two years I’ve been 
working with a production company that was right next to the Metalheadz offices in 
London. So it really came from me starting to hang out with them after work and then 
bugging them for free records. This was the first stuff that made me bang my head like I 
did to punk. It is the most rockin’, banging stuff I’ve ever heard in my life.” 

Although Metalheadz is a pioneering drum ’n’ bass label — as well as a London club 
night affiliated with some of the best DJs in the style, like Grooverider and Dillinja — its 
most famous export is perennial music-mag coverboy Goldie. Klein wanted to avoid 
making the film simply a promotional trailer for the label’s biggest star, but Goldie ends 
up one of the most intelligent and interesting artists interviewed, a true ambassador of the 
genre. Most of the other DJs communicate a lot better from behind the mixing board; 
when asked to translate sound into words, their vocabulary is limited: “hard beats,” 
“taking it to the next level,” and “futuristic hardcore music.” 

Even getting these DJs in front of the camera was no easy task. “The summer is prime 
traveling time for 
DJs,” explains Klein, 
“so half of them were 
traveling to Asia for 
massive parties and 
the rest were 
spending 24-7 in the 
studio.” But when the 
camera trails these 
nightcrawlers down — 
into their studios, “ Be \ 
we're treated to the : oo egies 
best footage of the _— a 
entire hour.

Dillinja obsess over 
every nuance and tone — literally down to the megahertz — that passes through his 
workshop sheds light on his reputation as a “bass scientist.” 

It’s easy to understand why drum ’n’ bass culture, and electronic culture in general, 
moves so quickly when you see it progress before your eyes. A track is finished on a 
Monday, it gets pressed onto a dub plate during the week, and the DJ spins it at the 
Metalheadz club over the weekend. If the crowd reaction goes well, it can go from studio 
to public release in less than a month — a synergy among club, label, and artist that’s 
unmatched in efficiency. Metalheadz is great at explaining this process, but when it delves 
into the past, its thoughts aren’t so clear. The closest it comes to offering lessons in 
drum ’n’ bass history is the following DJ quote: “They used to call it bonehead music 
cause it was so intense . . . then it started off as hardcore, then we started calling it 
jungle . . . then it went into dark, you know what I mean? Then it went into jump-up, 
then drum ’n’ bass, and the new term for it is jungle/drum ’n’ bass.” Huh? 

Then again, it might be too soon to wish for a film about electronic music that really 
digs into the history and evolution of a musical style that’s less than 10 years old. So we’re 
left with films like Modulations and Metalheadz, scrapbooks of sound bites that cater to 
hardcore fans and leave the rest of us with a few traces of the energy that led us to bang 


our heads in the first place.

It's easy to tell where the emphasis lies 
at this swank Theater District spot; first, 
there’s the name. And even the entrées 
are labeled “pre-desserts.” But passing 
up the dinner menu at Finale is like 
skipping to the last page of a novel: the 
beginning and the middle can be the 


best parts. 


At $5 to $8, Finale’s sandwiches 


are actually less expensive than the 
desserts. They’re composed and pre- 


sented, not surprisingly, like layer 
cakes: cut in half, with their gently stacked infrastructures exposed. Roast beef with horseradish mayonnaise, coleslaw, 


and field greens on onion bread was bettered only by a sandwich of turkey, avocado, and sprouts. (One note: both 
sandwiches begged for a liberal application of salt.) Soups change daily, and if you’re here for dessert the best deal is 
probably the prix-fixe meal: for $18.95, you get a soup or salad, an entrée sandwich, and a dessert. 

And oh, the desserts. Finale is designed with two long mirrors angling down from the dark-wood bar, so you can 
watch from your table as these creations come together: berries here, chocolate there. The two best (they're all good) 
are the chocolate gateau ($9.95) — a small, warm chocolate cake that breaks open to expose a molten chocolate cen- 
ter — and the classic cheesecake ($7.95), a beautifully creamy pyramid in a skirt of mango compote. You will be back 


for an encore.

Full Moon 


BY STEPHEN HEUSER Twenty years ago, when I was in short pants, 
my parents would sometimes tote my brother and me to Shakee’s, a pizza 


parlor that mesmerized kids with games and music and a species of 


animatronic puppet. We felt as 
though Shakee’s was a circus built 
just for us, but looking back I see 
it mainly as a place where our par- 
ents could eat a restaurant dinner, 
even a restaurant dinner of card- 
board pizza and orange soda, with- 
out feeling that they were spoiling 
the night for the rest of the diners. 

Now imagine I’m a kid in 
Cambridge, 1999. Mom and Dad 
are accustomed to eating in quiet 
bistros, and they live in a shingled 
house off Huron Avenue, and they 
subscribe to the Utne Reader and 
generally feel kind of guilty about 
subjecting their kids to video 
games and automated puppets. 
Oh, yes, and they have liquidity. In 
this scenario, Mom and Dad 
wouldn’t go to Shakee’s even if it 
were still in business. They would 
go to Full Moon, a little bistro in 
Huron Village that has a generally 
Mediterranean menu and the 
coolest Brio train set I’ve ever 
seen. 

The really delicious fact about 
Full Moon isn’t just that it’s a 
bistro with toys, but that it’s the 
only full-service restaurant in this 
whole stretch of North Cambridge. 
So, kids or no kids, if you live in 
Huron Village and you don’t want 
to drive to dinner, you sit at a 
green table and black chair on 
indestructible carpet and order 
from a menu that lists, among its 
European sodas and boutique 
wines, plain milk for $1 and “sippy 
milk” for 50 cents. (Sippy milk 
comes in a covered cup with a 
built-in straw.) Chocolate milk 
costs a quarter extra. Grown-ups 
can also order sangria, although 
— trust me, I asked — you cannot 
get the sangria in a sippy cup. 

You can, however, order off the 
kids’ menu if you ask nicely. Full 
Moon intelligently realizes that 
taste in restaurants is acquired, not 
inherited, and that even the chil- 
dren of bistro people are likely to 
pass through some hideous phase 
where they spit out everything that 
isn’t Jell-O. So the macaroni and 
cheese ($3.50) is unadorned: a 
plain bowl of elbow noodles in 
white-cheese sauce that needed a 
few shakes of salt and pepper to 
taste like anything at all. If I were 
five again, I would have been both- 
ered only by the fact that the 
kitchen was obviously in league 
with my parents, since a row of 
cooked carrots — carrots! — was 
tucked along the side of the plate. 

Well, enough of that. I was a 
little more interested in Full 
Moon as an adult restaurant, any- 
way. You can tell Full Moon isn’t 
really intended to be a kiddie 
restaurant because a real kiddie 
restaurant wouldn’t have Abstract 
Expressionist paintings on the 
walls. It also wouldn’t have white- 
cheddar macaroni and cheese; it 
would have lurid orange macaroni

and cheese straight from the box. 
This is a restaurant for adults 
who just happen to have small 
children. 

As an adult restaurant, Full 
Moon manages to be better than 
Shakee’s without really living up to 
the promise of its menu prices. Let 
me put it this way: there was 
something on the menu called a 
lamb pita, consisting of spiced 
ground lamb spread over quartered 
pita bread. If it sounds familiar, 
that’s because this is basically a 
lahmejun, an Anatolian snack food 





KIDDING AROUND: the only full-service restaurant in 


like an appetizer of calamari coat- 
ed in cornmeal batter ($8.95), 
tossed with cute little cornichons 
for garnish. The squid meat was 
tender and warm; the batter had a 
satisfying rough texture and didn’t 
even verge on greasy. No com- 
plaints about the very basic dinner 
salad ($5.95), lightly dressed, with 
sprigs of watercress thrown in for 
variety. The sangria, too, stood out 
for tasting quite fresh, if a little 
light on the wine. 

Beyond that, though, the dishes 
started to blur together. They all 
tended toward an indistinct, 
domesticated Mediterranean-ness. 
This was probably most evident on 
a cold tapas plate ($7.95), which 
changes from night to night. Ours 
had a pat of goat cheese — can’t 
go wrong with goat cheese — 
along with long, soft slabs of roast- 
ed red pepper, a tumble of plain 
quartered beets, and a soft sauté of 
chickpea and onion that didn’t 
quite graduate from adequate to 
flavorful. The niftiest bit was sever-

Among entrées, a grilled half 
chicken ($13.95) was moist and 
cumin-y; it came with garlicked, 
peppered-up chard on the side and 
a dense, mushy bulgur-firik pilaf 
underneath. Hanger steak 
($15.95) turned out a bit tougher 
than you might expect, though the 
flavor came through well, and the 
basic roast potatoes on the plate 
may have been the most perfectly 
cooked things we ate at Full 
Moon. A vegetarian platter ($9.95) 
was basically a mix of vegetables | 








we'd already seen: that pilaf from 
the chicken plate, plus grilled 
asparagus and cold roasted pep- 
pers. 

The big surprise was a clam- 
and-chorizo soup ($7.95), which 
was listed as an appetizer. The 
menu promised that clam and 
sausage, old friends from the 
Portuguese repertoire, would be 
served in a “smoky tomato broth.” 
Well. The clams were perky, open 
littlenecks, the sausage was a fire- 
breathing scarlet chorizo, and the 
“broth” turned out to be full- 
fledged ratatouille. Quite a nice 
ratatouille, too, but still, a pile of 
stewed vegetables is a strange 
thing when you think you’ve 
ordered soup. 

You would expect a family 
restaurant to do well with dessert, 
and sure enough our waitress 
stepped up with the largest lemon 
square any of us (including the 
waitress herself) had ever seen. 
And that glass of milk on the 
menu came in handy for washing 
down a peanut-butter cookie and 
a gooey chocolate pudding-cake 
so dense and rich we only got 
about halfway through before we 
lost our momentum and wandered 
over to admire the elaborate Brio

train set in the corner. The layout 
involves hills and bridges and a 
working roundhouse. Those little 
wooden Brio cars have a pretty, 
spare Scandinavian design, but I 
have something to confess. 
Growing up, I never quite liked 
Brio as much as I liked Hot 
Wheels, a toy that you never sus- 
pected was trying to be good for 
you instead of just fun. 

Feeling rebellious at this point, 
we climbed on our tricycles and 
pedaled recklessly out into the 
street. e

This sleek under- 
ground bar on funky old Bromfield Street 
gets kinda packed after work, but the menu 
is worth a look if you can score a table 
cheap, good, no-nonsense takes on home- 
style food like meatloaf and steak tips. Also 
a nice stop for lunch. The wine list is short 
and gratifyingly un-inflated 

THE VAULT, 105 Liberty Square, Boston 
292-9966. $20-$32. With its linen table- 
cloths, high ceilings, and grand bar, this 
wedge-shaped room has all the markings 
of a classic downtown restaurant. But the 
cooking hums with an adventurous spirit, 
and the extensive wine list is cleverly cho- 
sen 

WEST STREET GRILL, 15 West St. (off 
Tremont St., near Downtown Crossing) 

Boston, 423-0300. $15-$25 (lunch, $8-$9) 

Known primarily for its bar scene, this is a 
credible restaurant as well. The cooking is 
roughly New American; the building is tall 
narrow, and multistoried; and the dining 
room, upstairs from the after-work bustle 
is surprisingly calm 

LES ZYGOMATES, 129 South St 

Boston, 542-5108. $13-$24. This bistro 
with a genuinely French feel has a wine- 
bar angle (the list of 40-odd wines changes 
weekly), an artsy angle (galleries across 
the street), and a shamelessly Gallic angle 
(sweetbread vol-au-vent, venison in wine 
reduction sauce). The menu favors purism 
over culinary excitement, but the place has 
a buzz about it nonetheless 


EAST BOSTON 

ANGELO & SONS SEAFOOD, 297-299 
Chelsea Street (Day Square), East Boston, 
567-2500. $7-$18. Just out of sight of the 
Logan runways, this East Boston seafood 
joint is the best reason we know to drive 
through the Callahan Tunnel. The owner 
spent much of his life as a fisherman, and 
his love of the catch shines through every- 
where. Order the mixed-shelifish plate to 
start (it's called “seafood aioli”), and what- 
ever's on the specials board 
SANTARPIO’S, 111 Chelsea St., Boston 
567-9871. $3-$11. One of the classic 
Boston pizzas, thin crust toasted to a mar- 
velous crisp. And a font of wood-fired, East 
Boston “barbecue” items — skewers of 
lamb or sausage served simply with peas- 
ant bread and a hot cherry tomato. And 
that's all there is in a neighborhood bar 
with a core of boxing fans. Don't knock

THE FENWAY 
CENA, 14 Westland Ave., Boston, 262- 
1485. $13-$20. A standout among the 
many new bistros and grilles because the 
menu concentrates on vegetables with a 
little seafood and chicken — no red meat 
and little cheese — and because so many 
of the world-beat flavors work. Call it health 
gourmet, or call it the future, but call it 
Kay-nah” as in the Latin, because the fun 
decor is faux ancient Rome 
SOPHIA’S, 1270 Boylston St., Boston 
(617) 351-7001. $15-$19. A big room with 
drinks and entertainment (this used to be 
the nightclub Quest) serving Spanish-style 
tapas from early evening. Since no one in 
urban Spain dines until almost- midnight 
we aren't too surprised that the place is 
pretty empty until about nine, and we aren't 
too proud to sneak in for Manchego flan, 
roasted stuffed peppers, baked avocado 
and shrimp in garlic sauce.

A large and pretty 
place, with a rotation of exotic Persian 
dishes in a generic Middle East and 
American kosher (meat) menu. Don’t miss 
the soups, pilafs, kebabs, shishlik, and 
baklava. Open Saturday nights, but closed 
Friday nights and Saturday lunches. 
CORNWALL’S RESTAURANT AND 
OYSTER BAR, 510 Comm Ave, Boston, 
262-3749. $4-$7. English-theme pub with 
excellent beers and ales (draft stouts!) and 
quietly homemade food. First-class raw 
bar. A proper grilled Reuben sandwich 
Lean pastrami. Real fried potatoes. Small 
personal-type space, so beware of Red 
Sox fans.

ARTU, 6 Prince St., Boston, 742-4336. $7- 
$14. Stylish, inexpensive trattoria and 
roastery. See listing under Beacon Hill. 
MARCUCCIO’S, 125 Salem St., Boston, 
723-1807. $9-$17. It's like a Newbury 
Street bistro with better food. Some of the 
fancy Italian dishes come with highly fla- 
vored colorless sauces as weirdly effective 
as transparent beer; some are just directly 
tasty. Be sure to have the antipasti (which 
lean on fresh grilled vegetables), the veal 
marsala, and seafood with “tomato-water” 
sauce.

Rocking with Artoo 


t seems inevitable that, having broken into the 
popular consciousness in the same year, Star 
Wars and punk rock would end up tangled in the 
cultural imagination. According to the liner notes 
to albums by the Swedish motorpunk band the 

Hellacopters, Boba Fett’s been playing piano 
since '96. Before that there was the Nevada 
hardcore band Boba Fett Youth. And since 1992, 
Boston cartoonist Jef Czekaj has been 
chronicling the misadventures of everyone's 
favorite droid in his comic/zine R2-D2 Is an 
Indie Rocker. |ssue #6 will be released this 
Wednesday, the same day as The Phantom 
Menace, and there'll be a signing/release party 
at Harvard Square’s Million Year Picnic. (Editor's 
note: yes, Wednesday is a little early “Next 
Weekend,” but the party was originally planned 
for next Friday; it got moved up to coincide with 
the film.) 

“Star Wars sort of shaped my whole 
childhood,” says Czekaj. “Other people’s 
childhoods have been shaped by, like, the 
Depression, or World War Il. And then, like, 
everyone | know, all these suburban kids, their 


entire childhood has been shaped by this one 
movie. That was the idea of the 'zine when | 
started. | worked in college radio, and it just 
seemed like the type of people that were in 
bands, that did college radio — that whole type 
of person — was also into Star Wars. And this 
was in that weird time before Star Wars caught 
on again — there was that lag time when Return 
of the Jedi was sort of fading from people’s 
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memories and before there was a new revival. 
But there was still all this interest among the 
indie-rocker types.” 

Indeed, R2-D2 Is an Indie Rocker takes most 
of its shots at 'zine culture and the marginal 
loafing of the underground-rock life, as the droid 
hangs out among the otherwise human, 
contemporary surroundings of a place not unlike 
Cambridge. “I basically use Artoo as sort of the 
Scooby Doo-type character,” says Czekaj. “He’s 
the one that the other characters are always 
saying, ‘Oh, Artoo,’ while he’s doing something 
completely outrageous.” 

Over the past half-dozen years, Artoo has 
suffered through menial jobs (most recently, 
handing out free tampons at the supermarket) 
that make that stint on Jabba’s slave ship look 
like a holiday in the sun while playing guitar in a 
going-nowhere indie-rock band called 
Hypertruck. “Each issue sort of has a theme. 
There was the punk-rock issue, where Artoo 
beat up Jello Biafra. Then | did sort of a Wired 
parody, there was a college-radio issue, and the 
new one is like the techno or electronica issue. 
Artoo plays guitar very well without actually 
touching the guitar because he has no hands. 
He smokes and drinks. He and the band put out

college radio; and in almost every issue they 
save the world from certain destruction.” 

Worried that the release of The Phantom 
Menace may bring a crackdown on copyright 
infringement from Lucasfilm, Czekaj is phasing 
out the name R2-D2 Is an Indie-Rocker in favor 
of Hypertruck, though the new issue will have 
both titles on its cover — and, of course, R2 is 
still prominently featured. So far there haven't 
been any legal problems, and in fact Czekaj has 
been contributing to a new Lucasfilm-endorsed 
Star Wars children's magazine. (“I've been 
writing jokes with punch lines like ‘Boba Fart’ 
and ‘Puke Skywalker,’” he notes wryly.) 

His thoughts on The Phantom Menace? 
“Well, I've been trying to just be my sarcastic 
cynical self about it. A lot of the special effects 
look cheesy, despite what everyone says. But 
then when | saw the trailers on my computer, all 
that cynicism melted away and | got 
goosebumps and there was nothing | could do 
about it. So | have my doubts, but I’m gonna go 
wait in line with everyone else.”

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The empire of the great Francois Truffaut 


BY PETER KEOUGH The way the new) 
millennium is shaping up, Francois Truffaut 
will be remembered by future generations, if at 
all, as the French guy who co-starred with E.T. | 
Or perhaps the upcoming release of The 
Phantom Menace is distorting my judgment. 


At any rate, for those who are nos- 
talgic for movies made by, for, and 
about human beings, or for those 
unwilling to wait in line for the 
new George Lucas opus, | recom- 
mend “Shoot the Director: The 
Films of Frangois Truffaut,” which 
opens today (May 13) and runs 
Thursdays at the Brattle Theatre. 
You will find that the New Wave 
looks newer than ever. Although 
dead for 15 years, Truffaut still 
seems more vital in his passion and 
integrity than any filmmaker who 
has emerged in the interim. As early 
as his 1957 short Les mistons 
(1957; May 20, preceding Jules & 
Jim), the then Cahiers du Cinéma 
film critic was putting into practice 
his faith in films as an auteur’s 
medium and establishing the 
themes and obsessions that would 
distinguish his work and his life.

Bernadette, a beautiful girl on a 
bike, flies into a tracking camera, 
her long skirt blowing about her 
thighs, and the coy adult narrator 
reminisces about her impact on the 
burgeoning sexuality of himself 
and his clique of fellow pre-adoles- 
cent “brats” — who are shown 
sniffing Bernadette’s bicycle seat 
as she goes for a dip. “Too young 
to love Bernadette,” the narrator 
notes, “we decided to hate and 
torment her.” Later, though, as 
she plays tennis with her boyfriend 
and they gaze at her gams — for- 
ever a leg man, Truffaut — and 
docilely shag the errant balls, he 
admits, “We’d serve her forever 
for such moments.” 

And so the filmmaker would, the 
“her” being cinema as much as the 
eternally elusive feminine mystique 
that would forever tantalize and 
torment him. Not to mention his 
cinematic alter ego, Antoine 
Doinel, who was played in five 
films by Jean-Pierre Léaud in 
film’s greatest fusion of actor, 
director, and role. Antoine’s ban- 
ishment from the womb begins 
with Truffaut's first feature, The 
400 Blows (1959; May 13 at 3:45 
and 7:45 p.m.), as the timid, bare- 
ly adolescent delinquent — who's 
guilty of playing hooky and steal- 
ing a typewriter but mostly of 
glimpsing his mother’s infidelity 
— finds himself in reform school. 
Escape brings him to the colder 
womb of the sea, and the most 
famous freeze frame in cinema 
history. 

Truffaut, too, was cast into an 
unfamiliar element: the interna- 

tional fame that his debut and the 
movement it helped spawn created 
sucked him up like the centrifuge

Antoine rides in one of his few 
moments of joy. Filmmaking 
allowed Truffaut to defy gravity 
but imposed its own imprisoning 
laws, which he toyed with in his 
next film, the generic mishmash 
— film noir, screwball comedy, 
melodrama, what have you — 
Shoot the Piano Player (1960; 
May 13 at 5:50 and 9:45 p.m.). 
Dour and winsome Charles 
Aznavour plays the musician of the 
title, a concert pianist who hides in 
the obscurity of a honky-tonk after 
the suicide of his first wife. But 
he’s drawn back into life when his 
“wild beast” brothers involve him 
in crime. Life, though, proves as 
repetitious and artificial as the 
melody that is the hero’s theme; he 
falls in love once more only to suf- 
fer again. 

Despite some inspired moments 





— an opening chase scene inter- 
rupted by a chat about love and 
marriage, a long tracking shot of a 
woman with a violin case that 
leads nowhere except, possibly, to 
Antoine Doinel’s future wife, 
Christine — Piano Player feels 
labored and contrived. Not so 
Truffaut’s next film, and maybe 
his masterpiece, Jules & Jim 
(1961; May 20 at 4:15, 7, and 9 
p.m.), which he adapted from the 
novel by Henri-Pierre Roché. 
Here he perfects the mixing of 
tone — melancholy and mirth, 
pathos and play — mishandled in 
the previous film, and he achieves 
his most fervent and ambiguous 
meditation on men, women, 
desire, and power. 

The two pals of the title — the 
Austrian Jules (the forever wound- 
ed Oskar Werner) and the French 
Jim (Henri Serre, who becomes 
tragic and charming once he 
shaves off his moustache) — rec- 
ognize desire and power when 
they see it frozen in the smile of an 
ancient statue in a friend’s photo- 
graph. They travel immediately to 
the Adriatic island where the orig- 
inal is located, but they could have 
saved themselves the trip, as the 
incarnated in_ the 


smile is 
inscrutable Catherine (Jeanne 
Moreau, in her greatest perfor- 


mance). Jules decides to marry 
her, and that and the outbreak of 
hostilities between their two coun- 
tries temporarily separates the two 
best friends. 

The Great War, however, is just 
a passing annoyance compared to 
Catherine — today’s psychobab- 
blists might label her with 
Borderline Personality Disorder or 
some such pathology. For her two

lovers, she is, as Jules puts it, “not 
especially beautiful, or intelligent, 
or sincere; but a real woman.” 
They haven’t got a chance, but 
they, and Truffaut, make the most 
of it as their tale glides through the 
decades with such blithe whimsy 
and exquisite style that the missing 
span in the bridge comes as a sur- 
prise no matter how many times 
the film is seen. 

Or remade, as Truffaut virtually 
did so 10 years later with the cold- 
ly moving Two English Girls 
(1971; June 10 at 7 p.m.), from 
another Roché novel. The triangle 
returns with the genders realigned 
and Jean-Pierre Léaud — Antoine 
grown up, in period clothes and 
colorless — awkwardly in the cen- 
tral position. He plays Claude, a 
spoiled bourgeois whom Anne 
(Kika Markham), a young aspiring 
English sculptress, takes a fancy 
to. Pygmalion-like, Anne tries to 
shape Claude into a beau for her 
younger sister Muriel (Stacey 
Tendeter) — in one telling scene, 
the two girls knead him between 
their backs in a childhood game 
called “the lemon squeeze.” 
Claude is all too pliable, though, 
and when the starchy Muriel 
proves hard to get, he unhappily 
hooks up with Anne. Years pass: 
mediocre, alone, and irrelevant, 
Claude wanders through the 
Rodin sculpture garden searching 
the faces of English schoolgirls, 
wondering when his own face 
grew so old. 

Those taken by Léaud’s chubby 
features in The 400 Blows might 
wonder too. For better or worse, 
it’s all on film, beginning with 
“Antoine & Colette” (1962; May 
27 preceding Stolen Kisses), part 





of the portmanteau film Love at 
Twenty. A child no more, Doinel 
still is not old enough to love, but 
he seeks to fill the maternal void by 


stalking a comely neighbor 
(Marie-France Pisier), seeking to 
possess her by seducing her par- 
ents. 

The strategy fails, but it doesn’t 
stop Antoine from employing it 
again a few years later in Stolen 
Kisses (1968; May 27 at 5, 7:15, 
and 9:30 p.m.), with greater suc- 
cess. Truffaut, too, tries an old 
strategy — the so-called “explo- 
sion of genres” that he employed 
in Shoot the Piano Player here gets 
better results. It’s the most unam- 
biguously delightful of his films. 
Dishonorably discharged from the 
military, Antoine juggles a series of 
odd jobs as he pursues his 
courtship of the diffident Christine 
(Claude Jade) and her genial par- 
ents. At last he finds steady work 
as an ineffectual gumshoe in a 
detective agency, and after being 
seduced by the wife of one of his 
clients (Delphine Seyrig as a shoe- 
shop owner, making Doinel’s 
flights of romantic mania seem just 
another case of fetishism), he finds 
the backbone to betroth himself to 
his beloved. 

The flightiness of Stolen Kisses, 
though, can’t survive the routine 
and responsibilities of Bed and 
Board (1970; June 10 at 5 and 
9:40 p.m.), which despite many 
pleasures is an unsatisfying study 
of dissatisfaction. At first the 
ménage of Antoine and Christine 
seems idyllic; he dyes carnations, 
she gives violin lessons, and they 
live above a courtyard of amusing- 
ly eccentric neighbors of the kind 
one sees only on TV. But impend- 






































































ing parenthood makes Antoine 
antsy and ambitious. 

He takes on a job at a hydraulic 
plant maneuvering model boats by 
remote control but is distracted 
from this grimly puerile pursuit by 
Kyoko, a Japanese woman who is 
the model of porcelain passivity. 
Christine tolerates this aberration 
— she even gives him advice over 
the phone when he’s bored on a 
dinner date — but what she won't 
stand for is his conviction that he is 
a novelist. Revenge for an unhappy 
childhood, she insists, is not art. 

Whether or not it’s art, it does 
seem the pattern for a life. Nearly 
a decade later in Love on the Run 
(1979; June 17 at 5 and 9:40 
p.m.), Antoine has published his 
novel, but he is also concluding his 
divorce from Christine. At the 
courthouse he’s spotted by 
Colette, now a prosecutor, who 
amuses herself on a train trip by 
reading Antoine’s autobiographi- 
cal book. Meanwhile, Antoine ten- 
uously wages an affair with the 
pert and headstrong Sabine 
(Dorothée), who may or may not 
be married to Colette’s boyfriend. 
Flashbacks from the previous 
Antoine Doinel films seem more 
padding than poignance, but what 
redeems both Doinel and the film 
is, literally, a pastiche. His new 
novel is the tale of a man who puts 
together a torn-up photograph to 
find the face he is in love with. 

Whether it’s the stone icon in 
Jules & Jim or the ripped snapshot 
of Love on the Run, the female 
image for Truffaut is ever elusive 
and ineluctable, as is the consola- 
tion and the plague of the medium 
with which he conjures it. As 
respite, perhaps, from his more 
personal films, he reconfigured the 
image and his obsession with it in 
genre efforts. 

He emulated his hero Hitchcock 
in The Soft Skin (1964; June 3 at 
3 and 7:30 p.m.), a tale of infideli- 
ty and revenge whose cold sur- 
faces and suffocating longing 
don’t survive the preposterous 
melodrama of the ending or the 
fact that the protagonist looks like 
a gerbil. He emulated his rival 
Jean-Luc Godard in his adaptation 
of Ray Bradbury’s minatory sci- 
ence-fiction novel Fahrenheit 
451 (1966; June 3 at 5:15 and 
9:45 p.m.). “There will be as many 
literary references,” Truffaut wrote 
about the movie, “as in all of Jean- 
Luc’s 11 films put together.” That 
was just part of the problem with a 
sophomoric screed that, though 
slick to look at, is a big, blundering 
60s cliché. 

With the melodrama The Last 
Métro (1980; June 17 at 7 p.m.), 
one of the last of his pictures, the 
ailing filmmaker managed to 
demonstrate, once again, some of 
his genius. A dusty period piece 
set in occupied Paris, with 
Catherine Deneuve luminous as 
the wife of a Jewish dramatist who 
manages her husband’s theater 
while he hides in the basement, 
and Gérard Depardieu beefy as 
the actor and Resistance fighter 
who vies for her heart, it’s stymied 
by the couple’s utter lack of chem- 
istry. No matter — the final scene 
is a trompe-l’oeil that overshad- 
ows any effect put out by 
Industrial Light and Magic. The 
means are the basic stuff of make- 
believe and life — passion, pain, 
imagination, and wisdom. @ 



























Taking stock of Truffaut 


Last week, a film-studies graduate requested 
some life advice for when he acquires his mas- 
ter’s degree. I’d just finished Truffaut: A 


Biography, by Antoine de Baecque and Serge Toubiana (Knopf, $30), so I 
overwhelmed him by proposing filmmaker Frangois Truffaut’s schedule of 
self-improvement: three movies a day, three books a week. Truffaut, an auto- 
didact school dropout, stuck to his rigorous plan. He claimed to have seen 
4000 movies, and he read voraciously, from devouring American detective 
novels to studying James and Proust. 

Years before this first biography, I had much related to the filmmaker’s 
early life. As I did, Frangois loathed school, provoked his dullard teachers, 
made terrible grades, but passionately loved books and movies (especially 
American genre films) and could never get enough of either. Also, underneath 
the rudeness and anarchy was a good kid who could be unleashed and tamed 
if someone in authority just under- 
stood. When I was an adolescent, 
that’s the way I felt too. 

After that, the resemblances end. 
Who would want to repeat Truffaut’s 
wounded, dispirited Dickensian child- 
hood? Much of it was spent living on 
the dole in Paris with a friend, Robert 
Lachenay, instead of with his parents, 
who barely cared that he existed. His 
terrible story was put on screen in 

Truffaut’s famous first feature, The 400 Blows, in which the filmmaker’s auto- 
biographical alter ego, Antoine Doinel, ends up (his parents sign him in) at a 
no-way-out reform school. All true, and there were days in jail, and in solitary 
confinement, and several suicide attempts. 

Oh, but Truffaut’s love life! At age 14, he had a mistress. Later, he did the 
impossible: as a film critic in the 1950s, he got laid regularly. He wrote movie 
reviews, and he also got chicks! (Am I envious? You bet. In the 1990s, any 
teen drummer in a garage band gets more action in one night than the whole 
National Society of Film Critics does in a year in the dark.) 

And when he became a film director? Truffaut fell in love while picking 
actresses and consummated his amour while filming. Truffaut is an amazing 
record of casting-couch cinema, movie after movie after movie, with Truffaut 
inevitably bedding down his leading lady. Among his conquests: Jeanne 
Moreau for Jules and Jim, Frangoise Dorléac for The Soft Skin, Julie Christie 
for Fahrenheit 451, Catherine Deneuve for Mississippi Mermaid, Jacqueline 
Bisset for Day for Night, Fanny Ardant for The Woman Next Door. He slept 
with 17-year-old Marie-France Pisier, the star of Love at Twenty, and almost 
wed 19-year-old Claude Jade, co-star of Stolen Kisses. (He was already mar- 
ried at the time, to Madeleine Morgenstern, mother of his two daughters.) 

Truffaut’s nocturnal philosophy: “I wouldn’t consider having dinner with a 
man. I have this in common with Hitler and Sartre. I can’t stand male com- 
panionship in the evening. For me, the evening means private life, if a private 
place.” 

Truffaut offers the production circumstances of the director’s filmmaking, 
movie by movie, but it stays away from critiquing or analyzing. (The best crit- 
ical study in English remains Annette Insdorf’s Frangois Truffaut.) Instead, 
the book speeds through Truffaut’s life in an interesting and well-researched 
if not particularly profound way. Although it’s excellent at describing 
Truffaut’s political shift from a kind of anarchist right to a suspicious-of- 
politicians liberalism, a lukewarm supporter of Mitterrand, Truffaut fails 
mightily at placing the filmmaker among his Cahiers du Cinéma pals: André 
Bazin, Rohmer, Rivette, Chabrol, Godard. This group started a revolution, 
the French New Wave, and you don’t feel it in this book. I especially missed 
an obviously important chapter just about the friendship, and its long unrav- 
eling, between Truffaut and Godard, with all its aesthetic, political, and cul- 
tural implications. 

How important a filmmaker is Truffaut? Again, Truffaut the bio doesn’t get 
involved. My feeling is that the jury is out a bit. Everyone loves Day for Night 
and The Wild Child. However, the beloved early features — The 400 Blows, 
Shoot the Piano Player, Jules and Jim — never feel quite as fresh as when they 
were released. Nobody except Orson Welles seems to have been so exuberant 
about making movies, clutching a camera and swinging it to and fro to tell 
stories. But we most need to revisit the unpopular, melancholic movies, The 
Soft Skin and Mississippi Mermaid, and also those that seemed tired, stilted, 
mordant the first time around: The Green Roam, Bed and Board, Two English 
Girls. 

What I suspect: the complete Truffaut (he died in 1984 of a brain tumor) 
will reveal the most essential, versatile French filmmaker since World War II.

(Sophie Marceau): fountains are 
cleaned, flowers gathered, and the 
mouthwatering fruits of Tuscan 
cuisine spread on outdoor tables. 
There’s magic in the air, too, in 
the fireflies and butterflies that 
alert us the fairy world is never far 
away. Inside, however, all is not 
well: Athenian citizen Egeus 
(Bernard Hill) is incensed that his 
daughter Hermia (Anna Friel) 
prefers Lysander (Dominic West) 
to the man he’s chosen for her,

edges Egeus’s right, whereupon 
Hippolyta leaves the room in a 
huff. Lysander and Hermia take 
their bicycles and flee to the 
Athenian wood, followed closely 
by Demetrius and his ex-flame 
Helena (Calista Flockhart), who 
loves him still. 

Yes, bicycles one of 
Hoffman’s inventions for remind- 
ing us this tale is timeless. Puck 
(Stanley Tucci) may be able to 
“put a girdle round the earth/In 
forty minutes,” but he finds it 
more convenient to get about the 
Athenian wood on Lysander’s 
bike. While the quartet of would- 
be lovers are stumbling through 
the misty but gloriously real forest 
(credit cinematographer Oliver 
Stapleton), fairy rulers Oberon 
(Rupert Everett) and Titania 
(Michelle Pfeiffer) are having 
their own falling out, over a 
changeling pageboy they both 
covet. And back in Athens — er, 
Monte Athena — a sextet of 
tradesmen led by weaver and ham 
actor Nick Bottom (Kevin Kline) 
dream of presenting their ama- 
teur theatrical, “Pyramus and 
Thisby,” at the duke’s wedding. 

Hoffman grounds all this fool- 
ishness in a soundtrack that 















sublime performances from 
Stanley Tucci as a world-weary 
but still curious Puck (watch for 
the “Oh no” look on his face 
when Oberon vows to “torment” 
Titania) and Calista Flockhart 
(who was a legitimate theater tal- 
ent before she became Ally 
McBeal) as a flaky, fluttery, total- 
ly personalized Helena. Anna 
Friel’s Hermia is more generic 
(imagine Helena Bonham Carter 
here), but give both ladies credit 
for keeping their pentameter pris- 
tine even while mud wrestling. 
The boys, Dominic West and 
Christian Bale, are very serious, as 
is Rupert Everett’s Oberon; you 
could ask for a moonbeam’s 
breadth more humor. 

You could also conjure a more 
effusive Titania than Michelle 
Pfeiffer’s nonetheless lovely, sly 
fairy queen. Hoffman decided 
not ‘to double-cast Theseus 
Oberon and Hippolyta/Titania, 
affording four small roles 
instead of two meaty ones. And 
at two hours, this Dream loses 
some of its poetry, with cuts that 
are subtle but significant 
Against that there’s Hoffman’s 
gorgeous detail: a most Italian 
Puck promising to put that gir- 
dle round the earth after 40 min- 
utes; the unheard exchange 
between Hippolyta and Theseus 
that sways him in the lovers’ 
favor and restores him to hers; 
Bottom looking at the fireflies 
and wistfully trying to recall his 
dream; Puck turning up during 
Helena’s first speech and again 
at the end as a workman with a 
broom, making you wonder 
whether it really was all a 
dream.

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THREE SEASONS 


Seasons come and go; so do national crises. With headlines 
focused on the Balkans, the Vietnam War seems almost a 
nostalgic memory. So it is in Tony Bui’s Three Seasons, the 
first American film shot in that country: the wounds of his- 
tory recede before a charming postcard of picturesque love 
and loss. A lyrical quartet of languidly interlinked tales set 
in modern-day Ho Chi Minh City (the former Saigon), 
Seasons settles for platitudes rather than politics. 

Not that it is without some edge, One story features Hai 
(Don Duong), a long-suffering pedicab driver who notes 
with his colleagues the unfair distribution of wealth in the 
new Vietnam when they pick up snooty fares at ritzy hotels. 
Among those fares is Lan (Zoé Bui), a young prostitute with 
whom Hai falls predictably in love. Then there’s James Hager 
(a wooden Harvey Keitel), a Marine vet searching for his 
long-lost daughter. In his drunken peregrinations he bumps 
into Woody (Nguyen Huu Duoc), a street urchin selling 
war-vintage Zippo lighters, and finally into Kien An (Nguyen 
Ngoc Hiep), a young flower seller with her own tale to tell. 

Bittersweet, periodically poetic and engaging, Seasons 
squeezes tears from such scenes as a rain-soaked orphan 
sharing her last bun or a leprosy-stricken poet’s flower- 
strewn final request. But twenty-five years later and 12,000 
miles away, Bui’s film hardly seems worth the long trip 
back.

TEA WITH MUSSOLINI 


Until the brownshirts start busting windows, Franco 
Zeffirelli’s childhood looks charmed. Luca, the directorial 
alter ego in this piquant film that expands on a chapter of 
Zeffirelli's autobiography, may be the illegitimate son of a

dead fashion designer and a father who acknowledges him 
only furtively. But 1930s Florence is gorgeous, Mussolini is 
“the gentleman who makes the trains run on time,” and lit- 
tle Luca spends much time nestled under the collective 
wing of a kindly if eccentric crew of art-loving English and 
American women that includes Dames Maggie Smith, Judi 
Dench, and Joan Plowright, as well as dames Lily Tomlin 
and Cher. 

“Which one plays Mussolini?”, | was asked by a wag 
who was betting on Plowright. Actually, the Italian dictator 
is played by Claudio Spadaro, and Maggie Smith is the 
haughty hatter of an English aristocrat who has tea with 
him. Plowright is Luca’s surrogate-mother-in-chief. And 
Dench, taking a break from ruling England in one guise or 
another, is an aging, Isadora-esque protector of art. Among 
the Americans, Tomlin is a cheeky, weather-beaten lesbian 
archeologist, and Cher, resplendent in fancy braids and 
furs, is a Jewish-American ex-showgirl who deals in 
wealthy husbands and modern art. 

Set in Tuscany between 1935 and ’45, the film is, in part, 
a valentine to the mafia of English-dowager expatriates 
known as the “Scorpioni,” whom Zeffirelli remembers with 
amused affection. Eventually these ladies, who ignore every 
indication that the party between Italy and England is over, 
end up under house arrest in the tower town of San 
Gimignano. Luca —- who’s played at seven by Charlie 
Lucas and at 17 by Baird Wallace —- does what he can to 
help them. But the film’s real damsel in distress is Cher, 
whose madcap Jewish-American must ultimately be spirit- 
ed out via a collaboration between the Italian Resistance 
and the Scorpioni. 

Even with World War II in the margins, Zeffirelli’s memoir 
can seem slight, and the events of the film are sometimes mud- 
dled. But the performances are as delicious as anything that 

could be served for Tea with Mussolini. At the Nickelodeon, the 
Harvard Square, and the Circle and in the suburbs.

BIRD BY BIRD 
WITH ANNIE 


If there were no Anne Lamott, some publisher’s marketing 
whiz kid would have to invent her. A recovering addict and 
alcoholic, a single mother (see her Operating Instructions), 
a born-again Christian (ditto, Traveling Mercies), and a lib- 
eral feminist, she pretty much covers every demographic in 
the New York Times bestseller list. Plus, as is abundantly 
demonstrated by Freida Lee Mock’s sparkling if too-brief 
documentary Bird by Bird with Annie, she’s also self-depre- 
ciating and very funny. 

A casual glimpse of the author at readings, workshops, 
and church services and at play with her young son, Bird 
hardly suggests the monumentality of Mock’s Oscar-win- 
ning Maya Lin: A Strong Clear Vision. The writer’s trau- 
matic past (she does mention that she spent every night 
from age 19 to 32 wasted) gets shrugged off, and Lamott 
never seems genuinely piqued except when spotting a typo 
in her new book or recalling a run-in with a slow 
McDonald’s employee.

Paul Quinn’s film resonates as a 
sincere, heartfelt effort, even if the 
Gaelic-American tale rides long and 
complex, James Caan is gruffly 
resilient as frustrated schoolteacher 
Kieran, who after a chance discov- 
ery sets off for Ireland to trace the 
identity of the father he has never 
known and get a new lease on life. 
As a favor to his sister, he takes 
along his peevish, likewise unsettled 
nephew Jack (Jacob Tierney), and 
together they journey to a remote 
Irish village, where they unearth the 
story of their lineage and in the 
process experience life-affirming 
epiphanies. 

But This Is My Father is less 
about Kieran’s spiritual odyssey 
than it is about his father’s 
romantic quest, As sputtered in flashback segments 
by an old Gypsy innkeeper, Kieran learns that dad 
(a thick-necked Aidan Quinn) was a poor sod 
farmer involved in a “Romeo and Juliet” love affair 
with the fiery daughter (a sparkling Moya Farrelly) 
of his landowner (an angular Gina Moxley as the 
bitter widow Flynn). Tragedy, romance, and real- 
ization lie at each toggle of the story’s chronology- 
hopping framework, and though the craftsmanship 
is at times stunning, there’s too much going on 
across time and distance.

THE CASTLE 


This odd little farce has nothing to do with the 
great work by Franz Kafka, though things do hit a 
Kafka-esque snare when a working-class family’s 
ramshackle estate is annexed by the Australian gov- 
ernment for the expansion of the ever present — 
and ever noisy —- airport in their backyard.

TRIPPIN’ 


Another high-school comedy that gets a facelift by going 
hip-hop and getting jacked up on testosterone — think 
Clueless meets Booty Call. The ethnocentric colloquialism 
of the title is the favorite pastime of G (Deon Richmond), 
who dozes off in class, on the job, and at the family break- 
fast table, envisioning voluptuous “Fly Girls” offering up 
their booty to him.

THE MUMMY 


This isn’t your father’s Mummy. Ostensibly a remake of the 
1932 original with Boris Karloff (recently re-released on 
video, or catch it on the big screen at the Harvard Film 
Archive June 29), this eye-candy cornucopia bears scant 
resemblance to its sedate, chilling predecessor. The film 
opens with a jaw-dropping re-creation of the City of the 
Dead, Hatumnaptra, replete with towering statues, golden 
temples, and wealthy sarcophagi. Imhotep, a temple priest, 
is entombed alive for dallying with the Pharaoh's mistress 
—~ both their souls are condemned to eternal suffering, and 
the city pulls a Shangri-la and disappears into the dunes. 
Fast-forward 3000 years to 1924: Brendan Fraser is 
O'Connell, an Indiana Jones—styled adventurer seeking the 
lost treasure of Hatumnaptra. He’s thrown into a Cairo 
prison and narrowly escapes the gallows when clumsy-but- 
comely British librarian Evie (Rachel Weisz) realizes he can 
help her access rare, hieroglyph-covered artifacts. They set 
off for the desert with her Glenlivet-guzzling, golddigger 
brother Jonathan (John Hannah) in tow. En route they 
meet a gang of greedy American cowboy types, as well as a 
mysterious band of husky Islamic warriors trying to protect 
Egypt from the ancient curse of Imhotep. 

But naturally the curse holds sway: Evie unwittingly 
reads aloud from the Book of the Dead, thus regenerating 
Imhotep (who must, uh, acquire the organs and fluids of 
others to become whole) and loosing the Ten Plagues of 
Egypt upon the land, including locusts, flies, and flesh-eat- 
ing scarab beetles. If that wasn’t bad enough, Evie is also 
chosen as the sacrifice for Imhotep’s mistress: will 
O’Connell rescue his damsel in time? Some fine actors are 
wasted here, with pedestrian writing and ham-handed 
direction that often seems more suited to Abbott and 
Costello Meet the Mummy. But the special effects and cin- 
ematography are grand and magical. Mummies and dad- 
dies be warned: this is probably too gross for the kids. At 
the Cheri, the Fresh Pond, and the Circle and in the suburbs.

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Marie Chouinard’s dance of desire

of centuries has toyed with a paradox, both exploiting and 
restraining the body’s ability to evoke pleasure. Dance is 


popular because it’s sensual, but to avoid the 
slums of low entertainment, it somehow has 
to deny what it’s suggesting. The 19th- 
century ballet had its water sprites and 
Oriental slaves to act out the fantasies of the 
decent folk. Before World War I, Nijinsky 
played various ambiguous primitives: the 
faun, the puppet Petrouchka, the spirit of the 
rose. Around the same time Ruth St. Denis 
undulated and twirled in devotional portraits 
of Asian mystics and goddesses. And though 
the classical pas de deux has acquired a 
more contemporary physicality, it’s still 
pretty euphemistic because those two 
grappling figures can go just so far within 
the strictures of ballet technique. 

Marie Chouinard, whose Lamande et le 
diamant (“The Almond and the Diamond”) 
arrived from Montreal last week as a Dance 
Umbrella attraction, treads the art/porn bor- 
derline by framing erotic movement in 
exquisite lighting, sonic and visual technolo- 
gy, and an air of high aesthetics. | don’t 
doubt the serious origins of this “carnal 
dance piece” in which dancers are “driven by 
a feeling of raw freedom” to present “an 
offering to the Other . . . a horizon that is 
open to all possibilities.” But I also don’t 
doubt my own eyes. For an hour, the 10 
dancers postured and panted, groped one 
another and writhed in simulated pleasure. 
Forget the company’s uplifting rhetoric — 
outside of burlesque there’s no dance that’s 
a better turn-on. 

Since its premiere three years ago at the 
Canada Dance Festival, Lamande et le dia- 
mant has undergone some significant 
changes. Chouinard seems to have cut its 
length by about half, deleted costume ele- 
ments, and added a technical feature that 
qualified the piece for inclusion in the 
Boston Cyberarts Festival. 

With wires and power packs wrapped 
around their bodies, the dancers could acti- 
vate sounds by making a percussive gesture 
with an arm or a foot. Instead of belonging 
organically to the movement, the sounds 
emerged like the figments of a wizard’s magic 
wand. Each dancer presided over a different 
sound — in one section there were muted 
bells, in another tuned drums — and togeth- 
er they effected a pleasant tinkling or throb- 
bing, like the sound of rain. All this looked 
quite naive to me after the computer-driven 
sonics, laser effects, and digital imaginings

that have populated stages in recent years. 

The dancers got rid of the cumbersome 
gadgetry quite soon, though, and settled 
down to the erotics of the piece. They began 

in solos and small groups, introducing a 
body language of rubbery torsos and limbs, 
sinuous kicks and huge clawing gestures. 
Five women lined up like furious strippers 
and pushed their curves into the audience’s 
face with karate-like swipes. But it wasn’t 
anger so much as auto-eroticism that 
seemed to stimulate them. A man and a 
woman appeared. She crawled away from 
him; he followed, closed in, grabbed her by 
the crotch and hoisted her to his chest. 

This novel partnering initiated a whole 
series of duets, where most of the time men 
fastened on women from behind and lifted 
them by the breasts or the crotch. Women 
clutched their partners’ butts. A man draped 
himself upside down over a woman's hip 
and back; she massaged his face. A man 
held both sides of a woman’s head and 
pulled her along, both of them bent over 
into a crouch. They looked like fighting 
caribou. He ground her head into his pri- 
vates. She seemed to want to get away, but 
a moment after she did get loose, she went 
back for more. 

Quietly, furtively at first, then in mounting 
confidence, they all gasped and puffed with 
each pleasurable effort as they squirmed in 
addictive enactments of desire. In the last 
group scene, one woman beckoned one 
partner after another to fondle her while two 
other women improvised a childlike game. 
Although partners would often seem on the 
verge of combat, the most aggressive moves 
never landed on the opponent. A tense film 
of inhibition kept the sexual energy from 
becoming dangerous. 

At moments, the group crossed behind the 
sexual players in wonderful shapes that 
evoked Egyptian or Minoan painting. They 
seemed to offer history’s validation to an 
eroticism drawn from the movement explo- 
rations of our postmodern era — stretch and 
pull your body all the ways you can, make a 
sound with the movement, aim a move at 
another person who'll bounce it back to you. 
Chouinard’s dancers can do all this skillfully, 
but they often look frozen with intensity 
rather than released for some unknown 
adventure.

far lacks. Richard Chambers’s set 
is a jerry-built white box in the 
middle of nowhere, connected to 
the systems that supply it with 
heat, air, etc., by large tubes.

scott Zigler on The Cripple of Inishmaan 
BY SCOTT T. CUMMINGS “Don’t Call Your Wife 


Baby — Oleanna 1994.” So reads the inscription on 
the green baseball cap that Scott Zigler wears pulled 


down over his full head of bushy hair. 
It’s a souvenir from his work a few 
years ago on David Mamet’s 
controversial play about political 
correctness, sexual harassment, and 
the academy. Since then Zigler has 
been wearing a lot of hats, figuratively 
speaking, including those of director, 
teacher, administrator, _ literary 
director, company member, and 
father of an eight-month-old baby that 
does not sleep through the night. He 
needs a haircut and a couple nights’ 
sleep — but he’s not complaining. 

A co-founder and continuing mem- 
ber of Atlantic Theatre Company in 
New York, Zigler moved to the Boston 
area three years ago to join the artistic 
staff of the American Repertory 
Theatre as literary director of ART’s 
New Stages program and associate 
director of the troupe’s Institute for 
Advanced Theatre Training. Two 
springs ago, he directed the ART 
world premiere and the subsequent 
Broadway production of Mamet’s The 
Old Neighborhood, and it is in his 
capacity as stage director that I’m 
speaking to him in his script-strewn 
office at the Loeb Drama Center. 

Zigler is at the helm of the ART’s 
final Loeb show of the season, Martin 
McDonagh’s comedy The 
Cripple of Inishmaan, which 
previews this weekend. The 
play takes place in 1934 on 
remote Inishmaan, one of the 
three rocky, windswept Aran 
Islands off the west coast of 
Ireland near Galway. It is to 
these islands that the great 
Irish playwright John 
Millington Synge traveled in 
1898, at the suggestion of poet 
W.B. Yeats, in order to get in 
touch with his Irish roots and 
the folkways of the people 
there. Since then, the Aran 
Islands have been a major 
landmark in the literary image 
of rural Ireland as the land of 
thatched cottages, peat fires, 
and sometimes a not-so-wee 
bit of poteen. 

That image was furthered in 
1932 when the Hollywood 
filmmaker Robert J. Flaherty 
came to the islands to make 
Man of Aran, a documentary 
about the heroic struggle of 
Irish fishermen. The presence 
of the American camera crew 
and the chance for selected 
locals to appear in the film 
provides the occasion for the 
action of The Cripple of 
Inishmaan, which centers on 
17-year-old “Cripple Billy,” 
who’s been hobbled since birth 
and raised by two old aunts 
after his parents disappeared 
mysteriously at sea. The 
deceptively simple tale — with 
its salt-of-the-earth charac- 
ters, stage-Irish dialogue, and 
preoccupation with such daily 
trivia as whose goose bit 
whose cat — seems on one 
level to be just another Irish 
peasant comedy a la Synge & 
Co. 

Some even see it as a wicked 
parody of that tradition, but 
Zigler thinks something differ- 
ent is going on. “Its purpose is 


to explode an assumption and reveal 
the truth through comic means. My 
sense of what McDonagh is doing is 
utilizing our assumptions about 
lrishness, the Irish storytelling tradi- 
tion, and the Irish playwriting tradi- 
tion to make us think one thing is 
going on and then to flip that com- 
pletely and in a very modern way. 
There is this veneer of traditional 
Irishness, but underneath there is a 
modern darkness and a cynicism — 
which I love, but that’s just me.” 

How does McDonagh’s cynicism 
manifest itself? “In his constant 
employment of the common day-to- 
day cruelty of human interaction,” 
says Zigler. “There are moments in 
this play when you are devastated by 
how someone demonstrates a lack of 
compassion or just plain cruelty. | 
think that is what he is writing about 
in most of his plays. I think Beauty 
Queen is about the same thing and 
what the results of it are.” 

Zigler is referring to McDonagh’s 
most successful play to date, The 
Beauty Queen of Leenane, which 
recently finished a year-long, Tony- 
studded visit on Broadway after an 
equally successful run in London. It 
is the first play in McDonagh’s 





Connemara trilogy, which 
includes A Skull in Connemara and, 
currently playing on Broadway, The 
Lonesome West. At one point a cou- 
ple years ago, all three plays plus 
The Cripple of Inishmaan were play- 
ing in London’s West 
remarkable achievement for any 
playwright this side of Shakespeare. 
By most standards, McDonagh is a 
rank beginner — his professional 
debut came in February 1996 — but 
he is also the hottest contemporary 
dramatist in the English-speaking 


theater. That’s heady stuff for a not- | 
yet-30 playwright born and raised in | 
London by Irish working-class par- | 


ents. 


What accounts for McDonagh’s | 


meteoric rise? Is it simply the rage for 
all things Irish? Zigler finds in 
McDonagh a rarer virtue. “I think he 
is just a very good writer, and there 
are not very many new good writers. 
There is a quality of writing there that 
just doesn’t come along that often and 
that goes beyond the Irishness and 
beyond the bad-boy image that he has 
cultivated in his interviews. It goes to 
storytelling, character development, 
use of language, which very few peo- 
ple writing today are doing as well as 
he is.” #

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The wild world of Tom Ze 
BY JOSH KUN There’s a good chance 


you’ve never heard of Tom Zé. But let me 
assure you: if you’ve ever liked a little post- 
rock deconstruction with your Britney Spears, 
ever gotten goosebumps when Q-Bert crab- 
scratched a Steve Martin comedy record, ever 


nodded your head when Puffy 
recycled the Police or Led Zeppelin, 
then you're living in Zé-ville. 

The 62-year-old-Brazilian may 
not manhandle SP1200s or fiddle 
with sample loops (he prefers 
playing guitars, singing melodies, 
rubbing balloons against his teeth, 
and operating floor sanders), but 
he’s been advocating all varieties 
of musical theft, copying, and 
recombination as a means of cre- 
ating beautiful tune-stuffed pop 
songs since the late ’60s. Back 
then, he was part of tropicalismo 
or tropicalia, the short-lived but 
massively influential musical 
movement that flared up and fiz- 
zled out between 1967 and 1969 
as a response to Brazil’s military 
dictatorship. Zé conspired with 
Caetano Veloso, Gilberto Gil, Os 
Mutantes, and others to pummel 
Afro-Brazilian folk with halluci- 
natory psych-rock, embrace 
Carmen Miranda while drinking 
Coca-Cola, and pledge allegiance 
to Carnaval while butchering the 
national anthem on live TV 
(ahem, before Woodstock). It was 
all a riff on what the Brazilian 
modernist poet Oswald de 
Andrade called cultural cannibal- 
ism: devour all the First World 
pop you can find, grind it up with 
local teeth, then spit it up trans- 
formed. 

After he’d worked in relative 
international obscurity through- 
out the ’70s and ’80s, Zé’s career 
got blown a second wind from 
David Byrne’s Luaka Bop label. 
In 1990, Byrne released Brazil 
Classics 4: The Best of Tom Zé 
and then two solo albums of new 
goods: 1992’s The Hips of 
Tradition and last year’s inge- 
nious Fabrication Defect. The 
combined effect of Byrne’s cul- 
tural brokerage and Zé’s avant- 
pop vision pulled off the unex- 
pected: it introduced a new gen- 
eration of US musicians to a hero 
they never knew they had. 

See, for Zé, it’s all about what 
he’s tagged “the esthetics of pla- 
giarism.” He says we’re no longer 
living in the age of the composer 
but in “the plagi-combinator era,” 
an era of recycling and borrowing 
that has no need for origin myths 
and policed ownership. As a 
result, all of the songs on 
Fabrication Defect are based on 
stolen parts, the products of 
arrastao, a musical version of 
street robbery that Zé translates 
as “a type of ‘wilding’ with a pur- 
pose.” Zé’s wilding knows no 
bounds. He quotes everyone from 
St. Augustine to Tchaikovsky, 
Provengal troubadours to “the 
anonymous musicians who play 
in the Sao Paulo night.” 

No wonder he’s become a 
grandfather figure for new school 
cut-and-pasters and _ pastiche 
popsters like Tortoise, who are 
currently backing the Brazilian on 
a tour that comes to the Middle 
East this Tuesday. On Postmodern 
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Platos, a new EP of Fabrication 
remixes, the likes of Tortoise’s 
John McEntire, Sean Lennon, 
and High Llamas rob Zé of his 
robberies and plagiarize his pla- 
giarisms. Junglist Amon Tobin 
tries out a batucada breakbeat 
rush on_ his arrastdo’ of 
“Curiosidade” (“Curiosity”). 
High Llamas dissolve the same 
track into a pool of radio static, 
and Zé even shows up to play 
“drill” and “newspaper” on 
Lennon’s space-rock take on “O 
Olho do Lago” (“The Eye of the 
Lake”). 

Yet nothing on Postmodern 
Platos sounds as visionary and 
radical as Zé’s own songs, which 
are based not in bedroom four- 
tracks or studio sequencers but in 
the traditions buried in the rich 
past of his native northeastern 
Brazil. He talks about his home 
town of Irara the way Gabriel 
Garcia Marquez writes of 
Macondo, the kind of place that 
doesn’t need science fiction, 
where Portuguese colonists, 
mountain-dwelling Indians, Celts, 
and Arabs have all left their traces 
in fossils of syncretism and 
alchemical dust. All Zé (whom | 
spoke to through a translator over 
the phone from his home in 
Brazil) says he’s done is shown 
the rest of the world where the 
future began. 


Q: What do you think of the 
remixes? 

A: I was surprised by the lan- 
guage and the syntax that they 
produced. They do genetic engi- 
neering and obtain something like 
tomatoes with lettuce heads. 
Vegetable with fruit roots. My 
main interest is how they broke 
off from tradition, gave up this 
bipolarization between Brazilian 
and American languages, and 
dove into a musical discourse that 
became like a trip. Tortoise does 
what would be 4/4, which is the 
American language, and 2/4, 
which is the Brazilian language. 

Q: It's interesting you sound so 
surprised. For so many contempo- 
rary musicians, your music bears 
so many similarities to the way 
people are currently thinking about 
composition and production. 

A: There could be something to 
that. We here in Brazil are so poor 
that we could do something 
advanced not because we had the 
resources to do it but because of 
the soul and contradictory char- 
acteristic of poverty. Frank Zappa 
said that “necessity is the mother 
of invention.” 

Q: The remix album is called 
Postmodern Platos. Tropicalismo 
was based in modernism. Do you 
see yourself functioning in any 
way as a bridge between the two 
styles? 

A: That’s absolutely what I 
practice. Because all my roots are 
in my country’s folkloric music, 
which | still listen to, and I still

have friends who 
play it. | adopt the 
same ethics. But 
at the same time I 
studied in a mod- 
ern university 
where | learned 
the post-Schoen- 
berg technology 
of _ serialism, 
dodecaphonics, 
and | learned 
these things with- 
out having the 
least necessity of 
using them. And I 
can’t use them. 
That’s how I live, 
completely nour- 
ished by the past. 
I never have the 
pretension of 
making music of 
the future, only 
the eternal neces- 
sity of entertain- 
ing, of bringing 
joy, of combatting 
boredom, of not 
repeating what 
has already been 
done, and with 
the contradiction 
of saying that I 
plagiarize every- 
thing. 

Q: So is this 
part of the reason 
why you chose not 
to leave Brazil in 
the late ‘60s when 
some of your con- 
temporaries left? 

A: It is. I’m 
rooted in that stuff 
in the northeast of 
Brazil, which is 
something from 
the distant past. 
That business of 
being in touch with the past is very 
similar to what the youth today 
does. The young reject their par- 
ents to join their great grandpar- 
ents. For example, when John 
McEntire looked me up, he found 
his great grandfather, his Celtic 
and Arabian great grandfathers. 
They were transported to Brazil 
through the Iberian peninsula, 
through eight centuries of Arabian 
invasion and the practices of Celtic 
culture. | found it in the interior of 
Bahia, in Cubadl, which had been 
kept like an Egyptian mummy, and 
I found that culture in the mouths 
of the people. That was my most 
sophisticated university, and | met 
them when I was eight years old. 
It’s these great grandparents of 
McEntire and Sean Lennon that 
they found in me. It’s as if | were a 
representative of these ancient 
peoples. It’s a gift that God gave 
me. 

Q: Each song on Fabrication 
Defect is listed as a different 
“defect.” Am I correct in under- 
standing that you see “defects” as 
the ways that the Brazilian under- 
class avoid becoming colonized 
androids, slaves to First World 
industry? 

A: They were slaves but not 
satisfactory slaves because the 
best slave is the robot worker as 
manufactured by Germany and 
Russia. But those robots are more 
expensive than we are. So the 
First World prefers to keep these 
enormous populations as robots 
with great defects, because they 
dream, they love. Everybody 
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knows that thinking is a very dan- 
gerous defect in an android, 
because if you think a lot your 
brain will grow. So they have to 
feed us very badly because if we 
start thinking too much, then 
Jesus Christ or Fidel Castro 
would spring up all over the place. 
So the defects I was thinking 
about were the defects of thinking 
too much, loving too much, feel- 
ing too much, and curiosity. 

Q: What's the difference of the 
cultural cannibalism you prac- 
ticed in the 60s and the plagia- 
rism or “plagi-combination” you 
now advocate? 

A: That’s a very Brazilian ques- 
tion. When I was studying music 
at the university, | didn’t know 
international rock and roll. | did- 
n’t know Oswald de Andrade. | 
didn’t know anything about 
which tropicalismo was speaking, 
so in that sense I’m not even a 
tropicalista. As far as plagi-com- 
bination, I’m taking about older 
stuff like Bach copying a piece by 
Vivaldi, a piece that was in C 
major and he would do it in E-flat 
minor and sign his name to it as if 
he were the author. The word 
author first came to light in the 
18th century, in Amsterdam and 
Venice. It was derived from 
authority, and they said that for 
example the best minuet you 
could compose would be the one 
closest to the model that had 
come through the ages. 

Q: Then what's the difference 
between that era and the one 
you've been born into? 













COPY CAT: Zé says we’re no longer living in the age of the composer but in “the 
plagi-combinator era,” an era of recycling and borrowing that has no need for ori- 
gin myths and policed ownership. 


A: It seems that things are eter- 
nal but that’s not true. The dia- 
tonic scale has not even had 10 
centuries of life. Since Gregory 
the Fourth prohibited music, 
microtonal music, and established 
diatonic music, those seven notes 
of the diatonic scale have already 
been used in all of their possible 
combinations, all of the possibili- 
ties have already been taken. So 
anything we compose today is in 
some way just repeating what has 
already been done. A clever music 
student would look at it and see 
that it’s the same music of some 
other place. All I did was call 
attention to that. 

I’m not discovering anything. 
Normally, one is always plagiariz- 
ing. But nobody noticed that. | 
could transmit to the people of 
Boston a plagiarizing combina- 
tion and | would tell them that the 
coda of “Hey Jude” [sings it — 
da, da, da, da-da-da] would be 
ripe fruit for plagi-combination. 
Anybody who knows the tech- 
nique of inversion can take that 
part of “Hey Jude” and simply 
turn it into [sings it slower, with 
different tempo, daa, daa, daa-da- 
daaa] and nobody could identify 
it. | tried it with some very expe- 
rienced musicians here and they 
never notice that it’s “Hey Jude” 
inverted. | have music already 
composed for the next album, and 
I don’t care if someone does it the 
same way. If a composer there in 
Boston launches my ideas before | 
do, he can sue me for plagiarism 
if he wants.

sono’s 12-CD Rendez Vous series 
BY BANNING EYRE Record companies out to sell African music 


seem more interested in concept compilations than individual artists. 


Compilations are cheap, and they avoid the mess of managing musical 


careers. So we get Shanachie 
Records’ four-CD African 
Heartbeat set and Putumayo’s 
“odyssey” series, both of which 
reveal as much about the compilers 
as the compiled, especially since 
the producers are non-Africans 
aiming to please a_ particular 
foreign market. But the newest 
player in the game — Sono 
Africa’s 12-CD Rendez Vous 
series — tells a different story, one 
about the history of Africans 
selling African pop to Africans. 
Sono Africa (also’' known as 
Sonodisc) is the most powerful 
distributor of West and Central 
African music in the modern era. 
Based in Paris, it caters both to 
Africa and to sizable communities 
of African expatriates throughout 
Europe. The mind behind Rendez 
Vous is Senegalese producer 
Ibrahima (a/k/a Bailo) Sylla. Sylla 
has produced landmark crossover 
records for renowned African 
musicians, including Salif Keita 
and Baaba Maal, but his bread and 
butter has always been the home 
market. He has an uncanny sense 
of what will sell in Dakar, Bamako, 
Abidjan, and other African hubs. 








Rendez Vous’s 12 discs are lim- 
ited to Sylla productions and the 
contents of the Sonodisc vault. 
There is no music from north, east, 
or southern Africa because 
Sonodisc is not a player in those 
markets. Major artists are conspic- 
uous by their absence — what 
other compilation of Senegalese 
music would neglect Youssou 
N’Dour, who, as it happens, never 
worked with the Sylla/Sono cabal? 
Nevertheless, the series provides a 
revealing sample of local music 
tastes in west and central Africa. 
And its strengths and weaknesses 
help to explain why particular 
African styles have fared better or 
worse in the outside world. 

Take the Latin-tinged styles. 
Rendez Vous handles them in three 
volumes. African Salsa-Rumba is a 
fine history of African bands play- 
ing Latin sounds, especially rich 
for its classic material from Congo, 
Mali, and Guinea. The Latin influ- 
ence has done much to extend 
Afropop’s universality, especially 
in the Congo region, which has 
produced Africa’s biggest interna- 
tional sellers.

DJs discover Fela Kuti 
BY MICHAEL ENDELMAN In the summer of 1997, Nigerian 


musician, politician, and spiritual leader Fela Kuti was scheduled to appear 
in London for the first time in five years. I eagerly awaited that performance 


but it never materialized, since Fela 
died from AIDS-related compli- 
cations in early August. This past 
January | returned to London to 
find that Fela Kuti maintains a 
spectral presence over the city’s 
music scene. In his lifetime, he was 
popular among the world-music 
crowd for his iconoclastic vision, 
his fusion of traditional Yoruban 
music and 60s soul and funk laced 
with black-nationalist and anti- 
establishment lyrics that landed 
him in jail more than once. But 
since his death, his music has been 
adopted by the denizens of 
London’s vital club scene. There 
are discos where DJs spin Kuti 
grooves alongside the latest white- 
label house singles. “Shrine,” a 
Fela-inspired night at the Brixton 
club Fridge, borrows the name of 
his club/compound in Lagos. 
There’s even a handful of recent 
12-inch dance singles inspired by 
Kuti’s legacy. 

Hip-hop hoisted James Brown 
onto a pedestal in the ’80s through 
its voracious sampling of his back 
catalogue at a time when the 
Godfather had vanished from the 
music scene (he was in jail, 








remember?). DJs are now doing 
something similar with Fela, name- 
ly sampling his seminal ’70s work, 
producing tribute albums dedicat- 
ed to his memory, and forging a 
new market for reissues of his 
seminal albums. 

It’s somewhat troubling that 
whereas many of the hip-hop acts 
who dug into Brown’s bag of 
rhythmic goodies upheld his legacy 
of black nationalism, most elec- 
tronic dudes seem gleefully igno- 
rant of Kuti’s agit-pop roots. 
Recently in Spin, the French house 
duo Cassius referred to one of 
their tracks as “a tribute to Fela’s 
hypnotic and sexy rhythms. He 
was ever-ready to smoke a joint, 
ever-ready to have sex.” Kuti did 
campaign to legalize “natural 
grass,” and at one point he was 
married to 28 women at once. But 
to distill his stormy career into 
these essences — sex, weed, hyp- 
notic grooves — is a hedonist’s 
simplification. 

On their new 12-inch, “A Tribute 
to Fela” (MAW), the Nuyorican 
duo Masters at Work shift the focus 
back to Kuti’s political roots. The 
track “MAW Expensive,” a remake 











concentrates on the modern music 
of Kinshasa (the Congolese capi- 
tal), whereas Soukous Paris sam- 
ples European productions of the 
Congo sound. The Kinshasa mate- 
rial is quirkier and more fun, the 
Paris tracks are more polished; 
both volumes show a ravenous 
appetite for technology in the form 
of drum machines and synthesiz- 
ers. High-tech Congo dance music 
sold big during the 1970s and 
*80s, but to listen to all three CDs 
is to understand why the Congo 
sound is now in decline. It sacri- 
ficed much of its warmth to 
become something wild and frothy 
but ultimately disposable. 

The Mali, Guinea, and Senegal 
compilations offer more enduring 
music. Superstars Baaba Maal and 
Salif Keita rate just a single track 
each, but these CDs greatly enlarge 
our view of the locales that pro- 
duced such outstanding talent. 
Blending acoustic and _ electric 
instruments has become a trend in 
contemporary Afropop. The tracks 
here by artists like Sekouba 
Bambino Diabate (Guinea) and 
Kasse Mady (Mali) probably paved 
the way for that development. The

of Kuti’s “Expensive Shit,” 
recounts the efforts of police to 
recover drugs from Fela’s feces. 
And the B-side, “ZOE,” a cover of 
Kuti’s “Zombie,” ridicules the 
Nigerian military. Although both 
tracks are influenced by contempo- 
rary house techniques — a touch 
of echo here, some frequency 
tweaking there — neither is a radi- 
cal departure from the tight 
grooves of the originals. 

DJ culture has also touched 
Fela’s son, Femi Kuti, an Afrobeat 
recording artist in his own right. 
The double 12-inch “Beng Beng 
Beng,” which followed Femi’s lat- 
est Afropop CD, Shoki Shoki 
(Barclay/Polydor France), features 
a slew of remixes by London 
house-music producers Ashley 
Beedle and Mateo & Matos that 
bring out the hidden rhythms of 
the originals without losing the 
crucial Afropop nuances. 

Beedle himself includes a tiny 
inscription on the back cover of 
his latest album, Future Juju 
(Black Jazz Chronicles), “dedicat- 
ed to the memory of Fela 
Anikupalo Kuti, may his rebel 
spirit flow on and on.” Although

The Céte d'Ivoire compilation 
proves unexpectedly rewarding. 
Many West African stars record in 
the cosmopolitan Ivoirean capital, 
Abidjan, but no Ivoirean artist has 
yet earned much of an internation- 


the album has only a few of the 
pumping four-on-the-floor 
grooves that are associated with 
Afrobeat, it lies closest to the rad- 
ical spirit of Fela’s music. Future 
Juju is a tribute to the rebellious 
rhythms of the entire African dias- 
pora, from the second-line funk of 
“New Orleans” to the minimalist 
Detroit techno of “Alien Waters.” 
In “Ancient Future,” a chorus of 
drums and bells fights to be heard 
over encroaching analog keyboard 
swaths until a single tenor saxo- 
phone sounds in the distance, 
coming closer and closer, and its 
fiery intensity overpowers the 
heavy rhythm clash below it.

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SALIF KEITA: one of Ibrahima Sylla’s

African Queens is 
peculiarly flat and 
disappointing given

Which brings us 
back to where we 
started. As useful 
as it is to have the 
complexities of 
African pop boiled 
down to handy 
concepts, the artists who make the 
music tend to get lost in the shuf- 
fle. The scant notes in the Rendez 
Vous series (all in French) focus on 
styles and trends and on Sylla’s 
production brilliance, revealing lit- 
tle about the musicians. Most of 
these artists signed away their 
rights to this material the day they 
recorded it, so even if one of these 
volumes sells big, they won't prof- 
it. But the sad truth is that a slot on 
one of these compilations may stiil 
represent the best publicity avail- 
able~to the yet-to-be-discovered 
African musician. B 








a party thrown by Fela himself. 

If there’s an explanation to be 
found for dance music’s recent 
interest in Fela (and Afropop in 
general), it probably has something 
to do with a midlife crisis of sorts 
that has DJs reaching back to 
uncover the roots of communal 
dance music. In his legendary per- 
formances — spectacles, really — 
Fela was known to extend his 
already lengthy songs to half-hour 
or hour-long jams, inspiring the 
sort of ecstatic dancing and wor- 
ship that present-day DJs dream 
about. Remixing him has reinvigo- 
rated dance music. And if it hasn’t 
necessarily helped further his polit- 
ical agenda, well, maybe that 
would be asking too much. After 
all, the complex struggles of post-

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SHERYL CROW: 
POP CRAFTWOMAN 


Pure pop craftsmanship may not have 
the outward emotional trappings of, 
say, punk or the blues, but sometimes 
— as in the Sheryl Crow/Semisonic 
show a week ago Tuesday at the 
Orpheum it offers its own kind of 
catharsis. The reassurances of familiar 
verse/chorus structures, the deploy- 
ment of the perfect bridge, the right 
chord, and those all-important hooks, 
can take you to the same place as a 
two-chord punk-rave up — and leave 
you surprised when you get there. 

Openers Semisonic compose 
romantic pop so sweet it almost makes 
your teeth ache — but the band’s dra- 
matic structures, and their chord 
changes, resist predictability. Vocal 
harmonies, keyboard fills, long-arch- 
ing melodies, and Dan Wilson's 
unabashed delivery keep the music 
fresh. Semisonic played enthusiasti- 
cally to the skeptical hundred or so 
early arrivals, and by the last tune, the 
hit “Closing Time,” they demanded 
and got a full-house standing sing- 
along. 

Crow has sometimes been attacked 
as a poor man’s Bonnie Raitt. But if 
Raitt at heart is a blueswoman, Crow’s 
a folk-and-blues rocker, a bar-band 
jammer with class. Before the show, 
when the soundman told me about 
Crow’s heavy touring schedule (40 
dates in eight weeks, two weeks off, 
two weeks in Europe with the Rolling 
Stones, then Lilith Fair), | made a 
comment about vocal strain. “She 
always writes in her range,” he 
assured me. 

Sure enough, Crow pushed her 
voice maybe three times all night. But 
the songs were there. The live perfor- 
mances tended to smooth over the 
pleasantly bumpy arrangements of her 
first A&M album, Tuesday Night 
Music Club. “Leaving Las Vegas” — 
even with a hum-along backing cho- 
rus — was perfunctory rather than 
acute. The lovely melody line of 
“Strong Enough” was little more than 
a memory. But “All | Wanna Do” — 
despite its detailed narrative — was a 
proud, cracked anthem that favored 
hook over storyline. 

Crow’s later songs were even crafti- 
er in their verse-set-up and chorus- 
release. “My Favorite Mistake” walked 
on the resilient spine of a slightly sin- 
ister guitar riff until it found its way to 
chorus/bridge and a release into an 
expansive piano solo. “It Don’t Hurt” 
worked its way gradually to the big 
rock-guitar finish. In the modal scales 
of “Riverwide” — the guitars and 
“Within You Without You” strings — 
Appalachia met India. 

Crow filled out her band with occa- 
sional cello and violin. On the coun- 
try-flavored tunes, guitarist Jeff Trott 
created pedal-steel effects with a slide. 
It was a generous show — nearly two 
hours, with no dead spots. When 
Semisonic returned to join Crow on 
the final encores — the standards 
“Drift Away” and George Harrison's 
“What Is Life” — the rock-and-roll 
revival-meeting effect was complete.

R. KELLY & CO.: 
SCHMOOVE 
GROOVES 


“I know y’all women love us men,” R. 
Kelly shouted midway through his set 
last Friday night at the FleetCenter, 
“but you get tired of the bullshit!” And 
his mostly female constituency 
shrieked in wholehearted approval. 
But when the man is R. Kelly, king of 
bump-and-grind R&B, sometimes the 
bullshit is the best part. This is a guy 
who turns a standard crotch grab into 
a Hendrix solo — he grips, he teases, 
he roots around elbow-deep in his 
leather pants like a man who can’t find 
his keys. It’s a wonder to behold. 
There were times at Friday's perfor- 
mance when the special effects (like 
the hoky playas-in-space short that 








opened the show) threatened to over- 
whelm everything else. And Kelly's 
attempts at straight rap tanked — 
songs like “Home Alone” are 
sub—Jermaine Dupri doo-doo on 
record, and they didn’t come off much 
better live. It wasn’t really hip-hop’s 
night, anyway — Busta Rhymes had 
already dropped off the Cuervo-spon- 
sored revue-style tour, griping about 
production values, and opener Nas’s 
half-hour set, like his new album, was 
a patchy Big Willie snooze. 

But though Kelly will never be Jay- 
Z, he kicks his slow jams with a rap- 
per’s earthy charisma. His sex songs 
are glossy fantasies tempered with 
plenty of real-world physicality, sweat, 
and laughs. He punctuates these num- 
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instrument happens to be her voice. 
And she flaunted her jazz credentials a 
week ago Wednesday at the 
Regattabar with pianist Bruce Barth, 
guitarist Mick Goodrick, drummer 
Victor Lewis, and bassist Ed Howard 
(replacing Home's Dave Holland). 
Eade’s first RCA album, 1997's 
When the Wind Was Cool, showcased 
her abilities as an interpreter of songs 
associated with 50s chanteuses Chris 
Connor and June Christy.

Now she has returned to 
the more personal approach of earlier 
Accurate label albums. Most welcome 
is the return of her soloing.

bers with soliloquies on booty size and 
the virtues of feet “with nice toenails, 
not them corns and shit”; he vents a 
libido too huge for the confines of a 
monogamous relationship, cops to 
doggish behavior with sorrowful sin- 
cerity, and makes pre-coital noshing at 
the IHOP sound like the schmoovest 
move possible. Even when the songs 
ran together, upstaged by goofy 
Jumbotron backdrops, Kelly was mag- 
netic, a chrome-domed superman 
lover getting over on wit, passion, and 
ball-handling skills. 

For the exquisite “One Man,” a 
highlight of his exhausting double 
album R (Jive/MCA), Kelly and his 
band sat on the steps of the two-tiered 
stage like doo-woppers on a stoop, 
stripping the song to just guitar, voice, 
and rimshots and achieving an intima- 
cy remarkable in the cavernous Fleet. 
The night’s other highlight was less 
understated; during “Half on a Baby,” 
swathed in stage fog and silk, a rhine- 
stone-masked Kelly simulated extinc- 
tion-level-event boot-knockin’ with a 
tearful (but suspiciously game) female 
audience member on a giant Claes

terity of an instrumentalist combined 
with the dark warmth of the human 
voice. Her Long Way Home duet with 
bassist Holland on “Two for the 
Road” is a true meeting of equals. 

Composer Eade pens strong 
melodies and lyrics that display the 
classic values of great American song- 
writing without sounding old-fash- 
ioned. For instance, “Rounding the 
Bend” has a knowing irony about 
heartache and a poetic use of 
metaphor and imagery that make it 
refreshingly witty and not at all self- 
serious. And she rounds out her 
repertoire by selecting fresh material 
to cover, dusting off neglected gems 
like Frank Loesser’s country ballad 
“Have I Stayed Away Too Long” and 
Ornette Coleman’s “All My Life” on 
Long Way Home. 

All of Eade’s virtues were writ large 
at the Regattabar, where most of the 
material she performed was from the 
new album. There was an especially 
sad and anxious catch in her voice on 
“Have I Stayed Away Too Long,” and 
the band bounded through “Rounding 
the Bend,” with Lewis turning in a 
driving tom-tom and snare solo. Barth 
and Lewis were especially tight on 
“Hans Christian Andersen,” exchang- 
ing phrases in conversational inter- 
play. But the highlight of the set was 
an ultra-obscure Matt Dennis ballad 
called “It Wasn't the Stars” that fea- 
tured a ravishing free-form introduc- 
tion by Eade and Goodrick. Once 
again, it was Eade’s ability to surprise 
and delight that paid off the most.

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Robbie Williams lands in America 


BY MATT ASHARE Act One: “History Lessens.” 


Enter 


Robbie Williams. The 25-year old former teen-beat hitmaker 
is the hottest British pop export since the Spice Girls and 


Teletubbies. His story reads like a too- 
perfect VH-1 “Behind the Music” script — 
the meteoric rise to fame as a member of 
new chaps on the block Take That, 
followed in rapid succession by an 
embarrassing and _ all-too-public (in 
England, that is) drug- and alcohol-fueled 
fall from grace, and the redemption of a 
solo career. 

Most of that drama unfolds without cre- 
ating more than a ripple or two on this side 
of the pond. Take That have only one big 
American hit (and how many people really 
remember “Back for Good”?), so in the 
wake of Williams’s acrimonious departure 
from the group we really don’t get to revel 
in the in-depth tabloid coverage of his 
drunken exploits. He then releases two 
immensely popular solo albums (’97’s Life 
thru a Lens and ’98’s I’ve Been Expecting 
You) that don’t even come out in the US. 
He’s become one of those uniquely British 
phenoms that we Americans have devel- 
oped a certain wariness of, mainly because 
so few ever live up to the advance hype. His 
boy-band history only heightens our suspi- 
cions, though it’s becoming increasingly 
clear that if we persist in holding the past 
conduct of elected officials and entertain- 
ers up to a microscope, we’re not going be 
left with any decent pop stars or presidents. 

Act Two: “The Ego Trip.” Having con- 
quered England and those parts of Europe 
not currently under NATO attack, Williams 
sets his sights on America. Capitol 
Records, home to the Beatles catalogue, 
sets the stage for yet another British inva- 
sion. Magazine features heralding the 
grand return of the bona fide pop star are 
procured well in advance. A single with a 
shamelessly timely theme — “Millennium” 
— is chosen. The best 14 tracks from 
Williams’s two British albums are compiled 
on one CD — The Ego Has Landed — 
that’s set for a May 4 release. 

Sure, this is calculated pop (and so was 
Elton John’s Goodbye Yellow Brick Road, 
David Bowie’s Ziggy Stardust and the 
Spiders from Mars, and U2’s Achtung 
Baby!). But it bears little resemblance to 
Take That. There are sturdy rock anthems 
with powerful guitars that bring to mind 
the melodicism of the Beatles (“Lazy 
Days”) and the bravado of the early Who 
(“Let Me Entertain You”), like Oasis only, 
well, likable. There are reflective piano- 





laced rock ballads (“Angels” and “She’s the 
One”) on which Williams comes across a 
lot more like the second coming of Elton 
John than Ben Folds does — unironically 
corny yet somehow endearing because he 
actually sounds as if he meant the words 
he’s singing. There’s wry, self-depreciating 
humor in one of the album’s best tracks, 
the comfortably strummed confessional 
“Strong,” which opens with this verse: 
“Early morning when I wake up/I look like 
Kiss but without the make-up/And that’s a 
good line to take it to the bridge.” And then 
there’s the vaguely hip-hop beat and the 
John Barry James Bond sample of 
“Millennium,” a song that may be a bit too 
self-consciously here and now but still has 
a great hook. 

Act Three: “Paradise Found.” It’s Friday 
night. John (no relation) Williams’s Star 
Wars theme blasts into the biggest capacity 
crowd the Paradise Rock Club has seen 
since Cheap Trick as Robbie’s band take 
their places on a darkened stage. Flanked 
by two guitarists, the Ego lands to screams 
and applause and launches into one of 
those songs that was written for moments 
like this: “Let Me Entertain You.” Although 
the album hit stores only four days ago, 
everyone already knows all the words, and 
in a nifty little pomo twist, the audience 
ends up shouting choruses of “Let me 
entertain you” at the delighted entertainer. 

One cynic in the balcony with notebook 
in hand searches for fissures in the singer’s 
feel-good fagade as he raps his way 
through an amusing cover of the Eminem 
hit “My Name Is.” Williams mugs and ban- 
ters too much, and his voice isn’t as on the 
money as the CD would suggest, but he’s 
creating a pop spectacle with songs good 
enough for Pet Shop Boy Neil Tennant to 
endorse (The Ego Has Landed’s “No 
Regrets” features Tennant). It’s a little like 
seeing Alanis Morissette at the Paradise on 
the’ first leg of her Jagged Little Pill tour, 
only this is fun. Williams covers “Should | 
Stay or Should I Go” by the Clash and 
ends the show woo-hooing with Blur’s 
“Song 2.”

The Ray Corvair Trio, 
and Boston in New Orleans 


There’s a great scene in the 1987 cult film Back to the Beach 
where Frankie Avalon and Annette Funicello return to their 
old surfing haunts in Malibu and revisit the beachfront club 


where they first met. And who would hap- 
pen to be playing at that club? Dick Dale, 
of course, with a sign out front that reads, 
“Held Over — 25th Year.” 

One can imagine something similar hap- 
pening in another decade at the Plough & 
Stars in Cambridge, where the Ray Corvair 
Trio have maintained a Sunday-night resi- 
dency for the past four and a half years, 
appearing nearly every weekend that they 
haven't been on tour. They will, however, 
be moving across town to Jamaica Plain’s 
Milky Way for their CD-release party this 
Friday, May 14. 

The Trio are a classic example of a fun 
side project that took on a life of its own. It 
all started when guitarist Chris Dyas and 
bassist Pete Sutton were looking for a way 
to kill some time after the 
break-up of their respec- 
tive bands (Orangutang 
and the Barnies). 
Eventually, Dyas, Sutton, 
and Ray Corvair drum- 
mer Nick White would 
double as three-quarters 
of the band Trona. But 
before that they were 
already getting their kicks 
as an instrumental trio, 
playing Link Wray numbers and surf tunes 
— anything that didn’t involve learning 
lyrics or rehearsing a singer. With 
singer/guitarist Mary Ellen Leahy having 
departed last year, Trona’s future seems 
uncertain. But Ray Corvair are doing just 
fine. On New Year’s Eve they played their 
highest-profile gig ever — opening for 
Acrosmith at the Fleet Center. And their 
first album, You Think You're Going To Live 
Forever (self-released), is finally done. The 
fun side project, it seems, has outstripped 
the serious band. 

“It’s bizarre,” Dyas admits, “but I’m not 
questioning it. We worked so hard to do 
well with Trona, and sure, we had our suc- 
cesses, but we were trying to go further. 
But with Ray we put in no effort at all. It’s 
a different experience, and that’s what peo- 
ple like about it. It’s not a 45-minute bar- 
rage. | can’t stress how much playing three 
or four sets a night has taught me about 
simple things like volume. You don’t need 
to be that loud, and I know that makes me 
sound like an old fart. A lot of our fans 
weren't Trona fans, just people that hang 
out at the Plough. I believe they’re called 
alcoholics.” 

“We're a backlash against all the fuckin’ 
bad music out there,” the ever-succinct 
Sutton explains in a separate conversation. 
“People are ready for some fun. And that’s 
one of our beliefs: never learn a song that’s 
too difficult. Our litmus test for a new song 
is to play it during all three sets in a night. 
If it doesn’t sound good by the end, then 
screw it.” 

The bandmembers are the first to admit 
that they owed a lot of their initial success 
to Pulp Fiction. No sooner did Quentin 
Tarantino stick Dick Dale’s “Miserlou” on 
that film’s soundtrack than surf music 
became a retro fad of sorts. Ray Corvair 
were smart enough to learn a bunch of surf 
tunes when they saw it happening, but at 
heart they’ve got more of a film-noir sensi- 
bility. That’s evident on their CD, which is 
slanted toward reverb-drenched, suspense- 
ridden instrumentals in the vein of Link 
Wray’s “Rumble” or John Barry's James 
Bond soundtracks. Dyas plays more rip- 
ping solos than he did in Trona or 
Orangutang (where he was never the sole 
guitarist), but even without the vocals, Ray 
Corvair are no less of a song-driven band. 
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Even the pair of Ventures homages throw 
in some offbeat-minor-chord changes. 

“I’m proud to say we don’t pander,” 
offers Sutton. “We don’t play ‘Walk Don’t 
Run’ or ‘Hawaii Five-O’ or ‘Wipe-Out.’ 
When people request those, | give them my 
stock answer, which is, “Those songs are 
way too hard for us.’ And they actually 
believe me. So that just shuts them up with- 
out making me sound facetious or didactic. 
Which I really am, of course.” 

Dyas adds that the band found their 
niche after realizing they couldn’t compete 
with the more faithful surf bands in town. 
“We did a track for the Tube compilation a 
few years ago, and we were planning to 
make it sound as old-fashioned as possible. 
But the band in before us was the Fathoms. 
They played their song and 
it sounded exactly like it 
had been recorded in 1962 
— everything was perfect, 
it was the real deal. | real- 
ized we could never do it 
as well as they did, so 
that’s when we decided to 
go more for the sound- 
track thing. I started doing 
things like overdubbing 
and studio tricks, which 
are against the rules.” 

Lately, Dyas has been involved in a dif- 
ferent sort of soundtrack: over the last six 
months he’s been in the studio with the 
Blue Man Group, who'll be releasing their 
first album in the fall. The connection came 
through drummer Todd Perlmutter, Dyas’s 
old Orangutang bandmate, who’s the 
album’s producer. 

“It’s full of tracks with drums and crazy 
sounds,” Dyas reveals. “I went down there 
to play some electric zither and do arrange- 
ments, and it turned into this sprawling 
project that laid waste to my life for about 
six months.” 

Meanwhile, Trona are on indefinite hold. 
The band went into limbo when Mary Ellen 
Leahy left, just as the song “Johnny Quick” 
became a local hit. And Dyas’s Blue Man 
commitments kept them from moving for- 
ward with Trona anyway, as had originally 
been planned and reported. Now they fecl 
less inclined to keep the name when their 
next vocal-oriented band gets off the 
ground. 

“I’m doubting it will be called Trona,” 
says Sutton. “I don’t want people coming 
to our shows and saying, “The old version 
was better, this band sucks.’ I’d rather they 
just say, ‘This band sucks.’ ” 


BOSTON DOES JAZZFEST. The past 
few weeks saw music lovers of all stripes 
descend on New Orleans for the annual 
Jazz & Heritage Festival, and it’s no sur- 
prise that there were a few handfuls of 
Bostonians in the crowd. It’s usually 
impossible for an unsigned out-of-town 
band to get a gig in the Crescent City dur- 
ing Jazzfest, but this year turned out to be 
an exception for Boston artists. New 
Orleans now has its own music conference, 
LMNOP, which falls between the two 
Jazzfest weekends, and Boston was well 
represented, with songwriters Mary 
Gauthier and Jess Klein performing at an 
acoustic showcase at the Kerry Pub, a small 
Irish bar in the French Quarter. 

Also representing Boston, Slide played a 
showcase gig at Checkpoint Charlie — the 
first music club I’ve ever seen that doubles 
as an all-night laundromat, complete with 
vintage Centipede and Ms. Pac-Man 
machines. Later, Slide keyboardist Suzi 
Lee realized a dream when she got to sit in

Airplane Man, were one of the few visiting 
bands to play a showcase at the Louisiana 
Music Factory, a French Quarter record 
store where the music ran pretty much con- 
tinuously — and the two Cambridge 
women had an easier time fitting onto the 
small stage than the nine-piece Rebirth 
Brass Band did the following day. 

Crescent City rockers Dash Rip Rock 
offered their own salute to Boston rock 
with a set at the Jazzfest fairgrounds that 
featured two well-chosen covers — the 
Flies/Titanics tune “All Hung Up” and the 
Dogmatics’ rocker “Pussywhipped.” Dash 
frontman Bill Davis then namechecked all 
the Bostonians he’d run into. 

There are far too many reasons to love 
the Jazzfest, whether it’s septuagenarian 
blues guitarist Snooks Eaglin accompa- 
nying the sound of dropping pins at the 
Rock’n’Bowl or the Continental Drifters 
playing a massive five- 
hour club set at the 
Howlin’ Wolf (with

Pastilla’s bilingo rock 


If you listen to “Bi” on Vox Electra — the new album from cute-and- 


snide LA alterna-rockeros Pastilla — with your speaker balance set in 


the middle, you’re bombarded with a linguistic mess. Verses in Spanish 


and English fly past each other. You 
can make out a “when I’m alone” 
here and a “cierra tus ojos” (“close 
your eyes”) there, but it’s hard to 
follow the individual threads for 
long. They form a sort of word- 
twisted audio helix. You trace one 
trail only to find yourself headed 
down another. 

“Bi” unravels 
like a first-gen- 
eration immi- 
grant’s brain 
juggling two lan- 
guages at once, 
then speaking 
them both at the 
same time. Its 
lexicon is like a 
Spanglish that 
won't congeal — not some code- 
switching Cypress Hillian “Latin 
Lingo” hybrid, but two different 
languages clashing against each 
other, fighting for audibility. 

Adjust the balance to one mono- 
linguistic side or the other, though, 
and the picture’gets clearer. Pastilla

have mixed “Bi” with two separate 
and diverging vocal tracks panned 
to opposite sides — English on the 
right, Spanish on the left. And 
though they’ve never been a political 
band in the “free Mumia” sense, the 
result feels political, especially when 
Vox Electra is available courtesy of 
BMG’s US Latin branch and not 
on, say, BMG 
Mexico. Pastilla 
offer US listeners 
the very bilingual 
choice that 
English-only 
bum’s rushes like 
California State 
Proposition 227 
have shut down.

pear entirely, and you realize that 
you're listening to two different 
songs. 

When I interviewed Pastilla 
frontman Victor Monroy a few 
years ago, we talked about how 
important he felt it was, since he 
grew up in Mexico City and landed 
in Pomona when he was 13, to sing 
in Spanish. He stressed that if he 
made it onto radio station Live 105 
or KROQ, it would be with a song 
in Spanish. But when I brought up 
the possibility of doing a bi-lingual 
record or taking the road most 
notoriously traveled by the Voodoo 
Glow Skulls, recording English 
and Spanish versions of the same 
album (which Colombian it-girl 
Shakira is about to do with her 
Sony Discos album Donde Estan 
los Ladrones), he winced. “It’s 
either apples or oranges,” he said. 
“You're either gonna take a shit or 
you're gonna piss.” 

It’s a logic that both US and

Nihilistic Soasm Band and Clusone 3 


“When you eliminate the scale, the key, the repertoire, the 
category, the traditional rules, and even the breaking of the 
rules, what is left?” Bassist Hugh McIntyre wrote that in the 


liner notes to the Nihilist 
Spasm_ Band’s _ second 
album, 20 years ago. His 
answer: “We can only rely 
on each other.” The veteran 
improv group’s new album 
is called Every Monday 
Night (Alchemy), a_ refer- 
ence to when the band play. 
That would be every 
Monday night for the last 
33 years, generally in their 
home town of London, 
Ontario, whether an audi- 
ence shows up or not 
(They’ve played in the US 
fewer than half a dozen 
times.) The NSB’s idea of 
“free improvisation” basi- 





cally means “making a huge RACKET CLUB: the Nihilistic Spasm Band play 
racket”: they build most of whatever they like. 


their instruments them- 
selves, most famously Art 
Pratten’s modified violin, the “Pratt-a-vari- 
ous.” Last month, they hosted the second 
annual No Music Festival in their home 
town, with improvisers from England, 
Canada, Japan, and the States making all 
kinds of rackets together and individually. 
They’ve remained consistent in membership 
and style over the years — six of the eight 
original members are still in the group. Yet 
they've made only a handful of albums in 
that time 

There’s one notable exception to their 
absence of a repertoire: whereas most of the 
Nihilist Spasm Band play whatever they feel 
like, their songs have formalized lyrics 
intoned by Bill Exley in his stentorian school- 
teacher’s voice. (After the words are done 
and the rest of the band are still going on, 
Exley tends to join in by banging on a cook- 
ing pot.) “I dreamed I 
was living in paradise,” 
he cries on the new 
album, “But awoke from 
my dream at sunrise/To 
discover I was still in 
London, Ontario!” 
Elsewhere, he commands 
anyone who thinks the 
band are too loud to 
“break the filters from 
your smokes and stick them in your ears,” 
reads a list of cities in Newfoundland, and 
grunts wordlessly through “Slow Dance.” 

As McIntyre suggests, collective musician- 
ship is everything to the Nihilists: for a band 
who tend to sound like a herd of warring bull 
elephants and eschew melody and rhythm 
altogether, they’re remarkably sensitive to 
one another’s playing, underscoring their fel- 
low members or stepping back from the 
spotlight as the moment demands it. And 
they work in tandem with Exley’s wry decla- 
mations, playing along with the sense and 
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ORNITHOLOGISTS: the Clusone 3 pay tribute to 


the feathered originators of song-based improvisation. 





sound of the words. 

Over on the other side of the world, in 
Amsterdam, the extraordinary Clusone 3, 
who broke up last year after 10 years 
together, had a far more combative group 
dynamic and a very different approach to 
integrating “repertoire” with free improvi- 
sation. Clarinettist/saxophonist Michael 
Moore, cellist Ernst Reijseger (who often 
strums his instrument sideways, like a gui- 
tar), and hyperactive drummer Han 
Bennink started off as a pure improv group 
but found they had more fun if they took 
Tin Pan Alley and other standards to use as 
touchpoints. Their working method was 
essentially, “You want to play that song? 
Go ahead, but I’m going to play this one 
until one of us wins.” In their long, contin- 
uous sets, they’d improvise their way into 
the first theme they could 
all agree on, then twist it 
inside out, unravel it into 
sputters of free sound, and 
gradually coalesce into 
another tune. Combined 
with Bennink’s habit of 
wandering around the 
stage, playing anything or 
anyone within reach of his 
sticks, lighting fires inside 
his hi-hat (which produced good smoke 
rings), and occasionally attempting to sing 
a line or two, it made for deliriously wild, 
unpredictable performances. 

Their new, posthumous studio album, 
Rara Avis (Hatology), offers 14 songs with 
birds in their names, most of them American- 
popular-song standards of one stripe or 
another — “Skylark,” “When the Red, Red 
Robin Comes Bob, Bob, Bobbin’ Along” — 
but some not, like Saint-Saéns’s cello staple 
“Le cygne” (“The Swan”) and Steve Lacy’s 
way-out-there “Duck,” for which all three of 
them approximate duck calls. It’s less 
chaotic’than their live appearances (and 
their two marvelous live albums, Love 
Henry and I Am an Indian, on 
Gramavision/Rykodisc); _ still, you 
couldn’t mistake it for traditional jazz, 
even though Moore, the most sincere 
melodist of the three, gets off some 
gorgeously lyrical lines. It’s also got 
one great conceptual twist. The 
Clusones practiced for the album by 
learning some songs and motifs from 
the species that inspired the album’s 
repertoire. You can hear the band 
quoting and adapting these birds 
throughout the disc. It makes Rara 
Avis’s repertoire more than a novelty 
the album becomes a tribute to the 
feathered originators of song-based 
improvisation, and the tunes they’ve 
always sung. &

predictable, polluted by a glut of 
styles, titillating in small doses. The 
short of it: Gibbs comes off like a 
cipher on his first major-label disc. 
29 over Me is a spinning FM dial 
spewing out bits of alterna-pop and 
classic rock, hitting and missing its 
marks with equal mediocrity. The 
one-time Modem English hireling 
is an adept studio rocker, however; 
his work is competent if not com- 
pelling. When nonchalant (“House 
in a Bottle), he’s Jeff Lynne bevel- 
ing a another multitracked jewel. 
When he’s blue (“29 over Me”), it’s 
more like Robert Forster crooning 
a Grant McLennan tune. Both 
have their catchy sides, so | fore- 
see “Animals Criminals” grabbing 
the “Sex and Candy” crowd, or at 
least being segued into “Closing 
Time.” After all, Gibbs is an impres- 
sive shape shifter. And he sounds 
more natural copping Jagger's 
“Fool To Cry’ falsetto than Michael 
Stipe did on that Monster tune.

*** Natacha Atlas, GEDIDA 
(Mantra/Beggars Banquet). 
Someday, perhaps, the lady's 
handlers in Transglobal 
Underground will again release 
an entire Atlas CD as eloquent as 
Diaspora. On her third album, 
however, as on last year’s Halim, 
one needs accept a whole lot of 
songs Arabicized and trip-hopped 
in search of the one or two that 
allow Atlas to be what she really 
is: the decade's lushest and most 
persuasive singer of exotic, 
romantic dream pop. 

On Halim, that song was 
“Agib,” the last of 12 tracks. This 
time the high drama comes first: 
her version of Francoise Hardy's 
“Mon amie la rose” — in which 
Atlas's olive-garden French meets 
the most fragrantly Arabic shaabi 
beat imaginable, expressing all 
the grace in Hardy's lyric of love 
and death, the short-lived intensi- 


ty of the first leading to the unre- 
quited sad permanence of the 
second. Atlas touches the ecstatic 
summit, but though Gedida offers 
other moments of symphony-and- 
Cairo-talk elevation — “Bahiam,” 
“Ezzay,” “The Righteous Path,” 
and especially “Bastet” (a clever 
blend of shaabi and rap) — none 
reaches the heights of “Mon 
amie.” Gedida is less disfigured 
by tricked-up rhythms and cos- 
tume-drama Arabism than Halim, 
but too much of it lacks the fragile 
music and vocal vulnerability that 
made Diaspora an album to love.

*x* Simon Says, JUMP START 
(Hollywood). The culture facto- 
ry’s synergism is admirable, if 
obvious. Just as teen films are 
massing for spring and summer 
multiplex campaigns, support 
troops (the music Marines?) are 
at the ready. With producers Rob 
Cavallo (Green Day) and Mark 
Needham (Cake) as generals, 
Sacramento's Simon Says deploy 
martial rhythms and adrenalized 
riffage as representatives of the 
uniformity of the new teen order. 
Jagged and nimble one moment 
(“Ship Jumper,” “Life Jacket”), 
massive and behemoth the next 
(“Sever,” “Nucleus”), the young 
quartet are notable for bringing 
the battle to a new flank — in lieu 
of established festivals (Warped 
Tour, Ozzfest, et a/.), Simon Says 
previewed their debut’s April 20 
release with a tour of West Coast 
high schools, taking their aggres- 
sive sonics straight to the con- 
verted. It might pay off, as the 
next part of the band’s tour of 
duty includes special ESPN 
shows. First the kids, then the 
jocks — grab them by their balls 
and their hearts and minds will 
follow.

**1/2 Stephen Prina, PUSH 
COMES TO LOVE (Drag City). 
An LA conceptual artist and a 
member of the current Red 
Krayola line-up, Stephen Prina 
spends most of his solo debut 
playing intriguing word games. 
“Cums for, cums to/That's where 
he came/My modest, one-room 
home/He pushed it in/And then he 
pulled it ouch,” he sings on “Cums 
for Shove,” the disc’s opening 
track. It’s a punning narrative frag- 
ment that might be about a rape 
or just an extremely detached 
sexual encounter, and its pecu- 
liarity is heightened by Prina’s 
cold, lounge-singer vocals and 
Teletubby synths. This chilling 
contrast between the sterile tone 
of the vocals and music and the 
violently sensual content of the 
lyrics is a specialty Prina shares 
with Krayola’s Mayo Thompson 
and Gastr del Sol’s David Grubbs, 
though he doesn't have either's 
penchant for art-rock, avant- 
noise, and jazz _ flourishes. 
Instead, despite backing here by 
Grubbs and Jim O'Rourke, he 
relies mostly on peppy trumpets 
and cheesy keyboard tones. 

It's also worth noting that the 
lyrics Prina intones with such her- 
metic panache are mostly the 
work of other people: LA spiatter- 
pop novelist Dennis Cooper, poet 
Amy Gerstler, New York fiction 








writer Lynne Tillman. Still, Push 
Comes to Love is a fascinating 
example of what pop music might 
sound like if Brian Eno and Marcel 
Duchamp were muses more pop- 
ular than the Beatles.

STREET (A-Records). You'd 
think elegant guitar/organ jazz 
must be an oxymoron, but gui- 
tarist John Stein brings a decep- 
tive finesse to this familiar greasy 
soul-jazz sound. He has a softer 
attack than, say, organ-trio guitar 
king Grant Green, but the funk is 
there in his riffing original tunes, in 
the easy-swinging drive of his 
lines. Beneath the bold outlines 
there's infinite detail that you don't 
often find in the genre. Listen to 
the stunningly articulated orna- 
ments on his original “Hotcakes,” 
or the Wes Montgomery-style mix 
of chords, octaves, and single- 
note phrases in “Booga Lou.” 
They're the kind of details that 
might not register the first time 
around but keep the album fresh 
on each relistening. It doesn’t hurt 
that Stein has done serious play- 
ing time with soul-jazz (and 
bebop) master Lou Donaldson, or 
that he’s joined here by another 
veteran of the groove, sax/flute 
man David “Fathead” Newman.

*** Jimmy Cliff, SHOUT FOR 
FREEDOM (Milan). Jimmy Cliff, 
the only reggae star whose profile 
matches that of the late Bob 
Marley, toured Africa in 1985 
While he was in the Congo (then 
Zaire), he recorded the tracks for 
this album with three of that coun- 
try’s most influential bands: 
TPOK, led by Franco, the guitar 
sorcerer who was probably the 
most influential African composer 
of the past 50 years; Afrisa 
International, fronted by Tabu Ley 
Rochereau, the man who set the 
standard for Congolese singing; 
and Grand Zaiko Wawa, a group 
who evolved from Zaiko Langa 
Langa, the best African “new 
wave” band of the late '70s. 
These bands play soukous, a 
fusion of Cuban son and various 
Congolese folk forms that’s been 
the West African dance music of 
choice since the early ‘60s. 
Soukous is marked by its fast 
tempo, emotive vocals, and daz- 
zling guitar work. Most tunes have 
two syncopated lead lines dueling 
for your attention; Afrisa use lead 
bass and an extra rhythm guitar to 
add complexity to their arrange- 
ments. But since the lyrics are 
usually in Creole or French, this 
music hasn't been widely avail- 
able in this country. With Cliff's 
name recognition, soulful vocals, 
and English lyrics, soukous could 


finally make an impact on 
American listeners.

ANCIENT WISDOM: SONGS 
AND FABLES FROM ZIMBAB- 
WE (Latitudes). Mujuru is one of 
the world’s most accomplished 
players of the mbiri, an African 
thumb piano consisting of narrow 
iron keys bound to a wooden 
soundbox. With only this decep- 
tively simple-looking instrument 
and a resonant singing/speaking 
voice, he creates a moving pres- 
ence on this, one of only three of 
his recordings available in the US. 
The centerpiece is “Chamakanda,” 
a moral fable about the importance 
of keeping secrets; it’s told in a 
charmingly understated manner by 
Mujuru, his words underscored by 
the soft metallic tinkling of his 
instrument. “Song for Peace” is 
about the singer's arduous search 
for peace. The disc’s remaining 
five tunes are intricately construct- 
ed instrumentals marked by the 
looping, highly danceable rhythms 
of the Shona people. Musical 
phrases cycle and recycle with 
minute permutations, offering 
refreshment for ears jaded by con- 
temporary Afropop.

The first half 
describes the improbable (in 
view of the anti-Semitic laws) 
courtship of Guido (Benigni), a 
homely Jewish waiter in the
